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LA GUER LOSES 
ONCE AGAIN 


| Convicted rapist Benjamin La Guer 
| voiced disdain and pessimism after the 
| state’s Appeals Court last week denied his 
| 10-year quest for a new trial. The court’s 
| two-to-one ruling means La Guer’s last le- 
| gal recourse in the state-court system 

would be an appeal to the Supreme Judi- 
| cial Court. 

“I am devastated that the court would 
| be indifferent,” La Guer said shortly after 
| the decision was announced. “These peo- 
| ple ... don’t know what happens on Main 
| Street. They live in places like Brookline 
| and Cambridge; they don’t know what 

happens in the real world.” 

The Appeals Court apparently didn’t be- 
| lieve that juror prejudice was a factor in 
| La Guer’s 1984 trial, during which 
| La Guer adamantly denied raping a Leo- 
| minster woman who lived next door to his 
| father. No physical evidence linking La 
| Guer to the crime was ever presented at tri- 

al. And the fact that the victim was a diag- 

nosed schizophrenic who was heavily medi- 
| cated during the photo line-up when she 

identified La Guer was ruled inadmissible. 

Following the trial, La Guer’s lawyers 
| obtained statements from a juror that an- 

other member of the all-white jury had 
made racial remarks about La Guer, who 
is a black Puerto Rican. In 1988, juror 
William Nowick signed an affidavit saying 
that fellow juror Joseph Novak said, 
among other things, “That goddamn spic 
. . Why bother 


| having a trial?” Novak denies having made 
| the remarks. 


Three years ago, the Supreme Judicial 
Court ruled that if those comments had 


| been made, La Guer deserved a new trial. 
| The Appeals Court apparently believed 


there wasn’t enough evidence that Novak 
had made the derogatory statements.

THE RIGHT 
BACKS OFF 


It’s a strange day when religious-right 

leaders come out against a proposed anti- 

| gay ballot initiative, but that’s exactly 
what’s happening in Arizona. 

In an interview in Good News, a Tucson 
Christian newspaper, Concerned Women 
for America/Arizona director Cathi Her- 
rod and Christian Coalition of Southern 
Arizona chairman Rick Malkin said they 
opposed attempts by the Traditional Val- 
ues Coalition of Arizona to put an anti-gay 
referendum on the statewide ballot in 
November. 

The initiative campaign, which needs to 
collect 158,000 signatures by July 7 to win 
a place on the ballot, is spearheaded by an 
affiliate of Lou Sheldon’s Anaheim, Cali- 
fornia-based Traditional Values Coalition. 
The measure would prohibit state or local 
governments from enacting gay-and-les- 
bian-rights legislation based on “pe- 
dophile, homosexual, lesbian or bisexual 
orientation.” If the petition drive fails, the 
measure could be appended to the ballot 
by a vote of the state legislature. 

Concerned Women for America and 
Christian Coalition leaders haven’t under- 
gone a political conversion. “CWA’s stand 
against this ballot initiative in no way sig- 
nals a retreat from our opposition to the 
homosg¢xual agenda,” Herrod told Good 
News. “This is just the wrong strategy at 
this time.” 

Herrod and Malkin believe it will be 
hard to stir up anti-gay sentiment in Ari- 


| zona because the gay-and-lesbian commu- 


nity there is viewed as moderate. “There’s 
a little more sympathy to the homosexual 
community here than in some other parts 
of the country,” Malkin said. “They are 
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spent on.”

MARLON RIGGS, 1956-1994 


Marlon Riggs, who died of AIDS this past Monday, was an Emmy and Peabody 
Award-winning documentarist with two sets of minority stereotypes to contend with. 
Black and gay, he was outside the mainstream and not fully accepted by either of the 
minority communities of which he was a member. 

Fortunately, Riggs, who held a master’s degree from Harvard and was one of the 
youngest tenured humanities professors at Berkeley, refused to let someone else’s 
terms or images define him or other marginalized people. His 1991 documentary 
Color Adjustment was a penetrating critique of the way television images of blacks 
have always misrepresented or avoided depicting the real lives blacks lead. 

His magnum opus was 1990's Tongues Untied, in which Riggs and other black gay 
men disarmed negative images by celebrating their uniqueness —- dancing, kissing, 
versifying, parading, and making love. A pioneering representation of gay black men, 
Tongues received the unwitting endorsement of forces opposed to the National En- 
dowment for the Arts. Many PBS affiliates bowed to pressure to pre-empt Tongues 
from its scheduled airing on the NEA-funded series P.O.V., though the Reverend 
Donald Wildmon huffed that the film should be shown just so that “millions of Amer- 
icans will have an opportunity to see the kinds of things their tax money is being 


In fact, its more erotic sequences were excerpted out of context in an anti-gay- 
rights video, though the film’s most radical moment may have been Riggs’s recitation, 
“I was mute, tongue-tied, burdened by shadows and silent./Now I speak and my. bur-

also not quite as open and as militant as 
they are. elsewhere. A lot of people just 
aren’t opposed to them.” 

The two also cite the questionable legal- 
ity of such initiatives, noting that the battle 
over Colorado’s Amendment 2 is still in 
the courts, and are concerned about possi- 
ble efforts by the business community to 
fight such an initiative to forestall a possi- 
ble boycott. 

Either way, anti-gay forces still don’t 
have much to worry about in Arizona. The 
only legal protections afforded gay men, 
lesbians, and bisexuals are ordinances in 
Phoenix and Tucson that ban discrimina- 
tion in city employment.

LEGISLATIVE 
INDIGESTION 


A proposal to forbid anyone but li- 
censed doctors and nurses and registered 
dieticians from giving nutritional advice 
will be the subject of a legislative hearing 


next Wednesday, April 13. The legisla-. - 


ture’s Joint Committee on Health Care 
will convene at 10 a.m. in Room B2 at the 
State House to take testimony on House 
Bill 3184. 

Opponents, many of whom spend their 
days coaching folks about how to eat 
better and live more healthfully, hope to 
give legislators who favor the bill a case 
of indigestion. 

Who will be affected? “Naturopaths, 
homeopaths, herbalists, Ayur-vedic nutri- 
tional counselors, macrobiotics, acupunc- 
turists, chiropractors, midwives, massage 


therapists, shiatsu body workers, and oth- 
er professionals who give nutritional ad- 
vice,” says Mercedes Gallagher, an orga- 
nizer for Citizens for Nutrition Choice. 
“House Bill 3184 was written by the 
American Dieticians Association to allow 
them a virtual monopoly in the field of nu- 
tritional counseling,” says Patricia Carter, 
a registered nurse who hopes to testify. 
“The many legitimate alternative nutrition- 
al perspectives that are sought by individu- 
als across the state would become criminal 
in the eyes of the law under this bill. This 
bill unnecessarily restricts the freedom of 
all Massachusetts citizens to follow the nu- 
tritional course of their choice to promote 
their personal health.”

THE HERALD 'S 
INSIDE GAME 


After weeks of speculation that he might 
go outside for his next editor, new Boston 
Herald owner Pat Purcell this past Tues- 
day selected the consummate insider — 
managing editor/acting editor Andy 
Costello — to replace Alan Eisner, who’d 
been fired. 

Costello, 46, a Norwood native and for- 
mer Patriot Ledger and New Bedford Stan- 
dard-Times staffer, came to the Herald in 
1983 as an assistant city editor. He, along 
with colleagues Andy Gully and Kevin 
Convey, comprised the “Micks with Dicks” 
troika that has run the daily news operation 
in recent years. In the reshuffling, assistant 
managing editor Gully and Sunday editor 
Convey will move up to become managing

editors. Their replacements are expected to 
be chosen from in house. 

The decision to anoint Costello, a 
hands-on manager who’s relatively popu- 
lar in the newsroom, stilled speculation 
that Purcell was planning to shake up the 
paper dramatically with a new editing 
team. Internally, the decision was seen by 
relieved staffers as an attempt to stabilize 
the operation, which in the last year has 
been hit by the departure of about a dozen 
experienced reporters and three editors, 
and the sale of the paper by Rupert Mur- 
doch to Purcell. It could also reflect Pur- 
cell’s efforts to keep costs down and to 
play an active role. 

“We’ve had some rocky times, obvious- 
ly,” says Costello, who outlines some 
changes in the offing. Fixing the Sunday 
paper, a stated priority of Costello prede- 
cessors Martin Dunn and Eisner, remains 
on the front burner. “It’s like unveiling a 
new automobile” says the editor. “It’s go- 
ing to be surprising.” 

And though the “Micks with Dicks” 
were the ones responsible for emphasizing 
state and city politics and politically orient- 
ed investigative stories, Costello says, “I 
think we got to the point where we were 
almost overly competitive with the Globe. 
We may have strayed a little bit from set- 
ting our own agenda.” 

Costello says this “refocusing” will en- 
tail less emphasis on process and govern- 
ment stories and more emphasis on “being 
a bit more in touch with our readers, a lit- 
tle more populist.”

THE EARL 
OF PAIN 


Fashion magazines reveal that though 
designers have dropped their enthusiasm 
for combat boots, body piercing is still go- 
ing strong. In a fashion spread in April’s 
Vogue, for instance, many of designer Jean 
Paul Gaultier’s models wear a decorative 
chain that loops from pierced nostril to 
pierced ear — “face jewelry” in imitation 
of a Far Eastern style. Is Boston hip to the 
piercing trends? Why yes, it is. 

“I sometimes do 60 piercings a week,” | 
says Joe J., 29, a body-piercing artist | 
whose shop, Rites of Passage, is located | 
on Brighton Avenue, in Allston. Joe J. 
opened Rites of Passage in January, after 
realizing he needed his own office space 
and receptionist (previously, he had been 
working out of Hubba Hubba, in Cam- 
bridge), and has been “astounded” at the 
range of people seeking his services.

But Joe J., who 
keeps up to date by reading PFIQ (Piercing 
Fans International Quarterly) and Body 
Clay, says one of the newer and hipper 
piercing styles is known as “the Earl,” a 
barbell with a bead on each end of it, run- 
ning through the fleshy part of the nose 
just between the eyes, “right where your 
glasses would rest.” Dare we ask about the 
name? “I think,” says Joe J., “it was just 
named for the first guy who did it.”

AOL PULLS INTO 
THE FAST LANE 


Macintosh users who subscribe to 
America Online can finally log on at a rea- 
sonable speed. 

Just this past week, AOL released ver- 
sion 2.1 of its Macintosh software, which 
provides for a top access speed of 9600 
bits per second. And there’s no extra 
charge for driving in the fast lane. Previ- 
ously, Mac users were limited to 2400 bps, 
which was especially aggravating when 


-they used AOL’s new Internet Center 


(“Cyberwatch,” News, April 1). 

AOL’s PC users have been able to log 
on at 9600 bps for several months. Most 
of AOL’s competitors have long offered 
9600-bps service, with a few even bump- 
ing up to 14,400 bps. 

To get version 2.1, you have to down- 
load it — at 2400 bps, of course. The 
time: a whopping one and a half hours. 

There have been some technical glitches 
as well. The software was available for sev- 
eral days at the end of March, but was then 
pulled last weekend. As of this past 
Wednesday, it appeared to be on-line again.

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Hip or hype? 


The Boston Music Awards is 
still looking for the local scene

ow in its eighth year, the 
Boston Music Awards still 
doesn’t represent much 
more than the selling of the 
local scene at a profit. It 
did make one laudable move this year, by 


setting up a number of pre-awards club : 


showcases and donating part of 
those proceeds to the Positive Step 
facility for women with HIV. At 
the Wang Center ceremony itself, the com- 
mercialism was somewhat less crass than 
last year, but that seemed due less to a 
| change in outlook than to Pepsi-Cola’s fail- 
| ure to fork out the usual sponsorship money 
(this year’s main sponsor was the Globe). 
More lip service was also paid to the 
progressive end of the club circuit, with 
the nominations opened up to include 
some important but less obvious bands 
| (Smackmelon even won as new local band 
| — a surprise to leader Duke Roth, who 
| was across town seeing the Afghan Whigs 
| at the Paradise). Otherwise, the show in-

| press. 


cluded the usual 45-odd minutes of local 
music, uneventful walk-ons by big and 
small stars, and an entertaining moment or 
two (can’t beat the thrilled looks on Mala- 
chite’s faces as they accepted their hard- 
rock award from two Aerosmith mem- 
bers). None of which offers sufficient rea- 
son to attend when the cost of a top-price 
ticket (prices ranged from $27.50 to 
$67.50) will get you into, say, the Middle 
East on 10 consecutive Saturdays. 

Extreme guitarist Nuno Betten- 
court laid that issue on the line 
when he accepted the instrumentalist 
award. After scoffing at the idea that he’s a 
better instrumentalist than co-nominee Pat 
Metheny (who was inducted into the BMA 
Hall of Fame), Bettencourt said, “I want 
to thank my mom for coming, because she 
almost couldn’t afford the ticket. I don’t 
think our real fans could afford this shit 
either. Look, you already know about us 
and you know about the Aerosmith guys, 
but what about giving the locals a chance? 
Let’s keep the ticket prices.down, and let’s 
try to keep this local.” 

The next award, for best independent 
single, illustrated what Bettencourt was 
talking about. Of the five songs nominat- 
ed, not one had ever been a séven-inch 
slab of vinyl. (Machinery Hall’s “Herd” 
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was a radio tape; the other four entries, in- 
cluding Letters to Cleo’s winning “I See,” 
were the airplayed tracks from nationally 
released CDs.) It’s a significant difference, 
since a grassroots scene has arisen around 
the affordable vinyl single, making labels 
like Spin Art and Pop Narcotic possible 
and capturing more music on the local- 
groundswell level. (The Phoenix/’FNX 
Best Music Poll might take note of this 
point and add a category for best indepen- 
dent single next year.) 

Every BMA ceremony provides a prear- 
ranged soundbite. Last year it was the in- 
vention of a “Right To Rock” award as a 
pretext for getting Aerosmith on stage. 
This year it was the 
heavily promoted ap- 
pearance of Nancy 
Kerrigan, who ac- 
cording to the press 
releases has an “ac-, 
tive interest in the lo- 
cal music scene.” 
(Guess she has an 
active interest in 
baseball, too, having 
thrown out the first 
ball at Fenway Park 
the day before.) On 
stage for all of 10 
seconds, Kerrigan 
didn’t address the 
crowd, didn’t smile, 
gesture, or say a 
word other than to 
read the list of nomi- 
nees; but that mo- 
ment will doubtless 
get more coverage 
than Malachite or 
Smackmelon could hope for. 

Otherwise, the show still seems built 
around the artificial suspense of which act 
will win — like a junior-league Grammys 
rather than a celebration of the creative in- 
sanity that is the Boston scene. It may or 
may not have been a coincidence that most 
of the higher-level awards went to bands 
who showed up at the ceremony (sorry, 
Evan; sorry, Juliana). As for the live music, 
Letters to Cleo, Swinging Steaks, and 
Heretix all represent the best of the local 
scene’s upper echelon, and all rose to the 
occasion. As did Extreme, the most likable 
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of arena bands, and former Maurice Starr 
protégés Classic, who did a brief but stir- 
ring snatch of a cappella harmony. Unfor- 
tunately the blues circuit was represented 
by the ubiquitous Monster Mike Welch 
rather than by a certified legend like 
Mighty Sam McClain, the deserving win- 
ner of the BMA’s blues award. 

The night’s quintessential moment came 
during the closing performance. After a 
smoldering “Liquid California,” Heretix 
were set to bring Aerosmith members Brad 
Whitford and Tom Hamilton on stage to 
jam on “Come Together.” If this had hap- 
pened the way it does in clubs — with the 
band bringing the guest stars on while the

last chords are still ringing — the crowd 
would have gone wild. Instead, the house 
lights went up, the curtain descended, and 
a voice informed us what an event we were 
about to see: “Our next performance em- 
bodies the spirit of the Boston Music 
Awards, and its mission of unity on the lo- 
cal scene.” This killed the effect, so that 
the Aerosmith heroes made their entrance 
to dead silence. Thus an exciting rock- | 
and-roll moment became an excuse for 
more hype, embodying the spirit of the | 
Boston Music Awards more closely than | 
anyone intended.

Legislators are victims of their 





own authoritarian impulse 


by Al Giordano 


evelations that John 
Hancock lobbyist F. 
William Sawyer may 
have falsified expense 
records to make it ap- 
pear he’d entertained lawmakers on 
occasions when he hadn’t (“This Just 
In,” News, April 1) shed new light on 
simmering tensions between legisla- 
tors and the State Ethics Commission. 
Those tensions hit the boiling point 
last December, when the House at- 
tached an amendment to a campaign- 
finance-reform bill transferring the 
Ethics Commission’s subpoena power 
to the attorney general. The amend- 
ment died after the lawmakers were 
slammed by the Boston Globe and At- 
torney General Séott Harshbarger. 
Three months later, it’s become 
clearer why legislators re- 





sponded to the ethics probe <li 


with a siege mentality — be- 
cause, in fact, they were un- 
der siege. Last fall, more than

In perhaps the most iron- 
ic twist of this affair, mem- 
bers of the legislature were easy tar- 
gets because they, themselves, are 
now part of a reviled class. For 
years, they have trampled upon the 
civil liberties of such unpopular peo- 
ple as drunk drivers, juvenile delin- 


| quents, and prison inmates. Now 
| they’ve fallen victim to their own au- 
| thoritarian impulse. 


The distress they feel at having their 
tactics turned upon themselves can be 
seen in the comments Representative 
Lida Harkins (D-Needham) made in a 
recent interview. 


“I’ve never been called before the 
Ethics Commission, and I didn’t go on 
any of the trips in question,” she says. 
“A lot of folks advised me to stay out 
of the issue.” The fact that Harkins 
feels the need to begin an interview 
with such a declaration is indicative of 
the witch-hunt atmosphere surround- 
ing the probe. 

Harkins is one of the few legislative 
leaders to speak publicly about the in- 
vestigation. She played a key role in 
the December attempt to transfer the 
Ethics Commission’s subpoena power 
to the attorney general. “There have 
been some excesses on the part of the 
Ethics Commission,” Harkins says. 
“We had members who attended 
some of those events and who paid 
their own way. They were being sub- 
poenaed over and over again. In my 
opinion, they’ve been harassed. It’s 
cost them a lot of money in legal fees

— not to defend themselves, but be- 
cause they have been called to testify 
about others.” 

The Ethics Commission’s investiga- 
tion culminated on March 22, when 
the Hancock company agreed to pay 
more than $1 million in fines, admit- 
ting to 300 acts of illegally entertain- 
ing legislators between 1987 and 
1993. But because many of those 300 
acts never happened, Hancock’s deci- 
sion to settle the case may prevent the 
truth from ever being fully known. 

Investigators, hampered because 


Sawyer has reportedly refused to co- 
operate, have instead turned to the 
legislators listed on Sawyer’s expense 
reports. And this has infuriated the 
lawmakers, who feel their Fifth 
Amendment right to remain silent is 
being violated. 

At issue is whether legislators ac- 
cepted dinners or entertainment val- 
ued at more than $100 per year, or 
$50 per event, from Hancock lobby- 
ists, which the commission says would 
be a violation of state law. 

“The Ethics Commission is taking 
events where many more people were 
present than those that Sawyer listed, 
and dividing the total amount of mon- 
ey spent on the event by a small num- 
ber of people,” charges one targeted 
lawmaker. “Because Sawyer didn’t say 
there were more people present, 
you’re still considered guilty. I think 
the Ethics Commission.knows full well 
they don’t have all the facts, just based 
on the way they’ve questioned me. 

“If I say there were others there, 
they say, ‘Give us the names of the 
others.’ If I say no, they say, ‘Fine, 
then you’re guilty.’ It’s like the Inqui- 
sition, like people who are on a holy 
quest. They get away from the law and 
make judgments entrusted to God.” 

Adds another lawmaker: “Legisla- 
tors are on the list whether they were 
there at an event or not. It’s not taken 
into account, for example, if a legisla- 
tor doesn’t drink, or didn’t stay for 
dinner. He’s still saddled with accept- 
ing the same dollar value as the ones 
who did. There’s a perception that 
Sawyer embellished his expenses to 
impress his employer when he was in 
fact only wining and dining his bud- 
dies on the company tab.” 

Ethics Commission executive direc- 
tor Andrew Crane acknowledged his 
body’s rules are different from those

ence from his refusal to testify. You do not have the 


rights of a criminal proceeding here. The consequences 
are not the same as a criminal proceeding. They’ re less.” 

It’s true that the Ethics Commission can’t impose a 
prison sentence. But it’s also true that the commission is 
sharing its information with the US attorney and the state 
attorney general, whose prosecutions can lead to jail. 

“Even though they are a civil body, other legal agencies 
still have the ability to prosecute based on that informa- 
tion,” notes Harkins. “Everyone should have the right to a 
system that’s conducted according to the rules of law and 
evidence.” 

Federal agents have already subpoenaed legislators (and, 
in some cases, their girlfriends) to answer questions about 
their attendance at Hancock-sponsored events. A federal 
grand jury continues to meet. 

“The Ethics Commission,” charges Sawyer’s attorney, 
Thomas Kiley, “conducts proceedings which are overlap- 
ping and coordinated with prosecutorial agencies. They al- 
ways deny coordination. I suppose it’s a coincidence that 
the US attorney and the Ethics Commission made their an- 
nouncement about the Hancock case on the same day with 
the same facts. These proceedings make it impossible for a 
subject to be treated fairly.” 


Born out of scandal 

The State Ethics Commission was established in 1978, 
in the wake of the MBM scandal, named after a contractor, 
in which some leading state senators were driven from of- 
fice. Several, in fact, served prison time for their corrupt 
dealings with MBM concerning a number of state projects, 
including work at UMass/Boston. A special panel known 
as the Ward Commission conducted a high-profile investi- 
gation into political corruption, and a Common Cause- 
sponsored initiative petition that year called for tough new 
ethics laws. 

“The legislature created an ethics commission to head 
off that referendum,” notes Crane. The concept was a 
good one: an administrative board set up to patrol the bor- 
ders between public officials and the financial interests of 
the private sector. The Ethics Commission would take on 
the cases that weren’t quite criminal, but deserved regula- 
tory attention. 

In past years, punishment at the hands of the Ethics 
Commission has meant embarrassment to some public offi- 
cials, but has not driven them from office. It once investi- 
gated State Senator Mary Padula for nepotism: she (with 








the express permission of Senate President Billy Bulger) | 


had hired her daughter to work in her Senate office. The 
commission forced her to apologize and fire her kin. Now 
Padula’s a member of the governor’s cabinet as secretary of 
Communities and Development. 


In 1990, the commission reached agreement with then- | 


House Majority Leader Charlie Flaherty over his acceptance 
of five sky-box tickets at Boston Garden for a 1988 Celtics 
game. The tickets had been provided by Ackerley Commu- 


nications lobbyists Elizabeth Palumbo, a former State | 


House staffer, and Lou Nickinello, a former state rep. Fla- 
herty agreed to refund the cost of the tickets and pay a 
$500 fine. A month later he became Speaker of the House. 

Flaherty recently told colleagues that he regrets signing 
his 1990 agreement with the Ethics Commission, and that 
he wanted to fight it at the time but believed the publicity 
would be counterproductive. Nickinello and Palumbo had 
been his personal friends for more than two decades, he 
reasoned, so why shouldn’t he and his guests be able to join 
them at a basketball game? The Ethics Commission itself 
had concluded, in the disposition agreement, that it “was 
aware of no evidence that Rep. Flaherty took any official ac- 
tion concerning any proposed legislation which would affect 
Ackerley in return for the tickets.” 

Now the political climate has changed. If Padula and Fla- 


herty were investigated for the same offenses today, their 


careers might be permanently damaged. This is an era in 
which we’ve seen one candidate for US attorney general 
disqualified because she didn’t pay taxes on her children’s 
nannies, and another not even nominated because of a per- 
ceived nanny problem, even though she had paid her taxes 
and broken no law. Politicians and public officials, as a 
class, are increasingly reviled. Term limits are in vogue. Be- 
havior that was once tolerated, if not expected, from our 
politicians is now taboo. 

At its best, the current investigation into lobbyists’ influ- 
ence on Beacon Hill is a part of the ushering in of a new 
ethical order. 

“What this investigation is really all about is to end a 
long- “standing practice of wining and dining public offi- 
cials,” Crane says. 

There’s a goal that almost everyone can agree with, much 
like the goals of ending drunk driving or, say, keeping kids 
in school. But in their zeal to reach this goal, the Ethics 
Commission’s investigators have displayed the same kinds 
of double standards that are the trademarks of the politi- 
cians they investigate. 

And there’s no small amount of irony in the fact that leg- 


islators now complain about the powers of a commission | 





that was created by a vote of the legislature. Just as former | 


congressman Nick Mavroules voted for the RICO (Racke- 
teer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations) anti-racketeer- 
ing law, only to be charged with violating it, just as former 
state attorney general Eddie McCormack now faces charges 
of violating the conflict-of-interest law he authored three 
decades ago, today’s persecuted legislators have been 
caught in their own trap. Their path to freedom may require 
them to get a good dose of religion on the matter of every- 
one’s civil liberties. 

“Bills have been filed here that suggest that if someone 
drops out of school they will lose their driver’s license,” ad- 


| mits Representative Harkins. “I understand that the intent 














is to encourage people to have more edu- 
cation, but we have to be vigilant in re- 
specting people’s right to choose some oth- 
er course in life.” 

And though it is true that some legisla- 
tors who are also defense lawyers have pre- 
vented passage of a state RICO law (which 
would make it much easier for prosecutors 
to win conspiracy convictions), the fact re- 
mains that there are no more truly princi- 
pled freedom-fighters at the State House. 
Gone are the Barney Franks, the Alan 


| Sisitskys, the Jack Backmans, and the Pa- 


tricia McGoverns, who vigilantly fought to 
defend the constitutional rights of even 
those classes of people who were unpopu- 
lar with the public, including outlaws. 

In recent years, the legislature has sat 
passively while the Department of Correc- 
tion has inflicted cruel and unusual punish- 
ment upon its charges. It has passed 
mandatory sentences that forbid judges 
from taking into account the unique cir- 
cumstances of each defendant’s case. It has 
created criteria for taking away driver’s li- 
censes for offenses that have no bearing on 
one’s ability to be a safe driver. Now it’s 
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even waging war on children. 

“In the education-reform package, the 
legislature voted to give school principals 
permission to expel any student who is 
caught with marijuana or a weapon, or 
who threatens a teacher,” notes Norma 
Shapiro, legislative specialist with the Civil 
Liberties Union of Massachusetts 
(CLUM). “The expulsions are permanent.” 
So far, she says, 83 kids have been expelled 
under this statute. 

People who violate drug laws are pun- 
ished in ways that have nothing to do with 
their crimes. In 1989, the legislature 
passed a law that requires the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles to suspend the driver’s li- 
cense of anyone convicted of a drug-law vi- 
olation, whether that person’s driving is an 
issue or not. 

“We did a case challenging that statute,” 
says Sarah Wunsch, a staff attorney for 
CLUM. “None of the plaintiffs was 
charged with driving under the influence of 
a controlled substance. But the Supreme 
Judicial Court upheld the law. There are 
people who have lost their jobs because 
they needed to drive to work. What that 
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does for society is questionable. 

“After Massachusetts passed this law,” 
Wunsch continues, “the federal govern- 
ment passed a law that said states that 
didn’t pass similar legislation would be de- 
nied federal highway matching funds un- 
less the legislature enacted a specific expla- 
nation of why they didn’t enact it. Some 
thoughtful legislatures around the country 
have done that.” 

But not Massachusetts’s. 


Justice for all 

When the State Ethics Commission runs 
roughshod over the civil liberties of legisla- 
tors — infringing on their right not to in- 
criminate themselves and on their right to 
due process — the agency does it in the 
name of an honorable goal: “to end a long- 
standing practice of wining and dining 
public officials.” 

The question, though, is whether the 
Ethics Commission, even as a civil admin- 
istrative body, ought to have the power to 
force legislators to testify against them- 
selves and others, especially when criminal 
prosecutors can use the evidence the com- 
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mission collects to impose harsher penal- | 


ties and sentences. But when the legislature 
itself visited that issue last December, it 
lacked the public credibility to reform the 
commission. The reaction from the press 
and public was: legislator, reform thyself. 
Governor William Weld is not about to 
champion the reform of the Ethics Com- 
mission, whose crusade keeps the House at 
bay while he and Senate President Billy 
Bulger divvy up the remaining turf. Attor- 
ney General Scott Harshbarger or one of 
the Democrats running for governor could 
lead the charge, but it’s doubtful anyone 
will in an election year. The Globe, whose 
May 1993 Spotlight report kicked off the 
ethics probe, isn’t likely to do it, either. 


It’s tempting to chuckle and cheer that, | 
at long last, the politicians are getting a | 


dose of their own authoritarian medicine. 
But the erosion of their rights will only has- 
ten the end — for everyone — of the Bill 


of Rights as we know it. Now would be a | 


good time for both parties, the Ethics 
Commission and the legislature, to review 


the state and federal constitutions, and ap- | 


ply them in a spirit of justice for all. Q

State plans to sue Harbor contractor 


Quincy company accused of illegally dumping fill ¢ by Tim Sandler 


he Massachusetts attorney general’s office is preparing to 


file suit against a Quincy construction firm that has 


reaped more than $170 million from its work on the Bos- 


ton Harbor cleanup project, the Phoenix has learned. The 


state claims the firm illegally dumped tons of soil it removed from Deer 


Island onto protected wetlands and a hazardous-waste site in Lynn. 


The legal action against J.M. Cashman, 
Inc., would be the first taken against any 
firm working on the four-year-old project. 
The state is expected to seek a six-figure 
award. In addition, the US Environmental 
Protection Agency and state officials say 
the company could be debarred or sus- 
pended from working on the cleanup — a 
politically sensitive move that would result 
in costly delays of a project already in dan-

sewerage contractors. Last year the compa- 
ny posted $52.2 million in sales, according 
to Dun & Bradstreet. But as the company 
has experienced what president Jay Cash- 
man calls “unprecedented growth,” allega- 
tions of misconduct have also grown. 

Last year, for instance, the Massachu- 
setts Water Resources Authority (MWRA), 
which is managing the Harbor cleanup, 
fined the company $276,754. It charged 
the company with using women and mi- 
nority subcontractors in name only to win 
multimillion-dollar contracts that fulfilled 
state and federal minority-set-aside laws. 
Cashman has refused to pay the fines and 
has asked for an administrative hearing. 

Though the ongoing allegations of 
wrongdoing against J.M. Cashman for its 
work on the two mega-projects have been 
highly visible, state watchdog agencies say 
the firm is by no means alone. In fact, the 


state inspector general’s office for years 
has been warning state and federal author- 
ities of “a contracting enterprise that suf- 
fers from vulnerability to waste, favoritism 
and outright corruption.” 

Yet, in large measure, the IG’s reports 
have been contested by officials overseeing 
the Harbor cleanup and the Central 
Artery/Tunnel project, and overlooked by 
state lawmakers. The reason is clear: there 
is a tacit understanding that regardless of 
any alleged improprieties, there is too 
much money at stake, too many deadlines 
to meet, and too many political considera- 
tions to question publicly how efficiently 
the projects are being run. 

“Regrettably,” said Inspector General 
Robert Cerasoli in a 1991 letter to the 
legislature, “the law does not currently 
provide adequate safeguards against

fraud, waste and abuse in state procurements.” 


Year-long probe 

The attorney general’s suit against Cashman is expected 
to be filed in Suffolk Superior Court within several weeks. 
It comes after a year-long investigation by the state’s De- 
partment of Environmental Protection (DEP) Strike Force 
and the attorney general’s office. 

Officials from both agencies declined to comment on 
the case. 

But according to a source in the attorney general’s office, 
the case would be based on Cashman’s alleged failure to 
comply with a noncompliance notice issued by the DEP in 
April 1993. In that notice, the state accuses Cashman of vi- 
olating the state’s Hazardous Waste Management and Wet- 
lands Protection Acts by unlawfully dumping 100,000 cubic 
yards of clay-based soil onto about 15 acres of private 
property in Lynn between January and March 1993. Of the 
two tracts of land near the Lynn Harbor and the Saugus 
River on which J.M. Cashman dumped, more than 14 acres 
were designated by the state as protected wetlands. A half- 
acre was part of a hazardous-waste site designated for 
cleanup by the state. Since that notice was issued, the state 
has continued to investigate Cashman’s operations. 

Along with the ecological implications of filling in the 
wetlands, considered by the state to be an “area of critical 
environmental concern,” the DEP had other worries. 
Among them: the possibility that the uncontaminated fill 
— brought to shore by barge and then trucked to the Lynn | 
sites — would mix with soil tainted with hazardous waste 
that was already found on one of the properties, creating a 
larger cleanup problem than previously existed. 

The state alleges that J.M. Cashman ignored local and 
state environmental laws and dumped the soil without the | 
requisite permits. Moreover, says one DEP official, J.M. 
Cashman failed to comply with a provision of the noncom-

pliance notice to begin a state-supervised cleanup of the 
Lynn sites immediately. 

J.M. Cashman refutes the allegations and says it had 
permission to put the soil where it did. The group of busi- 
nessmen that holds the lease on the properties, known as 
the Orchard Group, had assured J.M. Cashman that it had 
the permits required for storing the material temporarily, | 
according to company spokeswoman Ellen Marlette. The | 


| Orchard Group, she says, had received permission from 


the Lynn Conservation Commission. 

“We were authorized to place the till [fill] there,” Mar- | 
lette says. Referring to state orders to stop the dumping, she 
adds, “The rules were changed in the middle of the game.” 

But DEP officials say that even after they issued their 
noncompliance notice, Cashman gave them no documenta- 
tion to support their claims of prior authorization. There is 
“very little evidence” to support Cashman’s assertion, says 
James Sprague, a DEP wetlands-division official who 
helped draft the original noncompliance notice. 

Despite the company’s belief that it is on firm legal foot- 
ing, Marlette says J.M. Cashman has stopped dumping on 
the site and is “working very cordially” with DEP and Lynn 
officials to remove the soil from the site. “We always abide 
by these orders,” she says. 


Deadline jitters 

MWRA spokesman David Gilmartin says legal action by 
the state against a contractor that has played such a vital 
role in the Harbor cleanup “would definitely be serious.” 

In light of the AG’s allegations, the MWRA must decide 
whether it will seek its own legal recourse against Cash- 
man. In its $14.1 million contract togremove soil from 
Deer Island, the future site of an elaborate wastewater- 
treatment plant, J.M. Cashman agreed to “be responsible 
for obtaining any permits which may be required for dis- 
posal” and to provide “copies of all permit applications . . . 
to the contract manager prior to disposal.” 

MWRA lawyers will at some point have to determine 
whether the case against Cashman is grounds for breach- 
of-contract proceedings and whether Cashman misled the 
MWRA when the contractor presented its disposal docu- 
ments for the Lynn sites. 

One option the MWRA may pursue is terminating Cash- 
man’s hauling-and-disposal contract and “calling,” or col- 
lecting, the $14.1 million insurance bond the company was 
required to post before its contract was approved. The 
bonds are ordinarily meant to allow the project to recoup 
money from a contractor if it cannot complete the work it 
was hired for. 

Though that approach may provide the MWRA’s 
strongest potential recourse against Cashman, the logistical, 
financial, and political pressures it would entail could allow 
the contractor to avoid serious penalties by the agency. 

If J.M. Cashman was ordered to stop work on the Harbor 
cleanup, the MWRA would have to advertise for a new con-

Even though the state is likely to seek civil rather than 
criminal remedies against J.M. Cashman, that doesn’t 
mean the company will necessarily escape debarment.

Dawkins, compliance specialist for the EPA in Washing- 
ton, debarment could preclude a contractor that is receiv- 
ing federal funds from being granted any future federal 
contracts. But that would not prevent a contractor from 
finishing work it has already been hired to perform. (Mas- 
sachusetts law says that if a federal agency debars or sus- 
pends a company, the state must do the same.) 


Pattern of behavior 
The EPA has considerable latitude in debarment proceed- 
ings and, along with any current civil or criminal action, it 
may consider a company’s pattern of behavior — a provision 
that EPA lawyers say may not bode well for J.M. Cashman. 
In addition to having been fined for using women and 





minority businesses as a front to win contracts, Cashman 
has been reprimanded for the same type of violations out- 
lined in the state’s noncompliance order, on which the law- 
suit would be based. 

In 1990, for instance, the city of Chelsea slapped Cash- 
man with a cease-and-desist order after the company ig- 
nored the state’s Wetlands Protection Act and unloaded 
tons of gravel from Deer Island onto a waterfront site. The 
company complied, but soon after began unloading the fill 
onto another waterfront site, in East Boston. Boston city 
officials also issued a cease-and-desist order and demand- | 
ed that the company remove the fill. 

In both cases, company spokeswoman Marlette says, 
Cashman abided by the orders as a sign of respect for the 
communities, not necessarily because it had done anything 
wrong. “It’s our concern for their concern that prompts us 
to always comply with those orders, regardless of what we 
think of them,” she says. “We can state unequivocally that 
we have an exemplary record of complying with environ- 
mental regulations.” 

Still, J.M. Cashman’s apparent problems in fulfilling 
contractual obligations to dispose of fill goes back to at 
least 1987, when the federal government fined the contrac- 
tor $5000 for violating the Clean Water Act and the River 
and Harbor Act after it sank a barge and dumped fill into 
the Back River, in Weymouth. Both actions were taken 
without the requisite permits. 

Cashman’s track record and the attorney general’s con- 
templated lawsuit are already drawing EPA interest. 

“From my knowledge of it, they would be in the catego- 
ry of firms that would be subject to debarment proce- 
dures,” says Harley Laing, legal director for the EPA’s 
New England office, in Boston.

Josh Steiner’s credentials now 
include a Whitewater subpoena 


by Jason Vest 


ASHINGTON 

— He’s just back 

from an impor- 

tant business trip 

with Secretary of 
the Treasury Lloyd Bentsen, and even 
though he’s very busy, Josh Steiner 
would just love to talk about his sub- 
poena — only he can’t. But he’s re- 
markably good-natured about it. “I’m 
curled up, I’m in a fetal position, I’m 
cowering in a corner, I’m on a train 
outta here in two hours,” he says, 
laughing. 

Kidding aside, Steiner — a Cam- 
bridge native who, at 28, is the 
youngest person to be hauled into 
court by the Whitewater special pros- 
ecutor — has at least learned to give 
the standard besieged-Washington- 
political-appointee reply: call my 
lawyer. 

“Hey, if you were paying someone 
$300 an hour, you’d probably do 
what he told you to,” 
he says. “Really, I’m 
just trying to do the 
most prudent thing 
here.” 

The response is in 
keeping with Stein- 
er’s reputation for 
cautious judgment. 

Not that he’s timid, 
though. Indeed, one 
isn’t likely to be 
hand-picked by Lloyd 
Bentsen to serve as

But the first stum- 


| ble on the road to 


success is always the 


thing that seems so 
benign. 

Initially, Steiner was subpoenaed on 
account of his attendance at a meeting 
between White House and Treasury 
staffers — a conference that focused 
on the Resolution Trust Corporation’s 
investigation of Madison Guaranty 
Savings and Loan, the defunct 
Arkansas thrift connected to Bill and 
Hillary Clinton. His profile rose after 
it was disclosed that Clinton adviser 
George Stephanopoulos called him to 
complain about the RTC’s hiring of 
Clinton critic Jay Stephens to handle 
civil claims against Madison. 

And when it became known that 
Steiner gave independent counsel 
Robert Fiske his diaries — in which 
all contacts with White House officials 
about the Madison matter are record- 
ed — eyebrows shot up inside the 
Beltway. 

Of course, none of this indicates 
that Steiner or anyone else has done 
anything wrong. But according to as- 
sociates of Steiner’s, the whole experi- 
ence has been a little unsettling for 
him. Though the flap over the Trea- 
sury-White House meetings has essen- 
tially dashed the chances that Treasury 
deputy secretary Roger Altman (a 
Steiner mentor) will ever achieve Cab- 
inet rank, observers say that Steiner, 
considered a wunderkind by many ad- 
ministration big shots, won’t see his 
career suffer much.

But friends say that though he un- 
derstands this in the abstract sense, he 
doesn’t quite feel that way. “Subpoe- 
na” is, after all, a word that can scare 
the hell out of those uninitiated in the 
ways of Washington. Given the cur- 
rent hue and cry over Arkansas-relat- 
ed business, link “subpoena” with 
“Whitewater” and it comes across like 
damnation. 

“It’s like a case of ‘when bad things 


" happen to good people,’ Washington- 


style,” laments a colleague. “I don’t 
think he thought any of this would 
look untoward.” 

“Privately, he’s been devastated by 
this,” says a friend. “It’s like, you’ve 
made your mother happy, and then 
this happens. He does all this great 
work behind the scenes, and suddenly 
he’s known for getting subpoenaed.” 

It wasn’t exactly the way he’d 
hoped to make his debut on the front 
page of the New York Times. But de- 
spite Steiner’s pre-Whitewater obscu- 
rity, he’s actually been an integral part 
of the Clinton economic team since 


the dawn of the administration. A 
master networker, Steiner is part of 
the cadre of twenty/thirtysomethings 
— many of whom first met while 
working on the ill-fated 1988 Michael 
Dukakis campaign — who essentially 
run the government’s day-to-day op- 
erations. 

And, by all accounts, Steiner does 
his job very, very well. Though it takes 
most newcomers a while to adapt to 


the full-contact sport of politics, not 


only can Steiner hold his own, but 
many ranking administration officials 
often sound him out for advice. 

“He’s very politically astute — he 
knows how government works with- 
out having been in Washington a long 
time,” says Billy Webster, 36, Richard 
Riley’s chief-of-staff at the Depart- 
ment of Education. “He doesn’t leave 
key people out of a process, which is a 
big mistake people make. When I 
have difficulty over here trying to fig- 
ure out something politically, I call 
him.” 

“He impresses everyone with two 
traits not always common in politics,” 
adds Larry Summers, Treasury’s un- 
dersecretary for International Affairs. 
“One is that he’s totally honest. He ac- 
tually tells you things you don’t want 
to hear: The other is, he has his ego 
completely in check. He simply 
doesn’t reach for credit.” A pause. 
“He’s really got a maturity that’s kind 
of unnatural for someone five years 


Not that this is surprising; friends 
say he inherited his maturity and 
savvy from his father, Daniel, who 
served Harvard University as general 
counsel for close to 20 years. Though 
the senior Steiner had a distinguished 
career that would be hard to top, at 
28, his son has a résumé that’s just as 
impressive, if not more so. 


From Yale to Oxford to Asia 

Just shy of 22, “young Joshua,” as 
some still refer to him, was jetting 
around the country, briefing Dukakis 
on the campaign trdil. He took his 
master’s at Oxford, spent a year as an 
electoral observer in Pakistan, and 
went on to serve as chief aide to the 
Reverend Timothy Healy, the late 
president of the New York Public Li- 
brary and former president of 
Georgetown University. 

A day after meeting him, in Decem- 
ber 1992, Altman made Steiner his | 
top aide. Eight months later, he be- | 
camé Bentsen’s chief-of-staff — at 
$90,000 a year, no less.

And on top of this, says a top White 
House official, not only is Steiner 
younger than George Stephanopoulos, 
“he’s even nicer, too. And very wise 
beyond his years.” 

But even in college, say old friends, 
he seemed older. He was the 
quintessential Yale BMOC — captain 
of the lacrosse team, an editor at In- 
ternational Forum magazine, a mem- 
ber of the Scroll and Key secret soci- 
ety. One week out of school, he 
showed up at the headquarters of the 
fledgling Dukakis campaign. “It 
didn’t take him much time to estab- 
lish himself there,” recalls Boston at- 
torney Josh Levy, a close friend who 
started at the campaign the same day 
as Steiner. 

By all accounts, he was a star per- 
former, a whiz kid who quickly 
earned the confidence of the cam- 
paign brass. “He was the epitome of 
grace under pressure,” recalls Gene 
Sperling, an ex-Dukakis staffer who’s 
now a White House economist. “But 
he really does have a loose side. A big 
thing at staff parties was getting him | 
to do his breakdancing routine.” 

For Steiner, the Dukakis campaign 
was the ideal first real-world experi- 
ence — though he commanded the 
respect and awe of his elders as a ju- 
nior staffer, not much of the blame for 
the campaign’s disastrous results 
could be laid at his feet. According to 
Sperling, Steiner had offers aplenty to

Altman says he was “immediately taken” with Steiner,

The choice, many say, was obvious. 

Steiner became Bentsen’s aide-de-camp in September, 
and according to a number of White House and Treasury 
staffers, Steiner’s one of the best things that’s happened to 
Bentsen since he came to Treasury. 


“We were so impressed with Josh’s work on Treasury-re- | 
lated crime matters that we insisted he come to our daily | 
meetings to map out strategy on passing the crime bill,” | 


says Bruce Reed, a top Clinton domestic-policy adviser. 
“We've been teasing him a little bit that he might not want 


to come to any more White House meetings, but he keeps | 


coming anyway.” 


Long knives 

Despite the jibes, there have been faint sounds of long 
knives being sharpened. Though Steiner’s taking of 
Stephanopoulos’s call probably means very little — even the 
GOP’s congressional junkyard dog, Jim Leach, admitted it 
wasn’t that big a deal — Steiner’s disclosure of his diaries 
to Fiske prompted one administration official to tell Time 
that Steiner was a “son of a bitch.” But according to several 
of Steiner’s close associates, the diaries merely confirm 
what is already known: that Stephanopoulos was pissed off, 
nothing more. 

“I don’t think there’s going to be any smoking guns 
there,” says a Steiner friend. 

What will be interesting to observe is how Steiner handles 
what appears to be brewing tension between his two men- 
tors, Altman and Bentsen. Rumors have abounded for some 
time that Bentsen will take his leave of the administration, 
and until recently it was no secret that the Clinton brass 
wanted to see Altman take his place. 

But at this point a Bentsen bow-out seems doubtful. And 
Altman’s standing with the White House isn’t what it used 
to be, as a result both of the Stephens hiring and of his re- 
cusal from involvement in the RTC-Madison matter. Too, 
Bentsen hasn’t been particularly zealous about coming to 
Altman’s aid. As one administration observer puts it, 
“There’s potential for something nasty to happen here.” 

Whatever happens, Steiner will, in all probability, emerge 
unscathed. “He’s not really an ‘Altman person’ or a ‘Bentsen 
person’ — he’s a Treasury person,” says an associate. “And 
unlike most, he’s not a schemer. He’s up-front, honest, and 
won't try to take advantage of anyone’s misfortune.” ..... O

WHAT 
LIBERAL 
MEDIA? 


ore than 20 years ago, 

Richard Nixon put influen- 

tial members of the press 

corps on his enemies list 

and Spiro Agnew sourly 

characterized the media as 
' “nattering nabobs of nega- 
tivism.” Much has changed since those days, 
but not everything. Republicans are still busy 
painting the press as pinko patsies. 

Yet the conservatives’ mantra — that the 
press is infected with liberal bias — is a Jot 
like the Loch Ness monster. Not only does it 
stubbornly survive without confirmation, it 
flourishes despite serious evidence to the con- 
trary. For the most assertive voice in today’s 
national debate comes from the conservative 
press, energized by the chance to play offense 
in the Clinton era rather than defend a tepid 
conservative like George Bush. 

The hallelujah chorus of the purportedly 
pro-Democratic media may seem muted, but 
the media’s ever-vigilant foes are certain the 
soft tones are a trick. For one of the most en- 
during sociopolitical theories of the past quar- 
ter-century is that the public is under the sway 
of the liberal secular humanists who dominate 
major media outlets. 

It may have taken Nixon and Agnew to 
turn this theory into White House policy, but 
their successors have kept the flame alive. 

Media analyst Robert Lichter, for instance, 
identified journalists as an out-of-touch “me- 
dia elite” in his 1986 book of the same name. 

In the late ’80s, Jesse Helms prattled on 
about buying CBS to save America from the 
progressive pabulum of Dan Rather. 

In 1991, a coalition of right-wing media 
critics and sympathetic legislators launched 
an assault on PBS funding — claiming 
American taxpayers were subsidizing leftist 
claptrap. 

A year later, that leather-lunged polemicist 
Rush Limbaugh helped pitch the notion that 
political journalists were basically unpaid 
Clinton staffers. (Remember those ANNOY THE 
MEDIA — ELECT GEORGE BUSH bumper stick- 
ers?) And just a few months ago, the Ameri- 
can Spectator’s David Brock, who’s gay, 
claimed he’d been outed in a New York Times 
column as part of a liberal “witch hunt” in re- 
tribution for his journalistic assaults on Anita 
Hill and his “Troopergate” exposé of the 
Clintons’ alleged marital woes. 

“From Agnew forward, actually from Joe 
McCarthy’s attacks on Edward R. Murrow 
forward, I think the conservative movement 
always believed in a press conspiracy,” says 
Everette Dennis, executive director of the 
Freedom Forum Media Studies Center, at 
Columbia University. “I think it’s more of a 
drumbeat with a political agenda. There’s 
simply no evidence that people act on their 
politics, in a linear way, any more than they 
act on their religion.” 

The case for left-wing domination of the 
media might seem difficult to make when the 
first Democratic president in a dozen years 
is taking a daily pounding, when Limbaugh’s 
radio show is carried by nearly 700 stations 
every day, when conservative pundit John 
McLaughlin reigns as the king of talking- 
head television, and when right-wing period- 
icals like the American Spectator and Na- 
tional Review each claim a higher circulation 
than the combined total for three of their 
chief lefty rivals, Tikkun, Mother Jones, and 
the Nation. 

Locally, David Greenway, the new editorial-page editor 
of the Boston Globe — who presides over what is perhaps 
the most reliably liberal voice of any major metropolitan 
daily — is inching toward the center. And across town, at 
the Boston Herald, new owner Pat Purcell has announced 
he intends to take his conservative tabloid even farther to 
the right. 

But nowhere is the clout of the conservative press more 
obvious than in the handling of the Whitewater scandal. 
Of course, the story is fodder for everyone. No media out- 
let has been more aggressive in its pursuit of Whitewater 
than the centrist-to-occasionally-liberal New York Times, 
which may be haunted by memories of Watergate, when 
the glory went to its archrival, the Washington Post. And 
perhaps conservative cries about media tilt toward Clinton 
in the campaign have had the desired impact of forcing 
the mainstream media to prove their toughness. 

Though it’s still an open question as to whether White- 
water turns out, in the words of Newsweek columnist 
Jonathan Alter, to be “cancer or hemorrhoids,” those on 
the right side of the spectrum are pushing the grimmest 
possible diagnosis. 

In a partisan scandal in desperate search of context — 
is it Watergate or simply water under the bridge? — pub- 
lications like the Wall Street Journal and conservative 
columnists and pundits like Robert Novak and Pat 
Buchanan are driving what one wag calls the “shnook”

theory. Given the uncertainty of the Whitewater transgres- 
sions, many journalists are opting for the worst-case sce- 
nario. The theory is that if the smoke ultimately reveals a 
fire, they will not have been played for suckers and can 
proudly say — to paraphrase Richard Nixon — “I am not 
a shnook.” 

Stephen Hess, for one, is stunned by the intensity of the 
Whitewater scrutiny. “It’s the first postmodern scandal,” 
he observes. “It’s a scandal about being a scandal.”

The bible for those who believe there’s a liberal press 
conspiracy is The Media Elite, co-written by Stanley Roth- 
man and the husband-and-wife team of Robert and Linda 
Lichter, who co-founded the Center for Media and Public 
Affairs. Based on 1979 and 1980 interviews with more 
than 200 journalists at major Eastern media outlets, their 
study found that journalists were not particularly religious, 
hailed primarily from the liberal Northeast and North- 
Central states, and, by a ratio of about three to one, were 
more likely to characterize themselves:as liberal than con- 
servative. In addition, they voted for McGovern over 
Nixon and Carter over Ford by four to one. 

After establishing that journalists are more liberal than 
the country as a whole, the authors then attempted to 
show that journalists’ ideology affected their reporting. 
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But the authors’ assertions — that “partly 
unconscious conceptions of the news may 
gratify journalists’ needs for power and nar- 
cissistic gratifications” — sound suspiciously 
like self-serving psychobabble. And any ratio- 
nal analysis suggests the hypothesis that liber- 
al bias finds its way into print or on the air is 
on seriously shaky ground. 

“To me it’s such a phony issue. It amazes 
me that this is such an issue with the public 
and the cause groups,” says G. Cleveland 
Wilhoit, associate director of the Institute for 
Advanced Study in the School of Journalism 
at Indiana University. Wilhoit is the author of 
a 1992 study surveying, among other things, 
the political leanings of more than 1000 print 
and broadcast journalists. 

Wilhoit, who conducted his survey during 
the 1992 campaign, did find a solid plurality 
of self-proclaimed liberals among the working 
press. But in outlining his findings in the Free- 
dom Forum’s Media Studies Journal, Wilhoit 
and co-author David Weaver stated unequivo- 
cally that “charges of media elitism . . . are 
more ideological hyperbole than fact.” 

In 1991, Stephen Hess, an adviser to Presi- 
dents Ford and Carter and a senior fellow at 
the Brookings Institution, found that 42 per- 
cent of the White House correspondents who 
participated in a survey he was conducting 
were self-described liberals, 24 percent were 
moderates, and 33 percent were conserva- 
tives. That was quite a change from 1978, the 
last time such a survey had been conducted, 
when just 19 percent considered themselves 
conservative. Hess concluded that White 
House journalists had indeed moved right- 
ward, and in a Phoenix interview, he dis- 
missed the notion that liberals dominate the 
Washington press corps. 

“The difference runs all the way from Jack 
Germond to Al Hunt,” he says, referring to 
the syndicated columnist and the Wall Street 
Journal correspondent, respectively. “They’re 
slightly left of center or they’re slightly right 
of center. But basically they’re all centrists.” 

That’s also the view of Jeff Cohen, executive 
director of Fairness & Accuracy in Reporting 
(FAIR), the nation’s leading left-wing media- 
watchdog group (see “All Along the Watch- 
tower,” page 30). Cohen notes that Beltway 
pundits have consistently counseled Clinton to 
move to the center — advice that was heeded 
when the president picked a bipartisan spin- 
master named David Gergen to soothe his 
frayed relations with the media. 

Syracuse University professor Thomas Pat- 
terson is the author of a new book, Out of Or- 
der, in which he contends that interpretive and 
intrusive political journalism over the past 
three decades has engendered public cynicism. 

“If you look at the coverage,” he says, “it’s 
very difficult to make an argument that 
there’s much in the way of ideological bias.” 
Sure, Bush took his knocks in 1992, but 12 
years earlier, he notes, “Jimmy Carter got 
hammered more than Ronald Reagan... . 
There’s a real blocking element [to liberal 
bias] in here. There are some real counterbal- 
ancing forces.” 

Bob Steele, director of the Ethics Program 
at the Poynter Institute, a media think tank 
in St. Petersburg, Florida, says the liberal- 
media theory “just doesn’t wash. . . . Dead- 
lines, to my mind, have a lot more impact on 
coverage than ideology. I think competition 
has a lot more impact. I think sloppiness has 
a lot more impact.” 

Marion Just, a visiting professor from Wellesley at Har- 
vard’s Shorenstein Barone Center on the Press, Politics, 
and Public Policy, analyzed network television and local re- 
porting on the ’92 campaign in four separate media mar- 
kets. Her findings: Clinton got the most positive coverage, 
Bush the least, but ideology had nothing to do with it. 

“I don’t think there was a liberal bias,” she says. “What 
was happening was that coverage of Bush was overwhelm- 
ingly about his leadership — which wasn’t judged positive- 
ly.” Asked why she doesn’t subscribe to the idea that the 
press liked Clinton better, Just says flatly: “Because I look 
at coverage of Clinton as president.” 

Indeed, it was an article of faith among the right that 
the political press fell in love with Bill Clinton in 1992. 
Toward the end of the campaign, embittered Bush sup- 
porters actually began physically assaulting journalists 
who were tagging along with the president. 

What then, would explain the shortest honeymoon in 
history? 

In early June 1993, with fewer than five months in of- 
fice and following flaps over everything from gays in the 
military to Zoé Baird’s child-care arrangements, the two 
leading newsweeklies were pouring dirt on the casket. 
THE INCREDIBLE SHRINKING PRESIDENT was Time’s cover. 
WHAT’S WRONG? UGH! A MESS IN THE WHITE HOUSE was 
Newsweek’s snappy rejoinder. Little wonder then, that

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he right can grumble all it wants about the 
Boston Globe, but its influence doesn’t ex- 
tend beyond New England. Where is the 
left-wing equivalent of the Wall Street Journal's editorial 
pages? Or the progressive version of the New York 
Post? Or the Democratic counterpart to the Washington 
Times? There really is none. 

The list below is kind of a northeast-centric murder- 
er’s row of conservative publications, taking into ac- 
count, of course, the obvious differences between TV 
Guide and National Review (circulation figures are 
based on information provided by the publications). 

It should also be noted that the New Republic, which 
frequently infuriates the liberals it once enthralled, es- 
caped this list because of its reasonably eclectic ap- 
proach to domestic issues.

» TV Guide (weekly circulation: 14.3 million). Not ide- 
ological in the classic sense, this long-standing staple 
of the supermarket checkout counter has consistently 
preached conservative values. Surprisingly, TV Guide 
is less political under Rupert Murdoch than it was 
when Walter Annenberg owned it. A recent review of 
the The Byrds of Paradise, though, makes no secret of 
its contempt for political correctness or sensitive Alan 
Alda-type males. : 
» Reader's Digest (monthly US circulation: 15 mil- 
lion). Folksy and avuncular, the Digest still enjoys 
whacking around what's left of world communism. But 
beneath the “Life in These United States” veneer is real 
right-wing bite. Among its favorite targets: unions and 
welfare recipients. 

» The Wall Street Journal (daily circulation: 
1,819,000). News pages are engagingly nonpartisan. 
But the powerful and smug editorial operation is unre- 
lentingly right-wing, and has now switched gears from 
cheerleading for supply-side economics to insisting that 
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E 
Whitewater dwarfs Watergate. Vincent Foster cursed 
Journal editors in a note found following his suicide. 

» The New York Post (daily circulation: 394,000). Ru- 
pert Murdoch’s shameless tabloid. And don’t be fooled 
by the temporary alliances with Mario Cuomo and Ted 
Kennedy to help Rupert circumvent cross-ownership 
problems. In recent years, the Post has functioned as a 
vital link on the feeding-frenzy chain, by, for example, 
quickly picking up the Star's Gennifer Flowers story. 
Has been hot on the Whitewater trail. 

» The Boston Herald (daily circulation: 322,000). Al- 
ways fiscally and socially conservative (the paper en- 
dorsed Pat Buchanan in the 1992 New Hampshire pri- 
mary, for God’s sake). New owner Pat Purcell seems 
inclined to yank the opinion pages even farther to the 
right. The recent page-one editorial attacking condom 
distribution in schools may be a sure sign that the Don 
Feder wing is in ascendance at Wingo Square. 

> The Americana Spectator (monthly circulation: 
263,000). The rising star of the conservative press, 
thanks largely to David Brock’s attacks on Anita Hill 
and his recent dredging up of more Clinton-infidelity 
allegations. Heavy advertising on the Rush Limbaugh 
radio program hasn't hurt, either. Readership has sky- 
rocketed in recent years while Brock’s carved out his 
niche as a the right’s favorite gunslinger. 

» National Review (twice-monthly circulation: 260,000). 
Bill Buckley’s sandbox has in recent years taken to cable 
with a saturation ad campaign featuring pitchmen like 
Tom Selleck and Charlton Heston —— and hyping the 
magazine’s humor. Liberals don’t get the joke. 

» The Providence Journal-Bulletin (daily circulation: 
185,000). As the paper of the old moneyed interests, the 
Journal runs news pages that are almost blindly booster- 
ish. No ing here. The editorial and op-ed pages 
display some flexibility on litmus-test issues like the envi- 
ronment and abortion rights. But they are firmly in the 
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Republican camp when it comes to taxes, foreign policy, 
and cutting corporate America some slack. 

» The Worcester Telegram & Gazette (daily circulation: 
115,000). The editorial pages are not uniformly conser- 
vative; in recent municipal elections, they encouraged 
more women and minorities to run for office. But the 
paper takes an anti-populist, establishment approach to 
many local issues, consistently siding with the powers 
that be. Democrats in the area consider the Telegram & 
Gazette to be unduly friendly to the GOP. One interest- 
ing tidbit: the editorial board’s initial decision to give 
Clinton the nod in the 1992-election-endorsement edi- 
torial was vetoed by the home office in San Francisco. 
» The Washington Times {daily circulation: 93,000). 
Liberals have contempt for the Moonie paper, but the 
Times —- which wears its heart on its news pages — 
has made life miserable for Democrats ranging from 
Mike Dukakis, to Barney Frank, to Bill Clinton. A fa- 
vorite of Beltway conservatives, Has an impact dispro- 
portionate to its circulation. 

» The Manchester Union-Leader (circulation: 76,000). 
The long-time standard-bearer of flinty — and often 
nutty —- New Hampshire conservatism. William Loeb is 
gone (most famous headline: KISSINGER THE KIKE?), but 
the newspaper that ruined Ed Muskie’s 1972 presiden- 
tial hopes by making him defend his wife in a teary-eyed 
press conference lives on. Right now, the Leader’s em- 
broiled in a libel suit with just-resigned state Democrat- 
ic Party Chairman Chris Spirou. 

>» Commentary (monthly circulation: 25,000). Sworn 
enemy of the touchy-feely left-wing Tikkun, with which 
it engages in a running battle for the hearts and minds 
of American Jews. Hawkish neocon ideology mirrors 
some rightward movement in the community-at-large. 
Not exactly enthusiastic about the Middle East peace 
process. Has more intellectual influence than its circula- 
tion would suggest. 

> The Public interest (quarterly circulation: 9000). 
Some heavy hitters —— Irving Kristol, Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, Charles Krauthammer, Glenn Loury — are 
on the masthead of this no-frills, no-thrills publication. 
(The lead piece in its most recent issue was a treatise on 
why concerns about global warming are overblown.) Its 
gray, academic style conjures up its progressive coun- 
terpart, the American Prospect. — Mj 
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Liberal

Clinton’s favorability ratings took the 
| fastest dive in modern history. 
| As those headlines and the Whitewater 
| frenzy suggest, what drives mainstream 
| journalism — to invoke Michael Dukakis, 
another alleged icon of the liberal media 
— is a perception of incompetence, not 
| ideology. When leaders are perceived to be 
weak and on the ropes, the bloodhounds 
| bay, regardless of the prey. 

During the weeks of March 14 through 
25, for example, Whitewater swamped all 

| other stories on network news shows, 
knocking such developments as the He- 
bron massacre and nuclear tensions with 
North Korea off the radar screen. 

For years, network news in general, and 
CBS in particular, was a right-wing target. 
But the New York-based Tyndall Report 
— which monitors nightly news shows — 
confirms the absence of a liberal agenda. 
In 1993, for example, such progressive 
causes as AIDS and urban poverty got less 
air-time than in any year since 1988. The 
310 minutes devoted to environmental 

| concerns were less than half what ecology 
| commanded in 1989 and 1990. Converse- 
ly, coverage of crime — driven by conser- 
vative calls to lock ’em up and throw away 
the key — grew to 1506 minutes, a jump 
| of 300 minutes from 1992 and of more 
than 800 minutes from 1988. 
Tyndall Report publisher Andrew Tyndall 
| says network news is not driven by ideolo- 
gy, but by a highbrow/lowbrow delineation. 
| The more erudite ABC, for example might 
do a long piece on the health-care system, 
while the Connie-and-Dan team, on CBS, 
focuses on the disease of the month. 

“The main bias isn’t left-wing or 
right-wing,” says Tyndall. “It’s upscale 
or populist.” 

One other tenet of the Media Elite theo- 
ry — that press power is concentrated ina 

| handful of institutions in New York and 
Washington — is also demonstrably un- 
| true, even if it was valid a decade ago. 

Today, the traditional gatekeeper func- 

| tion of the Times, the Post, and network 
| news operations is obsolete. And the trend 
| toward decentralization i is accelerating. 
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The emergence of the Hotline — a daily 
electronic compendium of all manner of in- 
formation from the hustings — helped de- 
mocratize the media during the 1988 cam- 
paign by providing reporters at the 
Dubuque Daily Bugle with the same infor- 
mation that Times Washington staffers had. 

Meanwhile, Atlanta-based CNN became 
the eyes of the global village, beating the 
networks to Tiananmen Square, the shoot- 
out at the Russian parliament building, and 
the Gulf War. 

C-SPAN trucked its unblinking cameras 
around to towns and villages all over the 
country and wooed viewers tired of 
pompous Beltway punditry. And though 
C-SPAN is a bastion of bland objectivity, it 
can be said to be part of the media’s tilt to 
the right, since a majority of those calling 
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in during its live-in-the-studio shows are 
conservatives. 

The most important election story of 
1992, Ross Perot’s entry into the race, 
emerged during an interview with CNN 
talkmeister Larry King. 

Then there’s the rise of the tabloid press. 
The story that came the closest to sinking 
the Clinton candidacy — Gennifer Flow- 
ers’s alleged affair with the governor — 
broke in the Star, a supermarket tabloid, 
and was given liftoff by the shameless New 
York Post.

But debunking the myth of the liberal 
media is only part of the story — and in 
a way, testimony to the effectiveness of 
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conservative press critics, who have skill- 
fully managed to keep the debate on their 
terms. 

Take the 1991 Gulf War. Much of the 
coverage verged on the crudely jingoistic. 
(Recall that icon of impartial journalism, 
Ted Koppel, hectoring Iraqi Ambassador 
Mohammed Mashat like a schoolmaster.) 
Editorial sentiment was overwhelmingly 
pro-war. The media acquiesced to overt 
military censorship. Yet incredibly, the 
biggest contgoversy was over whether 
CNN was committing treason by station- 
ing Peter Arnett in Baghdad. 

Just as the Desert Storm censors de- 
coyed the American press — and, indirect- 
ly, the Iraqis — with hints of an amphibi- 
ous attack on Kuwait, the charges of left-

The granddaddy of these right-wing critics is Reed Irvine's 
Accuracy in Media (AIM), an organization founded in 1969 to 
expose allegedly disloyal coverage of the Vietnam War.

AIM, though, has had a hard time coping with the demise of 
the Evil Empire, and much of its once considerable clout has 
been hago: two other groups — the more culturally attuned 

Center (MRC) and Robert and Linda Lichter’s 
more moderate Center for Media and Public Affairs (CMPA). 
Still, AIM is producing a program called The Other Side of the 
Story for Paul Weyrich and Newt Gingrich’s new NET channel. 

The influential MRC, with several dozen staffers and a bud- 
get of more than $2 million, churns out newsletters — Medi- 
aWatch; TV, etc.; Notable Quotables; and MediaNomics — 
that scold allegedly liberal journalists and pundits, often in hu- 
morous fashion. But the MRC’s zealotry is strictly for the con- 
verted: a recent issue of TV, etc. actually skewed Fox’s mindless 
Melrose Place for toeing the liberal line on health care in an 
episode featuring a woman who needed treatment for a uterine 


The CMPA, which bills itself as nonpartisan and publishes 
academic-looking content-analysis studies, is not quite the ob- 
jective umpire it appears to be. In a report it produced purport- 
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ical media- -moni oring organization at believes « conservative 
corporate ownership turns what should be a muckraking press 
corps into a pated protector of the status quo. FAIR is not 
alone in that belief. People like Pulitzer Prize-winning journalist 
Ben Bagdikian, author of Media Monopoly, and media critic 
Noam Chomsky, a linguistics professor at MIT, also espouse 
variations on that theme. 

The Freedom Forum’s Everette Dennis chuckles when he 
‘says, “Go to the Newspaper Association of America and the 
National Association of Broadcasters conventions —— and tell 
me you're looking at liberals.” 

But FAIR is outnumbered against the array of well-heeled 
conservative groups, which scream that it’s not the right-lean- 
ing owners but the lefty grunts in the trenches who are skewing 


And you can expect these voices to keep pumping up the 
volume. Having just lost the godless commies as a raison 
d’étre, they can barely contemplate the prospect of parting 
with that other perfect foil — the liberal media.

wing bias divert attention from the reality of 
the active, growing conservative influence. 

There is no cabal here, no conspiracy, 
even though people like Limbaugh and Pat 
Buchanan have emerged as dominant mul- 
ti-media stars who reach millions of people 
every day. But there is an undeniable rum- 
ble of thunder from the right. 

There are, of course different layers. 
Some of the old staples — Reader’s Digest 
and TV Guide, the latter now owned by 
Rupert Murdoch — put a folksy Reagan- 
like sheen on conservative journalism. 

Other outlets reflect the growing 
strength of the neoconservative move- 
ment, fueled in part by Jewish intellectuals 
who marched rightward when Israel be- 
came a pawn in the Cold War. 

In recent months, articles in Commen- 
tary, sponsored by the American Jewish 
Committee and edited by Norman Pod- 
horetz, have questioned the wisdom of Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s deal 
with PLO chief Yasir Arafat, pooh-poohed 
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Buchanan and John Sununu. That net- 
work’s Capital Gang forces middle-of- 
the-roaders Mark Shields and Al Hunt 
into reluctant battle with rock-ribbed 
righty Robert Novak. But nowhere is the 
mismatch more obvious than in the case 
of Rush Limbaugh, who, on radio by day 
and on television by night, bashes Clinton, 
feminazis, and tree-huggers. (His syndi- 
cated TV show, produced by Republican 
political consultant Roger Ailes, is broad- 
cast locally at 12:30 a.m. from Monday to 
Friday on Channel 5.) To point out that 
there is no liberal counterpart to Lim- 
baugh is to belabor the obvious. 

There is also no counterpart to the new 
National Empowerment Television (NET), 
which wants to become the CNN of the 
right. Now available primarily to the 3.5 
million households with satellite dishes, 
NET features programs hosted by New 
Right founding father Paul Weyrich, Con- 
gressman Newt Gingrich, Bush attorney 
general William Barr, and Robert Novak. 


’ NET is an offshoot off the Free Congress 


Foundation, a political organization 
launched by Weyrich that has allied itself 
with the religious right at home and with 
reactionary forces — ranging from the 


contras in Nicaragua to the UNITA forces 
in Angola — abroad. 

One particularly insidious trend in tele- 
vision — the proliferation of tabloid 
shows like Hard Copy and so-called reality 
programs like Cops and America’s Most 
Wanted, and the bloodying up of local 
newscasts in the fashion of Boston’s 
Channel 7 — is motivated by commerce 
rather than conservatism. But it is 
nonetheless inculcating reactionary politi- 
cal and social values. 

George Gerbner, dean emeritus of the 


the idea that there’s a national health-care 
crisis, and worried over an alleged move to 
the left by the NAACP. 

In 1967, Marty Peretz, then a card-car- 
rying lefty, bolted from the New Politics 
Convention, in Chicago, after delegates 
adopted a black-caucus resolution con- 
demning Israel. Thus began an ideological 
sojourn that dramatically affected the New 
Republic, a liberal bastion, after Peretz be- 
came its chairman, in 1974. The once-lib- 
eral. publication supported the Nicaraguan 
contras’ war against the Sandinista gov- 
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ernment and called for the United States 
to withdraw from the UN. It’s also lashing 
into the Clintons on Whitewater. 

Two steadfastly conservative periodicals, 
Bill Buckley’s National Review and the 
American Spectator, have found a new way 
to attack the old media elite even while ad- 
vancing their right-wing agendas. They 
contend that the political-correctness po- 
lice are ruining journalism with their ef- 
forts to create (to paraphrase Bill Clinton) 
a newsroom that looks more like America. 
(According to G. Cleveland Wilhoit’s 
study, women still comprise only 34 per- 
cent and minorities just eight percent of 
the newsroom population.) 

In a special June 21, 1993, issue, Na- 
tional Review blamed media lefties for 
what its cover line called THE DECLINE OF 
AMERICAN JOURNALISM, criticizing media- 
diversity experiments in an article head- 
lined PC COMES TO THE NEWSROOM. Writ- 


| ing in Forbes MediaCritic magazine, 
| Christopher Caldwell, assistant managing 
| editor of the American Spectator, argued 
| that the pursuit of multi-culturalism 


threatens to turn newspapers into “bulletin 
boards for special interests.” 

It is the Spectator, which came to 
prominence by advertising heavily on 
Rush Limbaugh’s radio program and 
which is home to that conservative cru- 
sader of American journalism Brock, that 
has become the newest darling of the 
right. And it’s ironic that while Brock was 


| yowling that Times columnist Frank Rich 


had outed him, Bruce Bawer — a gay 
conservative and former Spectator staffer 
— noted in his book A Place at the Table 
that the Spectator “couldn’t have any 
mention of AIDS or homosexuals that 
wasn’t homophobic.” 

Stephen Hess found in his survey of the 
White House press corps that two of the 
four newspapers most widely read by 
those journalists are heart-on-the-sleeve 
conservative publications — the Wall 
Street Journal, whose infamous editorial 
pages may be the most right-leaning of 
any major US newspaper, and the Wash- 
ington Times. 

The Times, published by the Reverend 
Sun Myung Moon, is a paper with an 
undisguised ideological mission. It’s be- 
come a Beltway powerhouse by slapping 
liberals and Democrats silly. It ran amok 
with the bogus rumor during the 1988 
campaign that Michael Dukakis had suf- 
fered from bouts of depression, and un- 
earthed the politically damaging story of 
Congressman Barney Frank’s relationship 
with gay hustler Steve Gobie. 


VIDEC GAMES 


When it comes to the political shootouts 
at the cathode-ray corral, liberals are often 
badly outgunned by their conservative 
counterparts. 

For years, CNN’s Crossfire has paired 
off moderate contrarian Michael Kinsley 
against fire-breathing conservatives Pat 


Annenberg School of Communications, at 
the University of Pennsylvania, has been 
studying the impact of television violence 
for decades. He says the results of a new 
survey indicate that TV violence — so 
prevalent in the tabloid genre — helps 
create the “mean-world syndrome.” 

Heavy television viewers, Gerbner ex- 
plains, “are more likely to advocate harsh 
punishment, more jails, more repression 

. and are more open to right-wing dem- 
agogic appeal. Heavy viewing of television 
virtually does away with a liberal orienta- 
tion, especially when it comes to questions | 
of crime and security... . ‘Reality pro- 
grams’ simply confirm people’s worst fears 
about the ‘real world.’ ” 

But perhaps the most fertile ground for 
spawning conservative values is the world 
of talk radio, where Limbaugh — with the 
help of like-minded hosts such as 
Buchanan and G. Gordon Liddy — domi- 
nates an increasingly influential medium. 
(The closest thing to Limbaugh’s flip side | 
is progressive Texas populist Jim High- 
tower, whose daily radio commentaries are 
heard by about 800,000 listeners and who | 
just signed up for a nationally syndicated 
weekend talk show.) 

A Times-Mirror talk-radio survey found 
that conservative callers disproportionate- 
ly dominate the airwaves and that the 
hosts — though tending to fall almost 
equally into conservative and liberal cate- 
gories — were nonetheless much more 
critical of Clinton than was the general 
population. 

Last year Jerry Berger, a journalism 
professor at Northeastern University, 
polled more than 200 talk-radio hosts. 
Only one in six characterized him- or her- 
self as liberal, and when asked to describe 
their listeners’ political preferences, they 
said 16 percent were liberals, 28 percent 
moderates, and 46 percent conservatives. 
Not surprisingly, these programs were 
dominated by discussion of conservative | 
hot-button issues like family values and 
Clinton’s marital fidelity. 

In fact, much of the mainstream me- 
dia’s early anti-Clinton coverage was driv- 
en by talk radio, which pushed the gays- 
in-the-military and Zoé Baird controver- 
sies into the national spotlight. This coin- 
cided with a trend by some establishment 
papers, including the Boston Globe and 
the New York Times, to start paying more 
attention to populist issues. The result: 
day after day of headlines for stories that 
might have quickly died out a few years 
earlier. 

Even so, Berger’s survey revealed that 
one other topic dominated the airwaves — 
even more than family values and candi- 
date philandering — during the 1992 
campaign. 

A whopping 88 percent of the hosts re- 
ported spending at least one day a week 
talking about bias in the press. And it’s a 
safe bet that a healthy majority of callers 
said they’d just about had it up to here 
with those damned liberal media. Q 
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Sellit. Find it.

ere at Babe Central, we have made an 
odd discovery: milk makes us squeamish. 

Yes, milk. 

“There’s something about milk,” one 
of us said the other day.

It looked 
like a wart, but I went to a doctor recently and had it 
excised and biopsied. It was a squamous-cell carcinoma. 
The doctor told me there was almost nothing to worry 
about since squamous cell is one of the least dangerous 
forms of cancer. Still, it’s hard not to stress about this. I 
trust your always excellent feedback. What is a squa- 
mous-cell carcinoma? Does it metastasize at predictable 
| rates? How much do I really have to worry about? If it 
makes any difference, I smoked cigarettes off and on for 
30 years, but quit for good 14 months ago.

| Nothing like cancer to make an aging Baby Boomer 
realize he’s not a kid anymore. Not to argue with your 
doctor, but “least dangerous” is not a term I would 
apply to squamous-cell carcinoma. It is much less dan- 
gerous than some cancers, but it can spread and it can 
kill you. What’s more, if you’ve had it once, there’s a 
significant risk that you'll get it again. See a doctor 
immediately about any new growths. Also, though the 
damage has probably already been done, I'd skip any 
future sunbathing —- squamous-cell carcinoma appears 
to be directly related to solar exposure. 

Skin cancer generally is extremely common, account- 
ing for a quarter to a third of all cancers. New cases 
appear to be increasing rapidly, perhaps because of the 
thinning ozone layer; some call it an epidemic. There 

| are three main types: basal-cell carcinoma; squamous- 
cell carcinoma; and melanoma. Basal cell is the most 

| common by far, with more than 500,000 new cases a_ | 

year. It’s also the least dangerous. Basal-cell carcinomas | 

| grow slowly and seldom spread; deaths are rare. | 

| Squamous-cell carcinoma also appears fairly frequently, 

| with about 100,000 new cases per year, but the progno- 
sis isn’t as bright; this type of cancer kills about 2000 
people a year. Still, it’s a lot less serious than 
melanoma, the most dangerous of all skin cancers. 
About 32,000 people are diagnosed with new 
melanomas each year; 6500 of them will die of it. 

Diagnosing skin cancer is something you want to 

| leave to the pros, but in general basal-cell carcinomas 
| are smooth, whereas the squamous-cell have a sandpa- 
| pery feel (squamous means scaly). Melanomas typically 
|

affect pigmented areas such as moles and birthmarks. 
Squamous cancers usually show up in areas most 
exposed to the sun, such as the head, neck, and the 
back of the hands and forearms, often on sun-damaged 
skin (roughened, wrinkled, discolored, and so on). 
Light-skinned people are more vulnerable than dark; 
| men get them twice as often as women. 
| The cure rate for squamous-cell carcinomas is on the 
order of 90 percent. The thinner and smaller the tumor, 
| the better the odds it won’t recur. One study reported a 
| 99.5 percent cure rate for growths less than one cen- 
| timeter in diameter, but only 59 percent for those larger 
than three centimeters, a compelling argument for not 
procrastinating on getting your suspicious bumps 
| looked at. 
Your smoking probably had little to do with your car- 
| cinoma. The real culprit was baking on the beach when 
| you were a kid. One study concluded that using an SPF 
| 15 sunscreen until age 18 could reduce the number of 
non-melanoma skin cancers by 78 percent. 
é

Alas, another bit of audio hype. Dirty CDs will skip 
just like dirty records. A complicated system of beam 
splitters and servomechanisms keeps the laser centered 
on the CD “groove,” but an opaque glob stuck to the 
disc may throw the system off and cause a skip. The 
cure, usually, is to clean the disc with a clean, dry cloth, 
always by wiping from the center of the disc to the 
edge. That way an accidental scratch won't obliterate so 
much consecutive musical data that the error-correcting 
circuitry gives up in disgust.

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he dobro hits a slide note as mournful as 
a night spent adrift on the open sea. Then 
the singer: “Just a kid acting smart/I went 
and broke my darlin’s heart/I guess I was 
too young to know/They took me off the 
Georgia main/Locked me to a ball and 
chain/I heard that lo-whoa-o-whoansome 
whistle blow.” 


The voice matches the guitar, lonesome as that 


whistle, reaching for high notes with enough weariness 


and desperation to bring the prisoner to life. But the 
singer’s no jailbird; he’s a Wolf, a member of Boston’s 
rock-and-roll royalty, stick-skinny and swaying slightly 
as the DAT player in his Boston apartment whirs. And 
the song? It’s by Johnny Cash, a souvenir from his 
Sun Studios years and a country classic. And if Peter 
Wolf and Johnny Cash sound like an unlikely 
combination, compound that with the great blues 
guitarist Ronnie Earl, who’s playing the weeping dobro 


on the demo.

“BEING PETER WOLF 
today works as an advantage 
and-a disadvantage. It opens 
doors, it closes doors. A lot 


of baggage comes with me. 


Peter Wolf's life seems to be filled with intriguing combi- 
nations like these. His father was a singer and stage man 
who spent most of his time aspiring, and his mother was 
an old-fashioned Red. As a pushy-but-insecure kid from 
the Bronx with a passion for R&B, Wolf practically forced 
young folksinger Bob Dylan to befriend him. And at Bos- 
ton’s Museum School, the explosively wired Wolf shared a 
room with the implosively strung David Lynch. 

There’s more. When the J. Geils Band was at its peak, 
he married movie star Faye Dunaway, but he was also an 
intimate of Tennessee Williams. And today his range of as- 
sociations extends from Keith Richards to ex-mayor of the 
Central Square underground Biily Ruane. 

And the same high-fiving Woofa Goofa who rapid-fire- 
rapped his way through the music halls and arenas of 
America retains an ardent interest in the history and tech- 
nique of painting; with unstudied nonchalance, he Jackson 
Pollocks his conversations with references to artists as dif- 
ferent as Edvard Munch, Solomon Burke, and Eugene 
O'Neill. 

The past year has been an important one for Wolf. After 
weathering the frustrations of a solo career stalled by un- 
supportive record companies — despite his strong post- 
Geils albums Lights Out, Come As You Are, and Up to No 
Good — he built a band of veteran Boston players (called 
the Incomparable Houseparty Five) and took it to the 
clubs, playing rooms that are the contemporary equivalent 
of the joints he started rocking in with his first band, the 
Hallucinations, in 1965. (Currently, Wolf's in music-in- 
dustry limbo until a lawsuit against his last label, MCA 
Records, is resolved.) 

It may seem odd to find this former Rolling Stone cover- 
boy ripping up in underground haunts like the Middle East 
Café and Bill’s Bar, sharing shows with local alternative- 
rock comers like Letters to Cleo, Smackmelon, and the 
Trojan Ponies. But not to Wolf, who, after being exiled 
from the stage for a decade, feels it’s time to put up or shut 
up. “I’m bound by the same things as everybody in the oth- 
er bands playing the clubs in town,” he allows. “We’re all 
trying to get it on and keep it on. That's it.” 

Nonetheless, after watching Pete Wolf — who is himself 
both uptown courtly and down-home funky — in action 
for a while, you get the impression that these combinations 
of music and art, the demimonde and the mainstream, are 
a crucial part of what keeps him so vital. They seem to 
charge him the way helium feeds a balloon until it strains at 
its tether, ready to rocket off. 

On stage, the energy that electrifies his passionate nature 
translates into a nitro-fueled edge, sending him flying 
across the boards — or walking the top of the bar — with 
the helter-skelter affect of a leaf jerked by a cyclone. As in 
his J. Geils days, he bobs, weaves, jumps, flys, and high- 
fives his way through shows — the ultimate spark plug for 
good-time rock and roll, undiminished by his return to 
smaller stages or by the 10 years that have elapsed since he 
and the rest of the Geils Band split. His slight frame, his 
explosiveness, the way his disheveled hair frames his al- 
ways-working eyes make it impossible to believe he’s in his 
mid 40s. As does his knowledge of local college radio and 
new Boston rock bands, and his style of dress — a blend 
of leather-rocker chic and grunge classic. 

But learning about Wolf's pre-J. Geils life, listening to 
him talk about his childhood, his ardent — and now-re- 
sumed — pursuit of the painter’s art, and the circum- 
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From bohemian roots (0 rock-and-roll royalty

stances and events that shaped his world, one finds it hard 
to imagine him being anything other than a performer. 

When at home or in a lengthy and candid conversation, 
Wolf gives the impression that he’s a plain wound-up guy. 
That his energy is a product of a sometimes barely caged 
tension. That he worries, that his thoughts. fly like bats in a 
thousand different directions. And that he becomes dis- 
tracted — or fixed — and has just got-ta move, “My an- 
tennae, are always up,” he. concedes. 

During our interviews, he. often leapt from his chair to 
play an old Wilson Pickett cut on his turntable, or the new 
Madder Rose single, usually just making it halfway 
through before being drawn back into conversation or 
moving on to another great record. Once I found my neck 
was getting sore and subsequently realized it was because 
I’d been following him with my eyes as he’d paced 20 min- 
utes’ worth of figure eights over his rug. He repeatedly 
passed a nest of old guitars and amps and a four-track 
recorder, beautiful paintings, and a wallful of LPs running 
the gamut of recorded musical history — but heavy on the 
blues and R&B that made him a music junkie. 


Bohemian boy 

Few people can harness nervous energy as superbly 
as Wolf has — turning it into a conduit for his com- 
mand as a performer, bandleader, and artist. A creative 
force. But it’s something he’s had to channel since 
childhood, since he was Peter Blankfield living in a 
Bronx apartment with his parents, Allen and Lillian 
(whose politics earned her the nickname Pinky). “And 
my sister, two cats, a dog, and a parakeet — just like 
one of those New Yorker cartoons,” he adds. 

“Even though all the raps and things I do on stage 





might appear to come easily to me, they don’t,” ex- 
plains Wolf, drop-dead earnest. “There’s always the 
sense that it could all end tomorrow. It’s like a big cha- 
rade. It’s like, ‘Who are you fooling? The jig’s up. 
Someone’s pulling the plug.’ That’s why the J. Geils 
Band breakup was so traumatic for me. It felt like the 
plug was being pulled.” 

And, despite — or, more accurately, because of — 
an upbringing that clearly put him on the road to be- 
coming a great performer; he’s felt that insecurity for a 
long time. 

“When I was growing up I was the odd man out,” he 
says, nodding beneath the cap that wrangles in his 
rangy, perpetually wild hair. “I was in great despair be- 
cause it was the ’50s, and my father used to wear 
Bermuda shorts in the Bronx . . . and sandals. And my 
mother had her hair in a bun. I wanted to be like all my 
friends whose moms had beehive hairdos and their dads 
had hot rods and tattoos. 

“I felt like a freak, because first of all we were dirt- 
poor. My parents were always borrowing from Peter to 
pay Paul, but we lived in this middle-class neighbor- 
hood — in this tiny apartment — that was very materi- 
alistically oriented. Everyone had their new car. My dad 
had this old fucking heap that was never washed. I lived 
in a place where people had living rooms with plastic 
seat-covers, and there was a gate across the living-room 
entrance, and only special company could go in there. 
In our apartment there was just beds and mattresses 
and junk. I really, truly felt embarrassed by it all.” 

Settling back in his chair, Wolf recounts his father’s 
theatrical lineage. “My dad ran away from home when

= ’ve never taken a vacation or gone away, and 

I've never wanted to. To me, it’s so bizarre to 

hear about these rockers doing things like play- 

ing golf. It's like Martian talk. I just don’t get 
it. Plus, if I did it, | would be too embarrasSed to 
even talk about it. Huey Lewis was talking about 
playing golf! Give me a break! 

With the J. Geils Band, it wasn’t like we were 
doing profound, cutting-edge stuff. We were do- 
ing primal roadhouse rock and roll — stuff that 
came out of a pretty strict tradition, out of a sort 
of rolling cavalcade thing. 

There was a time when the band was connect- 
ing with the audience and each other, there was a 
lot of energy. We'd come into a town to play an 
arena, and it was a very exciting and powerful ex- 
perience to have so many people respond to your 
work and energy. To me, that was very impor- 
tant. 

Look at Aerosmith now, as time has gone by 
and more people have gotten into them. “Love in 
an Elevator” might not be the most profound 
song, but there’s just something about their atti- 
tude and persistence that’s so much a part of 
rock and roll. 

As much as I have mixed feelings about the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fathe, I was recently at 
the induction banquet surrounded by a room- 
ful of musicians from all 35 and more years of 
the music’s history. Everybody from Soul Asy- 
lum to Robbie Robertson. And I looked around 
and thought, “No matter how old anyone is 
here, they're all still fucking doing it. No- 
body’s dropped out to sell real estate or be- 
come the editor of a travel magazine or an air- 
line pilot.” The majority of the people in that 
room were survivors — and that’s something 
that’s a lot harder than it seems. Because 
there’s a lot of long, long nights of wondering. 
Lots of tribulations. 

To me, the exciting thing about being in a new 
band is that it’s like falling in love. “Will she call 
you, is she gonna be there?” And when you see 
her, there’s goose bumps all over your body. You 
get a sense of union and excitement. You feel 
like you can rip out trees. But in the long haul, 
it’s hard to keep that tingling and determination. 
There are lots of ways to come to the breaking 
point. And that’s why I respect a band like Aero- 
smith so much — they're prevailing. And the 
Ramones. 

Now you see a band like the. Lemonheads or a 
Paul Westerberg. You can see that the industry 
was setting them up for this big mega-thing. And 
they have to meet that. And if they Gon. well, 
they're out. They didn’t do good. 

My question is: “Good in relation to what?” 
Did Paul Westerberg fail because his album 
wasn't a big hit? He’s a guy who wrote songs, he 
obviously feels good about those songs, he went 
on the road, he played his songs, and he went 
home. And he strikes me as a guy who wanted to 
do that. On his terms, I don’t think he’d consider 
what he did a failure at all. But the corporate 
guys? 

Look at Muddy Waters or Howlin’ Wolf or 
Sonny Boy Williamson or Junior Wells — guys 
that just kept doing what they’re doing. Some- 
how the pop thing — maybe it was with the Bea- 
tles, with “don’t trust anyone over 30” — just 
got fixated on age. Especially the Baby- Boomer 
generation. | think that’s why the older press 
guys, the people of my generation who have been 
writing about rock and roll for 20 years, get so 
vicious when some rocker loses their*hair or 
gains weight. Who the fuck would ever have 
dreamed about talking about Muddy Waters’s 
paunch or receding hairline? He was still an 
artist. And that’s what I admire about Neil 
Young. He’s sort of saying, “Hey, fuck you! I’m 
making music, and if that means hanging out 
with Pearl Jam or U2 or David Crosby, that’s 
where I’m gonna go.” 

I think the industry is obsessed with the cos- 
metic aspect of it — that MTV quality. And when 
you become caught up in that web, it can be par- 
alyzing. If Wilson Pickett looked 20 or 40, I nev- 
er cared. Hell, he always looked 40 to me any- 
way, even when he was 20. 

I was doing some songwriting with Aimee 
Mann around the time when her new record 
came out last year, and I saw some of the diffi- 
culties she had dealing with this issue because 
she was perceived by some people as being part 
of this pop thing, an older thing. Or was she a 
new thing? They were confused. To me what’s 
important is the relevance of the songs. But the 
point is that today people can’t hear you until 
they label you and put you on a conveyor belt. 
And when I started doing this, it wasn't that way. 
The corporations hadn’t taken over. 

That age, that labeling thing — it stuns me. I 
don’t want to sound simplistic, and it’s something 
I have to deal with every now and then. It seems 
like everyone around me thinks about it more than 
I do. The way I deal with it is to just not deal with 


it. To lunge ahead. v 
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“EVEN THOUGHall the things Ido might appear to come easily, they don’t,” Wolf says.

he was 14 and joined the Shubert Theater. At the time, 
the Shubert had their own theater in every city, and their 
own trains. And my dad joined the chorus and was in 
productions like The Student Prince and The Merry Wid- 
ow, and then he got into light opera. And he was a jazz 
DJ. But he could never make any money. He was very, 
what you would call in those days, bohemian. My mother 
was a very ardent left-winger, very political, involved in a 
lot of causes. But the two of them were very idealistic, 
and he pursued his artistic dreams and she pursued her 
political dreams . . . and we ended up living in this little 
three-room apartment that looked like The Honeymoon- 
ers. 

“My dad’s brother was his manager. And he also man- 
aged a champion baton-twirler, a gorilla, and the 
World’s Strongest Man. So I would go down to the 
Horn & Hardart’s, where my uncle had his office — 
which was right next to Jack Dempsey’s in New York. 
And I got to meet all these characters out of Broadway 
Danny Rose — guys who were working hotels as come- 
dians, tap dancers, singers, piano players . . . guys who 
had this great dream of making it in show business. They 
all had Variety magazine under their arm, drank tea out 
of glasses, and would be talking about this agent or that 
agent. 

“Then my dad joined the Robert Shaw Chorale, and I 
got to experience a lot through the classical world. I re- 
member being able to witness Toscanini firsthand. He 
worked up at Tanglewood for a while with Bernstein. I 
remember seeing Louis Armstrong at the Palace, in New 
York. My father was always taken by individuals with 
character. Personalities. 

“Although my dad was a deep classical music aficiona- 
do, when Elvis Presley burst on the scene — or, more to 
the point, Little Richard — my father howled. He 
thought these guys were incredible showmen. So I think 
that really affected me in a positive way. Plus, my sister 
was a dancer on Alan Freed’s TV show. I got to see all 
that when I was very young. TV was very young, rock 
and roll was young. I remember going to one Alan Freed 
show; it was Jerry Lee Lewis, Chuck Berry, Little 
Richard, Frankie Lymon and the Teenagers, Dickey Doo 


and the Don’ts, Ed Townsend, and Jo Ann Campbell, the 
blonde bombshell. All in one afternoon at the Bronx Par- 
adise Theater. Screamin’ Jay Hawkins was oni one of the 
shows, and his shtick was coming out of a coffin.” 


Obviously, Wolf believes that “two for the show” is ; 


more important than “one for the money.” But as a kid, 
he felt his family situation was “almost like a curse,” and 
he says he didn’t realize until much later how beneficial 
it was. 

“You know, I finally got to know Phil Spector not too 
long ago, and we were talking about how getting out of the 
Bronx was sort of — well, there was something stifling 
about it. The Bronx was gangs, tough schoolyards, smok- 
ing cigarettes, and spitting. When I was 11, I was smoking 
two packs a day — and I was one of the great spitters of all 
time. That’s all you did: you smoked, you spit, you talked 
about, ‘Man, what would you do if the Martians came and 
landed?’ ‘Well, man, if one of those space cats walked up 
to me, I'd...’ And that would go on for hours. 

“But, I didn’t really appreciate how unique it was to 
see the end of the big-band era and be exposed to bebop 
— or having the FBI come to your door saying, ‘Excuse 
me sonny, is your mom or dad home?’ And your mom is 
in the bedroom with the door closed saying, ‘Tell them 
I’m not here.’ And they’re saying real loud, so it echoes 
in the hallway, ‘THE FBI!’ And when you’re brought up 
in the 50s, the FBI are the heroes. Herbert Hoover is 
great — saving the world from communism. And be- 
cause my mom was a left-winger, and believed in blacks 
and whites being together, and was part of that whole 
great liberal movement, she was considered part of the 
threat. 

“The other kids didn’t really know the politics, be- 
cause nothing ever quite happened. There was no black- 
listing. To be blacklisted, you had to have some kind of 
career. There was no career — my dad was out of work. 
But we were sort of the oddballs, I think. It wasn’t until I 
was somewhat older — and had moved out of the Bronx 
— that I began to understand there were virtues to this 
sort of bohemian upbringing.” 


Portrait of the artist 

As a young man, Wolf made his creative mark with a 
paintbrush. “When I was growing up I did nothing but 
paint. I painted every book that my parents had. There 
were drawings on walls. People would bring in huge 
pieces of cardboard, and I’d draw all over them. I was 
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just this obsessive fanatic who drew, drew, drew, drew, 
drew. And at seven, I got this scholarship to the Museum 
of Modern Art. At 11, I got this other scholarship to an 
arts academy. 

“My first experience with music was in elementary 
school, in music class. They tried to get me to play vio- 
lin, but I was so dyslexic I couldn’t play for the life of 
me. Then they put me on drums. They took me off 
drums and put me on cymbals. They took me off cym- 
bals, and the last instrument they gave me was the trian- 
gle.” Wolf chuckles. “Then I went to the High School of 
Music and Art, but I was always a painter — I didn’t go 
for the music. 

“But music saved my life. It showed me there was a world 
outside the Bronx. I grew up listening to the radio. And in 
those days, the DJs were great performers. Alan Freed. 
Jocko Henderson, who came on after Freed, had a show 
called Jocko’s Rocketship. And he would have a countdown 
— ‘10, nine, eight, seven . . . ’ — and this big explosion, 
and he would do this rhyme-rap thing: ‘Ooh-bop-a- 
doo/How do you do?/Time right now is 10:15/And lis- 
tenin’ to Jocko and his rocketship machine/ooo-skoodly- 
doo and hi-eye-ho/we got a record I know you gotta know.’ 
And he played great, great music.” 

In the late ’60s, when freeform commercial radio. was 
still breathing, Wolf became a DJ at WBCN. He returns 
to the station each March to program a night of house- 
rocking music. But he feels that the days when radio was 
exciting are long past. 

“Now the whole large, corporate sensibility has taken 
over radio. Can you believe most radio today is pro- 
grammed by testing that’s based on one or two market 
studies in Missoula, Montana, or something? They pay 
some programming expert and buy into a format that has 
nothing to do with DJs having this passion, loving a 
song, and wanting to get it on the radio. At the end of 
the ’70s, when radio started becoming a big industry, it 
became a different animal. People started worrying about 
the book and profits and not about the music. We’re 
kind of spoiled because we’ve got great college radio, 
and even some of the commercial stations in Boston are 
a bit more unique. But out there in the Great American 
Beyond, it’s pretty scary.” 

Wolf left the Bronx when he was 14-and-a-half. “I gradu- 
ated high school really young, and got a studio in Manhat- 
tan, so I was living away from home. And when I finished 
school, I started hitchhiking around. I ended up in Chicago. 
I ended up in Wisconsin. And then a friend of mine was 
driving to Boston, and someone told me about the Museum 
School, which gave certain scholarships. Since I was just 
floating around painting — I was about 17 — I went to 
Boston on a whim, sitting in the back of this station wagon. 
Everybody pooled in about six bucks for gas and stuff. I 
went to the Museum School and brought them some paint- 
ings, applied for a scholarship. I remember the guy tellin’ 
me I needed $10 for the application, so I went out to bor- 
row $10 from somebody in the car. I gave the guy the form 
and forgot about it. A couple weeks later, my mom called 
me in the Midwest and told me I'd been accepted. That’s 
how I ended up in Boston. 

“I was really into painting, but I loved music. Music 
was sort of like my food, my oxygen. I’d always have 
records on when I'd paint. I could pull out some old jazz 
records out there,” he says, gesturing to the SRO shelves 
that line a wall, “that still have paint all over them.” 


Brush with greatness 

So Wolf’s painting brought him closer to music — 
and to a musician who would influence his own emer- 
gence as a performer. 

“One day when I still had my little studio in New 
York, during Bob Dylan’s first week in New York, Dylan 
went on this radio show called Cynthia Gooding’s 
Folksingers’ Choice. | was painting and I heard him and 
the same magical thing happened that I remember when 
I first heard Elvis — it just connected. Well, I heard Dy- 
lan and picked up the phone and called the station and 
said, ‘Man, who’s that guy singing?’ And the person who 
answered the phone asks me, ‘Would you like to speak to 
him?’ I said, ‘Yeah!’ And I say to him, ‘Hey, man, I really 
dig your stuff — sounds really great.’ ” 

Wolf and Dylan talked briefly. Wolf told him he was a 
painter; Dylan said he’d love to see his work, then gave 
him has address on 6th Street. When Wolf showed up 
that night, all his paintings in tow, no one was home. 
Wolf persisted. 

“I would go there all the time and knock on the door 
and listen to see if there was anyone in the apartment. 
Finally I ran into him at this place called Kettle of Fish. 
And I would pester Bob Dylan to the point where he’d 
see me coming down the street and he’d put the newspa- 
per over his head. ‘Oh God, here he comes again!’ 

“One night, I was at this place called the Gaslight Cof- 
feehouse, and it was about three o’clock in the morning, 
and I heard he might come down. It was one of those 
hootenannies, and Dave Van Ronk, Buffy Sainte-Marie, 
David Blue, and Mark Spoelstra were there. And Dylan 
walked in at about 3:15 and said, ‘Hey man, I just wrote 
this song.’ Van Ronk said, “Well, why don’t you play it?’ 
I mean, the room was as big as this, and I was sitting 
about two feet away. And he had his guitar and took out 
these sheets of loose-leaf paper — put six or seven out in 
front of him. 

“He couldn’t tune the guitar quite right, and Dave said, 
‘Hey man, let me tune it for you.’ And he tuned it up, and 
Bob went into this song.” Wolf imitates Dylan’s pinched, 
nasal tone. “ ‘Oh where have you been. . . .’ It was ‘Hard 
Rain,’ and he’d just written it. And there must have been 
only eight or nine people in the house — and it just got 
quieter and quieter. People were just being sucked in and 
absorbed by this episodic thing, and: you knew you were 
witnessing this great, historical moment — that you were 
hearing something truly unique. And being a great music 
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fan, from Chuck Berry to Louis Armstrong to whatever, 
all of a sudden I was getting this tingle, this feeling I was 
witnessing something truly divine. 

“And he finished it, and everyone was in awe. You 
couldn’t clap. It was just like — ‘Wow!’ Of course that 
great moment was broken when yours truly said, ‘Hey 
Bob, when are you gonna blah-blah-blah-blah.’ You 
know, like, ‘Shut up, kid! Don’t talk to me!’ But it’s fun- 
ny, because when I was doing Lights Out, in 1987, he 
came up to the recording studio: And I’m convinced he 
doesn’t know that the guy he knows now from the J. 
Geils Band is that dumb-fuck painter who used to harass 
him all the time.” 


The art-school blues 

At Boston’s Museum School, that dumb-fuck painter 
was staring at a wall of roommate-wanted signs one af- 
ternoon when he hooked up with David Lynch. They 
were opposites. Wolf was the blabbermouth who'd bro- 
ken the spell of “Hard Rain,” who mainlined R&B and 
jazz. Lynch was quiet and polite and listened to the Four 
Seasons. Yet Wolf’s paintings must have held some ap- 
peal for Lynch, since Wolf was primarily under the sway 
of the dark and fiery style of the German expressionists. 

Some 20 years later, when Wolf was filming the video 
for his solo hit “Come As You Are,” he discovered that 
the cinematographer had worked with Lynch on Blue 
Velvet and asked him to pass along his well-wishes. “He 
came back the next day and said, ‘He fondly remembers 
you, and wants me to remind you that you still owe him 
money for rent.’ ” 

Although Wolf painted furiously at the Museum School, 
there’s truth in the line about being able to take the boy 
out of the Bronx but not being able to take the Bronx out 
of the boy. “I was up here studying painting when I finally 
got into a band,” he recounts. “One of the great things I 
loved about a band was it was like a gang from the Bronx 
— ‘the guys’ driving around in the car, going to the gig, 
spitting, smoking cigarettes, talking about the sound 
check. And people came to the shows, there were all those 
gals — ‘Hey man, this is cool!’ And the idea of not just 
doing that, but playing the music I love — great R&B and 
blues and rock and roll. It became a real fantasy. 

“But I was still in art school, and I had this great, great 
crisis. Do I leave school? | think I almost had a minor ner- 
vous breakdown trying to figure that out, because I had 
been painting all my life. But playing with this band was so 
strong and powerful. It was sort of like trying to decide to 
leave your wife after 20 years — this great love you’d had. 
I was finally up here to become a painter, and I found my-

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Wolf on Boston 


B® ’ve never felt detached from the Boston scene be- 
cause I've always kept in touch. 
1 would hang out at the HooDoo. I remember 
seeing the Cars open up for Mink DeVille at the 
Rat, seeing the New York Dolls at the Performance 
Center [now the site of Harvard Square’s the 
Garage}. I remember when Newbury Comics 
opened up — and whem Aimee Mann worked there. 
And seeing U2 when they first came to the Par- 
adise, the Teardrop Explodes at the Channel. 

The big difference from when | started out in the 
music scene here was that the economy was differ- 
ent. Real estate was not so high-stakes. So a club 
owner could afford to pay rent, which led to a lot 
more clubs. And there were more undeveloped areas, 
so places like the Jazz Workshop and Paul's Mall 
could be in basements on Boylston Street. 

That was the mid ’60s. And there was a great jazz 
scene, and numerous coffee houses along Charles 
Street where many musicians performed. When I 
performed with the Hallucinations, our first real gig 
was opening up for John Lee Hooker at the 
Odyssey Coffee Shop, which was on Cambridge 
Street. Of course, there was also Club 47 in Cam- 
bridge, which brought all the great country-blues 
artists here for the first time — Son House, Skip 
James. And there was a great scene on Washington 
Street, which is now part of the Combat Zone. Pre- 
shopping malls, people would come into town to go 
to Filene’s to do their Saturday shopping, and there 
would be matinees in all these bars, with live bands. 
The idea of having a DJ instead of live music was 
unrespectable. Even in strip joints they'd have a lit- 
tle combo. There was some honky-tonkin’ goin’ on 
that was unbelievable. 

Eventually all these places began closing down for 
the same reason as the In-Square Men’s Bar: high 
overhead, the rent, developers trying to gentrify or 
develop an area. 

Because of the era, these clubs had an image of 








being left-of-center, had sort of an aura of danger 
—- of the underground. But in actuality, they were 
very safe. There was Louie’s, where you could see 
B.B. King or Otis Redding with Rufus Thomas. The 
Unicorn, which would bring in the Paul Butterfield 
Blues Band. Basin Street in Dorchester, Lenny’s on 
the Pike... . 

Then came the rock clubs —— the Rathskeller was 
very important. I remember playing there with Bar- 
ry and the Remains. That was ’66. It was the advent 
of the Beatles and the Stones. Wurlitzer’s was in 
downtown Boston — where you'd go buy your 
equipment. And everybody would go to Flagg Bros. 
to buy their Beatle boots. I think it still exists. And 
if you wanted to really outdo the bands you were 
playing with, you’d go to Crystal’s on Washington 
Street for your shoes. Crystal’s had all the funky 
R&B things. That’s where I got my first gold shoes. 
That became my thang. And they had the hippest 
socks in the world, Cats would come from all over. 
They had the same socks Otis Redding wore. It was 
funkified pure funk. Street funk, pre-Superfly. Real 
R&B stuff, 

There was another place on Washington Street 
— Gerald’s, where you could get ruffled shirts 
and cool jackets. Every band would wear suits, 
with ties and ruffles. Now, the Hallucinations — 
we were art students. We said, “Fuck that shit. 
We're wearin’ what we wear. We're not puttin’ on 
no costumes.” 

You could gig more in town then. More clubs, 
fewer bands. But rock then was something you had 
to make a commitment to; to believe in being part 
of it. It wasn’t being taught in school. There was 
no MTV. The president didn’t talk about his fa- 
vorite rock band. It wasn’t just playing in some loft 
and then you roll into the Middle East. There was a 
fraternity to it. And you had to have some sort of 
commercial or accessible quality about you, be- 
cause it wasn’t like the Paradise, which is owned by 
12 different corporations. The owner was usually 
the guy with a cigar sitting at the bar. And if you 
weren't good or entertaining, or you were too loud 
and driving people out, he’d tell you to get the fuck 
out. 

To eat, all the musicians went to Mondo’s, where 
Faneuil Hall is now. And all over the city there were 
Hayes Bickfords and Waldorfs — 24-hour coffee 
houses that cooked breakfast and were open all 
night. 

You have to remember that clubs couldn't stay 
open as late. In Boston, I think curfew was one 
o'clock. In Cambridge it was midnight. Until the 
60s you couldn’t have electric instruments on stage 
in Cambridge — and then, you still couldn't have a 
saxophone. It was against the law to play a saxo- 
phone in a club in Cambridge. It was the Devil's in- 
strument. And that’s like the mid '60s. 

The kind of raunchy, gritty roadhouse rock-and-roll 
thing that was happening when I started playing 
doesn’t really exist anymore. A sense of “we're part of 
a new scene, we're searching through our music — 
through a philosophical sense of what's it all about, Al- 
fie?” came in, And the tarot and mysticism and astrol- 
ogy started coming into it — and “be-ins.” 1 mean, 
the Geils Band was asked to do Woodstock, but we 
were devotees of Chicago blues and R&B. | was like, 
“If Muddy Waters isn’t gonna be there, fuck that 
shit.” 

A different kind of people started getting involved in 
the music business, too. And this very cynical exploita- 
tion came into play. The Bosstown Sound — that was 
the most destructive thing to hit Boston since the big 
fire of 1774. Bands like Orpheus, Eden’s Children — 
they treated them like they were trying to sell the New 
Kids on the Block of the early ’70s, as a pre-packaged 
marketing concept. Only it didn’t fly. These bands 
would go out on the road and they would get 
creamed. And it destroyed a lot of the really good 
bands, like John Lincoln Wright’s Beacon Street 
Union, because the hype turned off so many people. 
When the J. Geils Band started to tour out, we'd al- 
ways say, “We have nothing to do with the Bosstown 
sound.” 

I’m kind of out of touch with a lot of stuff, like 
where to buy cool clothes. | am somewhat next to a 
bum when it comes to clothes. 

For clubs, the Middle East is a place I enjoy. And 
the Green Street Grill. Wally’s. They have a sense of 
community. That’s one of the reasons I wanted to 
play the Middle East. I’ve been hanging out there for 
years. 

They say home is where the heart is, and my 
heart’s been running around Boston. Why do I stay 
is a question I’ve asked myself sometimes as people 
I’ve known have moved on and passed on and bro- 
ken up and broken down. It just feels like the town. 
It’s a civilized city. You can get around. It just 
feels like a place I can hang my hat. vr

self totally absorbed by music — thinking 
about the next rehearsal, going through 
my records and thinking about what songs 
we should play, learning all this weird 
stuff, hanging out with musicians. And I 
was finding myself.” 

But not without a struggle. Wolf was a 
serious student at the Museum School who 
became overwrought with guilt when he 
started cutting classes in favor of rehearsals. 

“This was really freaking me out: 
‘What’s happening? I’m not even paint- 
ing.’ I finally went to a psychiatrist. There 
was this place called Mass Mental Hospi- 
tal, near where I was living in Mission Hill. 
They were free. I waited all day to speak 
with this doctor — a Japanese fellow — 
and he sat down and started talking to me. 

“ ‘Well, I’m going through this great cri- 
sis,’ I told him. ‘I love painting, but I love 
this band thing, too.’ 

“He listened and said, ‘You don’t have 
to quit school. Why don’t you get a leave 
of absence for six months or a year, and 
see how it works. What would be wrong 
with that?’ 

“The idea of someone in authority say- 
ing, “You can do it,’ took this huge weight 
off me. It was validation. What I wanted to 
do suddenly wasn’t insane, it wasn’t 
dumb, it wasn’t adolescent. The idea of me 
singing and performing seemed so remote, 
such a fantasy, but I really wanted it. 

“So I put myself into the band full- 
steam. And boom! The Hallucinations fell 
right into place. It was like, ‘Hey, we’ve 
got a huge mountain to climb, but fuck it. 
We'll get over it.’ 

“Which is, right now, where I feel like 
we’re at with Peter Wolf and the House- 
party Five. I look at myself as being in the 
same place as Smackmelon or the Trojan 
Ponies or Vision Thing. I’m out there, I 
got music to make, there’s a certain cred- 
ibility I want. But I’m out there like ev- 
erybody, battling for my work.”

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the state of Wolf. “Being Peter Wolf today 
works as an advantage and a disadvantage. 
It opens doors, it closes doors. There’s a lot 
of baggage that comes with me. For some 
people, it’s, ‘He’s that guy from the J. Geils 
Band.’ There are people who don’t have 
openness, and overcoming that becomes 
the challenge. Then there’s a lot of people 
who say, ‘What are you playing the Middle 
East for?’ As if that were falling from grace. 
To me that’s not an end: it’s a start. 
“Somebody who knows my situation and 
works with a lot of other artists said to me, 
‘Pete, this would turn another artist into a 
drug addict or cause him to 86.’ It’s very 
scary. Damn near frightening. But I guess 
when I moved from painting to music I 
brought the same obsessive qualities I had 
with me. It’s become an important part of 
me. In my travels I’ve gotten to see the 
greats and ingrates and be there when Sam 
the Sham played Worcester, and spend 
night after night with Lou Reed and the

Cambridge. Hearing those guys talk about 
the visions they had for themselves. . . . 

“Or getting to hang out with Van Mor- 
rison when he was sort of lost in Boston 
— or Muddy Waters — or spending 
weeks and weeks in hotel rooms with 
John Lee Hooker on tour, or talking to 
Howlin’ Wolf till three in the morning at 
the all-night Hayes Bickford. 

“Those are really profound experiences. 
Corporately, they don’t mean a fuck. If 
some little snot-face at a record label feels 
like it ain’t gonna fly — I understand that. 
That, unfortunately, is rock and roll. But 
here I am doing it and trying to prevail. It’s 
an exciting challenge. I think the work I’m 
doing now is far more focused. It’s getting 
more biographical/autobiographical, more 
personal. And I think that’s important. It 
means a lot to me. I’ve always enjoyed 
when the artist and the song are one. 

“When things are going great — when 
the Houseparty Five’s on stage and it’s 
happenin’ — that’s my drug to relax.

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Postmodern comfort food

ohnny’s Luncheonette is 
trying to be four things to 
all people. It’s trying to be a 
50s comfort-food-revival 
diner, a Jewish deli to carry 
the legacy of the Langley Deli (the for- 
mer tenant), a postmodern concept with 
alternative music and op-art wall designs, 
and a kid-friendly family restaurant. It’s 
possible to nest some of these boxes 
some of the time, and it helps enormous- 
ly that Johnny’s has excellent food and a 
good temperament. 

On the whole, kids will love it to 
pieces, the postmodern food has some 
flaws, the comfort food is a little too 
nicely made, and the Jewish dishes are 
remarkably successful. 

I was skeptical when I saw a menu item 
called “penicillin with matzoh balls” 
($3.75). Generally, cuteness is not good 
for Jewish food and other living things. 
However, the bowl as served is entirely tra- 
ditional and delicious, down 
to the light marbling of fat 
on the surface of the soup. 
The matzoh balls taste better 
than homemade, as most 
homemade matzoh balls are 
as heavy as meteorites and 
taste like sludge. A fine 
chicken broth included car- 
rots, chicken, and bow-tie 
noodles (varnishkes by me). 

Stuffed cabbage ($8.95) 
is similarly meritorious. 
Unlike the vast majority of 
commercial stuffed cab- 
bage, it is not too sweet. I 
would call this sourish 
sweet-and-sour sauce Lith- 
uanian-style, and I would 
approve highly. It’s also an 
enormous, and thus ethni- 
cally certified, portion. 





($6.95), though not a clas- 

sic Jewish specialty, is a classic, and this 
one adheres to the textbook rules. It is 
properly grilled on a flat griddle (not 
toasted or broiled or — feh — mi- 
crowaved) and has the textbook propor- 
tions of lean corned beef, Swiss cheese, 
Russian dressing, and sauerkraut. A great 
sandwich, though cole slaw on the side is 
redundant. 

Now the egg cream ($1.75), I have to 
admit, has the common fault of too 
much milk and not enough Fox’s U-Bet, 
the chocolate syrup of choice for this 
application. 

Blatant kid food, all of it good enough 
for a shameless grownup, includes a 
kosher-style hot-dog plate ($2.95, or 
$3.95 if you look much older than sev- 
en), an outstanding macaroni-and-cheese 
($2.95, $5.75), and a very credible series 
of burgers (from $3.95 to $5.95). I 
checked out the burgers by ordering the 
upscale “Arlo’s Deluxe” ($7.75), which 
really sings with a choice of cheeses, 
grilled peppers in three colors, and 
grilled onions. Promised bacon was miss- 
ing but not missed. Skin-on French fries 
varied from near-crisp to soggy on three 
visits, but were always salty and flavorful. 
Good, fresh cole slaw comes with almost 
everything at this level. 

The kind of kid food 30-year-olds eat 
in bars is also much in evidence, as with 
a plate of fried onion rings ($2.95) that 
were a symphony in grease, starch, and

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($8.95, $11.95), however. Leaving aside 
the delicious but distracting substitution 
of challah for Texas soppin’ white bread, 
I must note that these ribs were over- 
cooked in moist heat, barely grilled, and 
slathered with an insipid sweet sauce. 

My critique of the comfort food focuses 
on the all-important roast-turkey dinner 
($9.50). My three slices of turkey were 
very nice, uniform breast slices. No prob- 
lem. But notice that clear gravy? Uh, uh, 
uh! And it had, upon analysis, no taste 


whatsoever. Even the worst diner brown - 


gravy had a taste, and a taste crucial to 
holding together the overcooked fowl, 
bland mashed potatoes, and dubious stuff- 
ing of those Howard Johnson turkey din- 
ners, say. Now here we have. real mashed 
potatoes, with the skins mashed in, and an 
odd roasted-milk taste, but good enough. 
Needs salt, but that’s okay. The stuffing 
however, failed to hang together. That 
won't do. We all know it isn’t really com- 
ing out of the chest cavity of the bird, but 
it ought to look like it spent some time 
under pressure, or our illusions will crum- 
ble. And illusion is every- 
thing in the comfort-food 
business. Also, whole-berry 
cranberry sauce is a little 
nutty-crunchy for the com- 
fort concept. 

There is a crunchy con- 
cept at Johnny’s, from the 
granola breakfast option to 
the organic beer. We had a 
special on stuffed peppers, 
served with black beans, of 
which the black beans 
were quite well flavored 
(but cold), but the rice and 
meat stuffed into the red 
peppers (lovely things) 
was, well, too crunchy. 
Like, you know, overdone. 
I did thoroughly enjoy a 
chicken barley soup 
($2.25, $3.50) that incor- 
porated corn and kidney 
beans. 

Probably the best ’90s thing about 
Johnny’s are the salads. I was particularly 
taken with the enormous ($5.25) Caesar, 
because the dressing had a distinctive fla- 
vor of raw garlic and anchovy. The house 
salad ($3.95) includes fancy greens and 
leaf lettuces, but also pink winter toma- 
toes and alfalfa sprouts. The Casear 
dressing is available and choice here, too. 

Johnny’s desserts run the gamut and 
don’t cost too much. Johnny’s apple pie 
($2.95) is a cut above diner pie, candy- 
spicy in flavor. Bread pudding with blue- 
berry sauce ($2.95) is made from the chal- 
lah, well soaked, no pockets of custard, 
but very rich and good with the blueberry 
flavor. Fine coffee (95 cents) and decaf. 

The decorations are almost over the 
top. You have blue formica with little 
boomerang patterns, but then you also 
have plastic mobiles in boomerang 
shapes. Walls are painted in neo-psyche- 
delic patterns like clashing screens of 
computer “wallpaper,” then hung with 
old high-school photos or painfully bright 
paintings by Nem Hackett, who is like a 
Klimt with a gonzo take on middle Amer- 
icans. The music is high-quality, but 
oddly mixed: one night Dixieland, anoth- 
er alternative rock, a few songs of pro- 
gressive bluegrass, then some oldies. 

I don’t always get it, but I do like it. 
The persistent quality of the food holds 
together the oddities of the concept for 
me the way that old brown gravy made 
sense out of the turkey plate.

The name means “cheese” in Italian, but that’s only one of the delectable

of-this-world tuna curry made with apples, raisins, and almonds ($4.15). 


Even the condiments — such as herbed mayonnaise and bran mustard — 


are extraordinary. Plan on a doggy bag for the second half of your sand- 


wich. Other specialties include fresh homemade pastas, which appear in a 


number of hot and cold varieties. Try the chicken Formaggio, a popular 


pasta salad tossed with grilled chicken, fresh mozzarella, roasted red pep- 


pers, and sun-dried tomatoes in a parmesan dressing (small, $3.25; large, 


$3.95). Also, fresh pasta is sold by the pound. 


Formaggio, located at 81 Mount Auburn Street, in the Garage at 


Harvard Square, is open Sunday through Thursday from 7 a.m. to 9 


p.m., and on Friday and Saturday from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. Call 547-4795.

ilmmaker Enrique Oliver calls his new perfor- 
F:::: piece Castro’s Child, but the story be- 

hind the show reveals that Oliver is actually 
the child of a man who realized “he had this little fag- 
got on his hands.” Rather than linger in Cuba, where 
Enrique would certainly be placed in a rehab program 
designed to turn homosexual men into macho footsol- 
diers for the revolution, Oliver’s father and his adoles- 
cent son moved to the United States in 1971. “The 
only thing was to bring me to a place where they would 
let me be a faggot.” 

Castro’s Child, April 14 through 16 at the ICA The- 
ater, is the opening work in “iSpic Out!,” a six-week 
festival of lesbian and gay Latina/Latino theater spon- 
sored by the Theater Offensive and featuring six new 
works by Puerte Rican. and American performers. -The 
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Boston-based Oliver, whose 1988 film Lola 
La Loca explored the comic interface be- 
tween Hispanics and Americans, describes 
his new theater work as a comic melodra- 
ma, one that explores “the circumstances 
when a person comes to terms with sexuali- 
ty.” Make that Cuban-style homosexuality, since Oliver, 
like other Cuban gays of his generation, was subjected 
to hormone treatments under the Castro regime. 

Oliver says that Castro’s Child allows 
him to go back and re-éxamine “what fe 
was at stake for me. There are certain 
times in life when you think about it.” 
Particularly, “we go back to that one 
great moment — the day before we 
leave Cuba — when everything was 
perfect. I just saw Auntie Mame. I 
knew exactly what my future was going 
to look like. My sister, in America, is 
going to throw parties for me, and I 
had nothing to wear.” In the show’s set 
piece, the young Enrique fashions a 
ball gown from a piece of mosquito 
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like a princess.” 

It wasn’t tilt later that Oliver discovered that his sis- 
ter had misrepresented her reality in the US. “She sent 
a photo of a funeral home instead of the project where 
she lived.” And that’s not the only disillusion explored 
in Castro’s Child, which also deals with gay life in the 
70s and ’80s, before and during the AIDS crisis. In 
America, Oliver says, “I discovered gay bars and the 
whole culture. I had a few years to enjoy it before peo- 
ple started dropping dead around me.” 

After opening April 14 with Castro’s 
Child, “iSpic Out!” continues with Beto 
Araiza’s Meat My Beat, Carmelita Trop- 
icana’s Milk of Amnesia, the Arete The- 
ater Company’s El Hombre Nuevo, 
Marga Gomez’s Marga Gomez Is Pretty 
Witty & Gay, and Paul Bonin-Ro- 
driguez’s The Bible Belt and Other Ac- 
cessories, as well as a variety of work- 
shops open to the public.

in Pierrot le fou (1965) to 

define cinema, Sam Fuller 

replies, “In a word, emo- 

tion.” Asked to define the 
films in the second annual Avignon/Cam- 
bridge French-American Film Workshop 
— in which he’s represented by a retro- 
spective of his works, a premiere of his 
1989 Street of No Return (screens Mon- 
day April 11 at 8:30 p.m. at the Brattle 
Theatre), and numerous appearances — 
Fuller might well reply, “In a word, dys- 
function.” 

The feature and documentary films by 
French and American independent film- 
makers receiving their premiere here tell of 
disaffection with social institutions from 
the nuclear family on up; and they do so, 
for the most part, with remarkable crafts- 
manship, passion, depth, and intelligence. 
As mainstream movies slip into a seasonal 
slough of inanity with such witless hits as 
Major League II and D2: The Mighty 
Ducks, these challenging and compelling 
works — and the discussions with the 
filmmakers that Avignon/Cambridge offers 
| — remind us of cinema’s responsibility to 

probe injustice and its potential for depict- 
| ing extremes of experience. 

Fuller’s Street is one of A/C’s most 
| flamboyant offerings. Based on the novel 
| by David Goodis, it opens with a spectacu- 
lar image of complete social breakdown: a 
squalid street aswarm with hundreds of 
blacks and whites in brutal combat. 
Watching the melee are a pair of winos — 
white and black — who philosophize 
about the inability of the races to get 
along. Skulking in the shadows and look- 
ing for a drink is a third derelict, Michael 
(Keith Carradine), whose chance en- 
counter with a woman from his past 
launches the film into a lengthy flashback. 

Michael, it turns out, was a legendary 
| pop star whose love affair with Celia 
| (Valentina Vargas) ended up alienating his 
| treacherous agent, Rhoda (Andrea Ferre- 
| ol), and Celia’s sleazy real-estate-agent 
| sugar daddy, Eddie (Marc de Jonge). The 
two combine to slit Michael’s throat, end- 





ing his career. Now a fright-wigged specter 
with the voice of Willy Whistle, Michael 
stays off the sauce long enough to become 
an unlikely Rambo seeking revenge. 

It’s a comic-book noir whose absurd 
histrionics, implausible plot twists, and hy- 
perbolic stylization complement the out- 
landish premise. As Fuller reprises mo- 
ments from his Pickup on South Street 
(1953), Underworld, U.S.A. (1961), and 
The Naked Kiss (1964) with apocalyptic 
hysteria, he headlines his tabloid style with a 
sobering insight: not only did Eddie screw 
over Michael, he’s also behind the race riots 
in a scam to lower real-estate values. 


That’s much the same message behind ~ 


Nora Jacobson’s Delivered Vacant (1992; 
screens Saturday April 9 at 1 p.m. at the 
HFA), though it would be hard to imagine 
a film more different in style. A quiet docu- 
mentary spanning several years of turmoil 
and change in the community of Hoboken, 
New Jersey, Jacobson’s film also demon- 
strates how greed, opportunism, and apa- 
thy destroy a neighborhood. It’s a superior, 
non-fictional complement to Hoboken 
property owner John Sayles’s City of Hope 
(1991). Like that unwieldy allegory, Va- 
cant tells the familiar American story of 
how crass and conscienceless developers 
and politicians dislocate longtime residents 
from their homes, gentrify the property, 
sell it to yuppies, and leave with a fortune 
when the market goes bust. Where Sayles 
preaches with caricatures and platitudes, 
Jacobson enlightens with the detached, 
ironic observation of the best and basest of 
human behavior. 

Delivered Vacant shows us the process of 
urban dispossession; Jean-Pierre Gorin’s My 
Crasy Life (1991; screens Friday April 8 at 
7 p.m. at the HFA) shows its consequences. 
A documentary shot on the turf of the Sons 
of Samoa of 32nd Street, a gang in pre-riot 
LA, My Crasy Life is like Boyz N the Hood 
without the benefit of such Hollywood con- 
ventions as plot or character development. 
In its relentless unreeling of macho 
cluelessness, vicious anomie, and ca- 
sual criminality, Gorin’s film evokes 
terror and despair. Some hope is of- 
fered in the form of a tough county 
sheriff who tries to penetrate these 
gangstas’ vicious circle of drugs, 
crime, and revenge, but as 
Gorin suggests through his off- 
putting voiceover narrative 
(from the fictionalized point 
of view of the HAL-like po- 
lice computer), the sheriff's 
efforts are more delusion 
than solution.

More upbeat and touching is Gorin’s 
earlier documentary, Poto and Cabengo 
¢1979; screens Saturday April 9 at 5:15 
p.m. at the HFA), which investigates the 
case of identical twin girls who compen- 
sate for their dysfunctional upbringing by 
inventing their own language. It’s a useful 
prelude to Agnés Merlet’s harrowing debut 
feature, Le fils du requin (1993; screens 
Friday April 8 at 9:30 p.m. at the HFA), in 
which two pre-adolescents in an impover- 
ished Normandy town compensate for 
their dysfunctional upbringing with theft, 
vandalism, assault, and attempted rape. 
This is Going Places for the Macaulay 
Culkin generation, a 400 Blows darkened 
by three decades of social deterioration. 

A more hopeful and convoluted tale of 
siblings in crisis is Olivier Assayas’s Une 
nouvelle vie (1993; screens Saturday April 
9 at 10 p.m. at the HFA). Twenty-year-old 
Tina is a tough Winona Ryder lookalike 
who handles her relationships with her 
mother and her boyfriend with all the rough 
dispatch with which she drives her forklift 
at her job in a warehouse. She’s haunted, 
however, by her absent father, a wealthy 
man who abandoned her mother shortly be- 
fore Tina was born. Her odyssey leads her 
into a Persona-like relationship with her 
half-sister, a Last Tango in Paris—ike rela- 
tionship with her father’s lawyer, and a lot 
of loose ends and ambiguities left hanging 
at the film’s “Sisterhood is powerful” con- 
clusion. Unpredictable, oddly affecting, and 
overlong, this is a troubling look at family 
and class conflict. 

My Life As a Dog meets Fried Green 
Tomatoes in Guy Jacques’s debut feature, 
Je m’appelle Victor (1993; screens 
Thursday April 7 at 7:30 p.m. at the MFA). 
Victor is in fact Basile (Claudio Bucella), 
an 11-year-old virtually abandoned by his 
mother and raised in a backwater village by 
his grandparents. He has a crush on 
16-year-old Cécile, and he 
merges his love for her with 
the tales his great aunt 
Rose (Jeanne Moreau) 
tells about her war- 
time love affair with 
Victor, the race-car 
driver. Jacques dis- 
plays wit and expert 
timing in disclosing 
the oddities of his 
characters and 
the magical-real- 
istic twists of his 
plot. Eventually he 
takes on more 
melodrama than his 
wistful film can 
bear, and it sinks 
into bathos and plat- 
itudes.

world of childhood, first love, and wacky 
and lovable peasants, Bertrand Tavernier’s 
L.627 (1992; screens Sunday April 10 at 
9:30 p.m, Monday April 11 at 9:30 p.m., 
and Friday April 17 and Sunday April 19 at 
9 p.m. at the HFA) is a a brutal reminder 
of the mean streets of the urban gétter- 
dammerung. The title refers to the article 
in the French Public Health Code prose- 
cuting the use, sale, and possession of nar- 
cotics. Focusing on police investigator 
“Lulu” Marguet (Didier Bezace), a pas- 
sionate Popeye Doyle type whose zeal 
brings him into conflict with regulations, 
the bureaucracy, and common sense, 
L.627 imposes a pseudo-documentary style 
on the standard conventions of the police 
thriller. That the plot is a 145-minute se- 
ries of busts, beatings, pranks, and argu- 
ments (and the way Bezace resembles 
Gene Shalit more than he does Clint East- 
wood) doesn’t disguise the familiar linea- 
ments of a genre that goes back at least as 
far as 1951 with The Detective Story. 
Lulu’s dedication to his job ruins his 
family life, blurs his notion of law and 
criminality, involves him in an increasingly 
non-platonic relationship with Cécile (a 
junkie prostitute with AIDS), and allows 
him to express his frustration by pounding 
the crap out of various minorities. In 
short, L.627 is NYPD Blue without the 
laughs and at three times the length. 
Tavernier’s offering may be the biggest 
disappointment of an otherwise stimulat- 
ing festival. Perhaps the most inexplicable 
entry is American independent filmmaker 
Matthew Harrison’s debut feature, Spare 
Me (1993; screens Sunday, April 10 at 
3:30 p.m. at the HFA), winner of the 1993 
Tournage Award in the Avignon Work- 


_ shop. If you were a big fan of Baz Luhr- 


mann’s kitschy Strictly Ballroom, there 
may be something in this low-budget pas- 
tiche for you: it’s Strictly Bowling. The sto- 
ry of a disgraced bowler seeking his 
long-lost bowling-champ dad, it in- 
volves orange whips, poisoned 

pups, a pyromaniac babe with a 

Ken and Barbie fetish, an inces- 

tuous psychopath who haunts 

the pin changers, and that old 

standby, dwarf bowling.

Cyril Collard’s Savage 
Nights is no Philadelphia

ean is always on the make. 
Happy and animal-hungry, 
he attracts women and men 
alike. He has the kind of an- 
drogynous handsomeness 
that provokes phrases like “good enough 
to eat.” So what does it mean when he 
continues to have sex and doesn’t tell his 
partners he’s HIV positive? That’s the 
quandary inside Savage Nights, which was 
written and directed by Cyril Collard, who 
also stars in the film that won four Césars 
(the French Oscar) in 1993, three days af- 
ter Collard died of AIDS. 

Set in Paris and based on Collard’s nov- 
el Les nuits fauves, the movie follows the 
bisexual Jean, a freelance cameraman and 
bon vivant who takes up with Laura, an 
18-year-old he meets at a video shoot. 
Jean also hangs out with Samy, a young 
man who eventually leaves his girlfriend to 
be with Jean. Diagnosed with the AIDS 
virus (and bearing a tiny Kaposi sarcoma 
on one arm), Jean continues to cruise un- 
der the bridges of the Seine, engaging in 
voracious, anonymous group sex. Al- 
though he says that he does only “safe 
things” with the men, he neither uses pro- 
tection with Laura nor tells her of his con- 
dition at first. 

Savage Nights is disturbing not least be- 
cause it arrives in the wake of Philadel- 
phia, a film in which the central gay couple 
barely touch each other. (Despite its por- 
trayal of a variety of gay male sex acts, 
however, it’s as fickle as any Hollywood 
film in being more exploitative of female 
bodies than male.) How nice that Collard 
offers a respite from the saintly example of 
gay manhood depicted by Tom Hanks. 
But what makes it difficult to sit through 
Savage Nights without experiencing alter- 
nating waves of fascination and repulsion 
is the extreme appeal of Jean’s character. 
Would he be so engaging if Collard were 
less charismatic? Probably not. 





Nonetheless, the film walks unapolo- 
~Se* . 


getically into the jungle of political cor- 
rectness, It brandishes a character whose 
behavior is both impossible to sanction 
and easy to understand. Here’s an AIDS 
story we haven’t heard yet, and one 
we’re not likely to get from Hollywood, 
where neat endings are as requisite as 
good minority role models. And your 
sympathy for Jean is apt to have you 
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wrestling with the movie long after it’s | 


gone over the top and then petered into 
sappy melodrama. 

Not that he’s admirable, exactly. 
Gamesmanship, selfishness, and desire are 
all the same to him. Hell, he’ll take advan- 
tage of any sexual opportunity that comes 
around. But he refuses to change his be- 
havior to accommodate this alien thing in- 
vading his body. “It isn’t part of me,” he 
says of the AIDS virus. “I can’t take it in.” 
Indeed, Jean’s behavior mimics the feeling 
anyone might have after the arrival of a 
loss or life-threatening condition: he wants 
everything to go on as before. 

But what about Laura? Is she the ulti- 
mate female punching bag, a woman who 
tells her lover that his abominable behav- 
ior is okay and then becomes obsessed 
with him? (Actually, the film says nothing 
to suggest that Jean wouldn’t be just as 
careless with a man if it suited him.) Or is 
she the embodiment of his anger and fear, 
a force who tells him, “Sex was the only 
way you had to rebel”? Because Collard 
isn’t as good a storyteller as he is a multi- 
media adventurer, Laura evolves into a 
tiresome neurotic hag, and the film ends 
up begging more indulgence from us than 
it deserves. 

Still, as few movies have, Savage Nights 
asks us to re-evaluate the boundaries of 
human behavior. It’s clear that, even be- 
fore he got sick, Jean could ignore the ten- 
sion between desire and responsibility. But 
does living with the threat of imminent 
death really give us a new kind of freedom 
from responsibility? Before the film aban- 
dons it, we get a glimpse of Jean’s person- 
ality as a cameraman: he experiences the 
world as something he can manipulate 
from behind the lens. As the virus closes in 
on him, he seeks out the world’s vitality 
through sex — allowing men under the 
bridges to suckle him, pull at him, piss on 
him. However unforgivable his behavior 
may be, it’s a defiant refusal to lie down 
and die. Q 
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Masterpiece Theatre offers 
a seductive Middlemarch

MIDDLEMARCH, based on the novel 
by George Eliot. Airs in six parts begin- 
ning April 10 at 9 p.m. on Channel 2. 


wo vampires stalk through 
Middlemarch, George Eliot’s 
meaty 1871 novel that’s been 
turned into the most expen- 
sive mini-series ever pro- 
duced by the BBC. One is Casaubon, the 
fatally pedantic husband of heroine 
Dorothea Brooke, played here with cadav- 
erous smarm by Patrick Malahide. The 
other is Ladislaw, Dorothea’s wretched 
would-be lover, who, embodied by the 
painfully handsome wraith Rufus Sewall, 
ghosts through the six-hour program un- 
der the shadow of sexual deprivation. Who 
will be drained of his lifeblood first? 
Watch and find out. 

But wait, you ask, isn’t it we viewers 
who are likely to go anemic ona steady 
diet of British novels turned into mini-se- 
ries? Has the same Masterpiece Theatre 
that strayed off the beaten path a few years 
ago returned to wallow safely in the clas- 
sics? Fear not, because Middlemarch 
pours a life-saving dose of iron supple- 





er. Dorothea and Casaubon go off on their 
disastrous honeymoon. Will Ladislaw is 
introduced, as is Mrs. Cadwallader. 

The latter, described in the press notes 
as the town gossip, is actually Eliot’s 
mouthpiece, a nearly omniscient truth 
sputterer who at one point encourages 
Dorothea’s suitor to try Celia, recom- 
mending her as “a nice girl, fond of gera- 
niums.” With lines like these, she’d be en- 
tertaining if played by a sawhorse; here 
she’s portrayed by the voluminous Eliza- 
beth Spriggs, whose pithy appearances 
give ballast to a drama already chock full 
of character parts. Another among these is 
Raffles, played by the walking Tenniel il- 
lustration John Savident, who appears 
halfway through the story to wreak havoc 
on Bulstrode. But enough of these details. 

What you’re really wondering is, should 
you read the book? Well, no need to hun- 
ker down before April 10, because the 
mini-series actually fleshes out the main 
themes and dramatic situations with 
aplomb. But shame on you if you don’t 
rush to the bookstore afterward. In the 
meantime, this Middlemarch mines Eliot’s 
smaller moments (Will Mr. Brooke really 
run on the reform ticket? Can he under- 
stand the platform?); highlights her two 
great death scenes (“It’s three in the

knocked off, again and again, in mock 
stagings of the assassination in Ford’s 
Theatre, until he too dies and passes into 
the dirt of history. In the play’s second act, 
the impersonator — who is alternately 
identified as the Foundling Father and the 
Lesser Known — is panned for, like gold, 
by his long-abandoned widow and son, in 
a curious ritual that is as much a search 
for personal connection as for the 
“echoes” and historical tchotchkes they 
keep turning up. Says the African-Ameri- 
can Parks of the party-line past we were all 
fed in school, “I don’t see any history out 
there, so I’ve made some up.” 

Indeed, history as envisioned by Parks is 
a carny, substanceless sideshow — a 
“theme park” in the form of a large hole 
visited by the Lesser Known and his wife 
on their honeymoon. As spectators hang 
over the lip of this chasm, we are told, the 
“Greats” parade dumbly by, waving. Yet 
the visionary excavation so affects the

f you liked last year’s long-running 

Patsy Cline—mania shows, you'll eat 

up- Pump Boys and Dinettes like bis- 

cuits and gravy. That’s what the 
Charles Playhouse is hoping for 

with the production (in tandem with the 

| Lyric Stage) of this country/pop revue for 


the C&W-starved masses of New England. 

The mini-musical is set at a Georgia 
truck stop, where the Pump Boys run a 
filling station and the two Dinettes, the 
sisters Cupp, pour java. (“Eat here and get 
gas” goes the inevitable joke.) Nothing 
much happens in this lazy corner of the 
world, as the boys and girls flirt and sing 
songs that celebrate such harmless South- 
ern pastimes as fishing, baking pies, drink- 
ing, inbreeding, and avoiding work. 

The show is nothing if not ingratiating. 
The original songs are mostly inconse- 
quential and fun, though there are also a 
couple of poignant, moving ballads, “Ma- 
maw” and “Sisters.” The cast try various 
ploys to work the audience, including raf- 
fling off a car air freshener and serving pie 
to the aisle seats. At the performance | at- 
tended, a Dinette even painted a viewer's 
fingernails. Boy, was he flustered. 

Director/choreographer Michael Oster 
creates a lively enough evening by Yankee

Lesser Known, a “digger” by trade, that he 
leaves his family during dinner — “be- 
tween the meat and the vegetables” — and 
goes west to carve out his own replica of 
the great chasm and make a near-fetish of 
playing Lincoln. In Parks’s words — 
evocative, incantory, concise — “He 
digged the hole and the whole held him.” 
So what does it mean that a black 
American — a “foundling” father, left as it 
were on History’s doorstep — chooses to 
spend his life enacting the death of Lincoln 
(with whom he claims virtual “twinship”)? 
That a parade of black Americans make a 
re-creation of shooting and re-shooting 
him? That his own family find themselves 
searching for bits of him among the osten- 
sible shards of history — Washington’s 
false teeth, a marble bust of Lincoln, a box 
of beards — that he buried in his hole, 
shards they’re left to enshrine in a “hall of 
wonders” whose chief attraction turns out 
to be the flag-draped corpse not of the 
Great Man but of the great pretender? 
Parks, a writer more at home with lin- 
guistic jazz constructions than with dra- 
matic structure — isn’t about to spell it 
out (other than to reveal her obvious love 
of wordplay: “digger” as an ironic gloss on 
“nigger”). But her writing, a musical mix 
of Joycean crescendos and Ntozake 
Shange-like black dialect, dazzles. And 
The America Play’s images — the black 
Lincoln in his rocker, mechanically waving 
and guffawing as the assassin-imperson- 
ators do their bit; the widow with her 
homemade geiger counter, looking to con- 
jure her greatness-seeking spouse out of 
explosive echoes and odd souvenirs; the 
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grown-infant son falling like Alice into his 
father’s hole, seeking to connect — add

up to a buzz that speaks of cardboard his- | 
tory and real-life rootlessness, of a nation | 
accustomed to mourning and a race once | 


removed from the American pageant. 


At the Yale Repertory Theatre and New | 


York’s Joseph Papp Public Theatre, The 
America Play was recently given a produc- 
tion more elaborate than the haunting, 
bare-bones staging on view at the Hasty 
Pudding Theatre, under the direction of 
Marcus Stern. For example, the play in- 
cludes a couple of scenes from Our Ameri- 
can Cousin, the particular piece of hokum 
Lincoln was taking in at the time of his as- 
sassination. Here those melodramatic in- 
terludes (one of them involving gunplay) 
just get plopped into the proceedings; at 
Yale they were framed in a giant shadow 
box set into the back wall. 

Similarly, when wife Lucy and son Brazil 
unearth a TV set from the “replica” Great 
Hole of History, the Yale audience could 


watch them watch the father’s Lincoln — a | 


big face ceremoniously placed on its own- 
er’s rocker — holding forth on it. No such 
multi-media effects at the venerable but 
low-tech Pudding, where they’re lucky to 
fly a looming cutout of Lincoln’s head in 
and out and the “hole” is a sort of loam- 
trimmed playpen in front of the stage. 

It makes for a different show, I’m told 


(not to mention for sometimes impossible | 
sight lines). But Stern’s muted, stylized | 


staging emphasizes the play’s Beckettian el- 
ement, particularly in the short first act (es- 
sentially a monologue for the Foundling Fa- 
ther/Lesser Known). Grave vaudevillean 
Terry Alexander rightly plays the cadence, 
as much as the sense, of the Lincoln-alike’s 
lines, giving equal loving care to his symbi- 
otic ruminations on the Great Man and his 
display of various props, including the col- 
lection of fake beards he keeps carefully 
stored in a monogrammed cherry-wood box 
(perhaps a gift from George Washington). 
In the second act, the now-dead Lesser 
Known — until he strides on to take up

Maggie’s Riff is Lowellest-

ritten in 1953, Jack 
Kerouac’s Maggie Cas- 
sidy was published af- 
ter On the Road had 
transformed the Beats 
from a cult to a counterculture. Sodden 
with regret for what might have been, the 
earlier novel depicts the novelist’s teenage 
days in Lowell and his love for the epony- 
mous Irish seductress. For all of its hyper- 
ventilating prose — it’s Henry Miller but- 
tered with Thomas Wolfe — the volume is 
Kerouac at his most conventional, partly 
because buddy Allen Ginsberg thought his 
preceding novel, the psychedelic Dr. Sax, 
had been too disjointed. Stung, Kerouac 
penned a relatively straightforward com- 
ing-of-age story set in 1939 (though not 
without some help from his friends — ac- 
cording to biographer Ann Charters, the 
guy wrote it on a diet of Benzedrine). 

The Merrimack Repertory Theatre’s 
program doesn’t include that pharmaceu- 
tical fun fact. Neither does Maggie’s Riff 
bother to delve into Kerouac’s self-styled 
mystique as a self-destructive angel, drug 
addict, alcoholic, and sexual experimenter. 
In fact, Maggie Cassidy was probably 
picked (with the publicized blessings of the 
Kerouac Estate, which is airbrushing its 
property for “a new round of research and 
scholarly analysis”) because it gives us the 
writer at his most ordinary and least 
threatening. Here the rebel is little more 
than a lovesick calf whose strongest affec- 
tion is reserved, as in most of his work, for 
men rather than women. Even the Joycean 
odes to Maggie can’t disguise the writer’s 
mythic embellishment of male bonding. 

Lowell has always been ambivalent 
about its native son — Kerouac died in 
1969, and it took almost two decades for 
the city to honor him officially. The sec- 
ond leg of the MRT’s “Lowell Trilogy” 
(the first was The Survivor: A Cambodian 
Odyssey), this production was originally 
planned to be a more ambitious dramati- 
zation of Kerouac’s life and writings. Per- 
haps taking on all of Kerouac — including

his love/hate of Lowell and his homo- 
eroticism — seemed too dangerous. Mag- 
gie’s Riff is little more than an 80-minute 
impressionistic doodle whose most attrac- 
tive trait, at least to its creators, is proba- 
bly its tender harmlessness. 

Maggie Cassidy’s attractions must have 
been primarily diplomatic — they certainly 
couldn’t have been dramatic or iconoclas- 
tic. In order to add some heft to the mate- 
rial, adaptor Jon Lipsky has an aged and 
failing Kerouac comment on the teenage 
courtship of alter ego Jack Duluoz and 
Maggie Cassidy, which seesaws between 
lust and break-up. According to Maggie’s 
Riff, Kerouac’s memories of passion with 
Maggie are a rejuvenating ameliorative to 
his debilitating days on the road. Yes, the 
novel portrays Maggie as a low-rent Molly 
Bloom, and the semi-macho Kerouac, like 
Hemingway, always dreamed of an alter- 
native to the “sissy” writing life. Yet Mag- 
gie Cassidy depends on what John Updike 
calls the “ebullient rapture” of Kerouac’s 
voice, and there’s little of this in Lipsky’s 
version, which tricks up the plot with de- 
vices that reflect desperation rather than 
inspiration, such as an ending that tries to 
turn the ever-autobiographical Kerouac 
into a minor-league Pirandello. 

Lipsky whittles Kerouac’s colorful gang 
of hangers on down to one, and he’s re- 
duced to playing one-note cheerleader for 
Jack’s career as a writer. In the novel, 
Maggie is a near-illiterate who thinks Jack 
doesn’t know enough about sex. In Mag- 
gie’s Riff, she becomes a classy proto-fem- 
inist/earth mother, a symbol of the writer’s 
dreams of domestic peace. And actress 
Angela Christian stiffly turns her into a 
graduate of the Laurence Olivier School of 
Diction. Maybe Lipsky was sensitive to 
charges of misogyny, but the change nulli- 
fies the class differences between Jack and 
Maggie, rendering their misgivings about 
each other, which are nebulous in the nov- 
el, incomprehensible. And for a play about 
teenage wonder/lust, Maggie Riff hasn’t a 
single whiff of eroticism. 

Director David G. Kent tries to warm 
things up by punctuating the short scenes 
with spotlights, shadows, and music, but 
the impressionistic devices wear out their 
welcome. The only memorable part of 
Maggie’s Riff is David Zoffoli’s breathy, 
gritty take or. Kerouac. The actor manages 
to infuse some Beat scrappiness into the 
square proceedings, particularly when he 
exchanges growly scats with musician Jeff 
Robinson, who accents Zoffoli’s mono- 
logues with poetic blasts of a sax. Except 
for their sweet music, Maggie’s Riff is 
pretty much off-key Kerouac. Q

‘Power, Pleasure, Pain’ 
is a powerful body of work

“POWER, PLEASURE, PAIN: CON-

s a woman looking intently 
at art over the past few 
years, I’ve had a couple of 
epiphanies. The first was 
an essay about female de- 
sire in the work of Georgia O’Keeffe. The 
author argued that a woman’s desire is her 
own, a personal and powerful thing that 
exists autonomously in a sexual-relation- 
ship. I had always seen my own desire as 
tied to men and how they saw me, and not 
as something that was part of who I was. 

The second epiphany came at a retro- 
spective of work by Hannah Wilke that the 
Genovese Gallery mounted in 1990. Among 
other things, Wilke shaped female genitalia 
from chewing gum. I’d seen my share of 
phallic images 
over the years, but 
never this. Judy 
Chicago’s famous 
Dinner Party por- 
trayal of vaginas 
on plates had been 
before my time. 
Wilke’s work was 
about a woman’s 
relationship to her 
own body and de- 
sires, and that re- 
lationship, she 
seemed to be say- 
ing, does not have 
to always reflect or 
accommodate a 
man — or a part- 
ner of either gen- 
der. I was thun- 
derstruck.

end has it, Davenport adds, that a little hill 
rose beneath the saint’s feet. when she 
spoke on the matter in public, which she 
did often. 

Wilke shows up here too, with Portrait 
of the Artist with Her Mother, Selma 
Butter. This diptych juxtaposes topless 
photographs of Wilke, who has positioned 
little masculine emblems like guns, fish- 
hooks and blades over her bare chest, and 
her mother, gaunt and horribly scarred af- 
ter a mastectomy.

Denise Carbone works to reclaim her 
sexuality in a neat double print juxtaposing 
the side of her face with her genitalia.

own body, so will- 

ing to give over her own power to men? 
Because I grew up looking at images of 
women’s bodies as the sexual property of 
men. It’s taken centuries for us to begin to 
reappropriate our flesh. It may take cen- 
turies more before we’ve won the war. 

Elizabeth Mansfield makes a report 
from the battlefield in “Power, Pleasure, 
Pain: Contemporary Women Artists and 
the Female Body,” a major show that’s up 
at the Fogg. Mansfield notes that women 
artists have always been excluded from 
making studies of the female form, that 
even after rules about who could sit in a 
life-form class were relaxed, women didn’t 
reclaim their bodies as subject matter until 
the women’s movement. 

“Power, Pleasure, Pain” is hardly the 
beauty pageant you'd have if you assem- 
bled great female representations by men. 
This is a show about scars and blood, part 
lament and part celebration. Breasts show 


| up, but they’re not for you, Bud; they’re 
| ours. Nancy Davenport’s Agatha of Cata- 


nia is a triptych of photographs that rein-

our seat of pleasure. She should create a 
series of such prints, using both men and 
women as her subjects. 

Mary Rhinelander’s Alphabet places 
bright gouache illustrations over an alpha- 
bet describing a girl’s understanding of 
femininity: “L is for Lipstick; M is for 
Menstruation.” The drawing’s outward 
lightheartedness is a gateway to a more 


disturbing message — that we take in “K | 


is for Kitchen” as easily as we memorize 
our ABCs. 

In a similar vein, Catherine McCarthy 
uses standard-issue texts on the female re- 
productive system — Ann Landers’s ad- 
vice about how to handle it when your 
daughter gets her period, biology-textbook 
illustrations — to examine the knowledge 
handed down about this area of our lives. 
A penciled memory of the day her best 
friend got her period — the girl’s mother’s 
only response was to scold her for staining 
her sheets — is blotted with red paint, 
which ought to stir up feelings of pride but 
stirs up shame instead. Reproductive iden- 
tity is a messy business. 

It’s all a messy business, this living in fe- 
male flesh, rife with pleasure and shame and 
pride and confusion. Better that than a pret- 
ty business. “Power, Pleasure, Pain” is a 
chorus of voices about women’s experiences 
of their bodies. After centuries of silence, 
that chorus sings a remarkable song. QO

Doing Balanchine right 


Boston Ballet shows its commitment to Mr. B.

| “THE BALANCHINE TRIBUTE”: Sere-

n a Tchaikovsky-commemorative 
season that’s already given us 
Sleeping Beauty, The Nutcracker, 
and Swan Lake, you might think 
Boston Ballet’s “Balanchine Trib- 
| ute” is just another evening at the Wang 
| Center. Think again. There’s a war on, a 
| war for nothing less than the future of bal- 
| let. It’s centered on the greatest choreo- 
| graphic — maybe the greatest artistic — 
genius of this century. On the one side 
| there’s New York City Ballet, under direc- 
| tor Peter Martins, who stands accused of 
| giving us go-with-the-flow versions of Mr. 
B’s masterworks: Balanchine Lite. On the 
other there’s the Balanchine Trust and its 
chief ambassador, Suzanne Farrell. Balan- 
| chine’s Muse and arguably the greatest 
dancer this century has produced, Farrell 
is no longer welcome at NYCB; instead, 
she stages Balanchine’s works around the 
world, trying to keep the steps intact and 
the legacy alive. 

| _ It’s a battle of critics as well as dancers; 
the latest fusillade has been fired by Joan 
Acocella in the April 7 New York Review of 
Books. Boston Ballet hasn’t entered the 
war of words, but it has demonstrated its 
commitment to Balanchine by engaging 
Farrell to stage its production of 
Mozartiana (the first to be done outside 
NYCB). Her coaching seems to have 
rubbed off on the rest of the program: Ser- 
enade (Balanchine’s first American work) 
looks far better than it did in 1985; 
Tchaikavsky Piano Concerto No. 2 shows 

| distinct improvement from last season. 

It’s not the future of just Mr. B’s chore- 
ography that’s at stake. He is to ballet in 
the 20th century what Petipa was in the 
19th; and as he built on Petipa, so ballet, if 
it’s to have a future in the 21st century 

| that’s more than a mediocrity, will have to 
| build on Balanchine — not by preserving 
| his works as museum pieces but by apply- 
ing what he discovered. He discovered 
| that ballet is geometry and (with a little 
| help from Einstein) that geometry is gravi- 


ty. His ballets shoot through spacetime 
with the speed of light; but mass bends 
light, and so do the bodies of his dancers. 
Mass plus gravity equals weight, and you 
can’t have Balanchine without weight. 
God, as he knew independently of Mies 
van der Rohe, is in the very human details. 

“The Balanchine Tribute” demonstrates 
its respect — and affection — for the 
master’s details right from the first cur- 
tain. It’s in the uniformity of Serenade’s 
harder-than-it-looks opening tableau (the 
women’s right arms extended at a 45-de- 
gree angle, palms outward, at once wooing 
and warning) and, moments later, the fan 
of arms in fifth position (here more pre- 
cise than the similar movement in last sea- 
son’s Apollo). It’s in the unaffectedness 
with which the women perform the initial 
ports de bras: with Balanchine, less is of- 
ten more. 

Less is a lot in Lori Nowak, whose prin- 
cipal lady in Serenade captures both as- 
pects of Mr. B’s Eternal Feminine: Sphinx 
as well as Siren. There’s a hint of appre- 
hension behind her smile; there’s also awe 
— check the look of wonder on her face 
as she joins in that opening position near 
the end of the third movement 
(Tchaikovsky’s Finale — Balanchine 
placed it third so the Elegy could be last). 
Karen Scaizitti, for all the loveliness of her 
dancing, tips toward the Siren, overarticu- 
lating her allure. So does Jennifer Gelfand, 
who could use more weight — she’s all 
centrifuge. 

As Balanchine’s Dark Angel, who in the 
Elegy leads a blindfolded man to and then 
away from the principal lady, Alexandra 
Koltun and Nadia Thompson show similar 
profiles, simultaneously inviting and im- 
placable. But then, the company’s Elegy 
exists on a different plane from the rest of 
its Serenade. The lead ladies let their hair 
down, literally, and without exception 
they’re stunning in their expressions of 
agony and ecstasy (Gelfand seems abso- 
lutely transformed). This movement is the 
best Balanchine I’ve seen from Boston Bal- 
let. 

Mozartiana is simple in the way that 
Mozart is: the simplicity of genius. Set to 
Tchaikovsky’s arrangements of four 
Mozart works (the K.574 Gigue for Piano, 
the K.355 Minuet, his Ave Verum Corpus, 
and the K.455 Variations on an aria from 
Gluck’s The Pilgrims of Mecca), it was 


Balanchine’s last ballet, a reworking of the 
Mozartiana he’d choreographed 50 years 
earlier for Les Ballets 1933. He did it ex- 
pressly for Farrell, and he fussed endlessly 
over her costume, which is black with af- 
terlife-white underskirts. If Davidsbiindler- 
tdénze is about love, Mozartiana is about 
death — and the kind of dancing they do 
in Heaven. In her autobiography, Holding 
on to the Air, Farrell describes it as “the 
ballet that more than any other changed 
my life.” 

Watching Farrell in Mozartiana could 
change anybody’s life; if you’ve seen her 
dance it, you’re not likely to be satisfied 
with anyone else. Larissa Ponomarenko 
and Kyra Strasberg won’t change your life, 
but they’re a credit td Mr. B and to Far- 
rell’s coaching. Devout, even anguished in 
the opening Preghiera, Ponomarenko is 
the Virgin Mary of the two. She lets the 
music lead her; her extensions and the del- 
icacy of her bourrées are a joy to watch. 
Strasberg’s Mary Magdalene is touching 
in a different way, a repentant sinner un- 
certain. of God’s grace. Both sparkle in the 
concluding Theme and Variations, Stras- 
berg’s mischievous glances suggesting Su- 
sanna in The Marriage of Figaro, Pono- 
marenko a shade more contained, perhaps 
the Caunfess as a young girl. 

In the Gigue, Paul Thrussell has 
panache, Carlos Santos spunk; it’s hard to 
choose. Both Victor Plotnikov and Devon 
Carney — partners to Ponomarenko and 
Strasberg, respectively, in the finale — 
have minor problems with the steps (which 
are far from easy), but they hold their own 
in a dialogue between male and female 
that, like the one between Balanchine and 
Farrell, goes beyond romance and sex. 
This production has a drawing-room feel, 
as if the dancers hadn’t yet grown into the 
entire structure (church? villa? palace?). 
But even for Farrell, Mozartiana was, and 
is, a learning experience. 

Tchaikovsky Piano Concerto No. 2 start- 
ed out life in 1941 as Ballet Imperial, 
complete with St. Petersburg landscape 
(the river Neva and the Fortress of Peter 
and Paul as seen from the Winter Palace) 
and costumes of blue and gold satin and 
velvet. In 1973, Balanchine decided that 
Imperial Russia was history, so he 
changed the title and the costumes and re- 
moved the set. I wonder whether he’d re- 
store it if he were alive today. The Wang 
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taging, with its eight chandeliers and 


4 nidnight-blue backdrop, looks a little 


naked; the company’s dancers, who always 
respond well to glittery costumes and sets, 
seem inhibited in their white ball gowns 
and maroon cadet jackets. 

Or maybe it’s just me who’s longing for | 
those blue and gold tutus and a glimpse of | 
the Admiralty spire. Certainly it makes no | 
sense that the principal couples here — 
Alexandra Koltun with Devon Carney and | 
Nadia Thompson with Paul Thrussell — 
should seem emotionally stranded when all | 
four are so emotionally centered in Sere- | 
nade. Or that this production should look 
like Graduation Week at West Point when 
Koltun herself is from St. Petersburg. 

In any case, Strasberg confirms her sta- 
tus as the company’s best Bally Girl: fetch- 
ing but unattainable, always moving in two | 
directions at once. (You can catch her in | 
Serenade this weekend, Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday.) Claudia Alfieri is more the 
Lilac Fairy type, overseeing the festivities a | 
la Sleeping Beauty — a legitimate inter- 
pretation but she needs more Sphinx. The 
biggest change from last season is the 
vastly improved geometry of the corps. 
Ramona Pansegrau’s piano still sounds 
tinny, however — I wonder whether a full- 
sized instrument isn’t called for. 

Dancing the male leads in Balanchine is 
often a thankless task: your job is not to 
look good but to make your ballerina look 
good. If Olivier Wecxsteen and Roland 
Price don’t call attention to themselves in 
Serenade, that’s because we’re meant to | 
remember not the dancers but the dance. 
Throughout this program, the company’s 
men move up a notch — if not always in | 
steps, at least in sensibility. In the first sec- | 
tion of Serenade, | wanted more ballast | 
from Jonathan McPhee’s orchestra; but | 
the slowish waltz that follows is admirable | 
in its absence of treacle, and there are nu- | 
merous other felicities — check the | 
spooky horns at the end of the first-move- | 
ment exposition in TPC#2, as the men | 
and women move in opposite-direction | 
concentric circles. 

As a purveyor of Mr. B’s legacy, Boston | 
Ballet continues to draw an upward arc. | 
Last season’s “All Balanchine” (including 
an Apollo not appreciably inferior to the | 
one NYCB brought here in October) was | 
its best effort to date. “The Balanchine | 
Tribute,” even with a number of stars | 
missing (Trinidad Sevillano, Patrick Ar- | 
mand, Adriana Suarez, and Daniel Meja, | 
all injured), is better still. 

But this is just one volley in a battle that 
will be fought into the 21st century. If Bal- 
anchine and the dance are to flourish, 
companies like Boston Ballet need to 
nourish his work, to stage it regularly. 
Bringing Farrell back regularly wouldn’t | 
do the company a bit of harm either. Bos- 
ton Ballet won’t always dance like an an- | 
gel, but it can be on the side of one. QO |

How the riot grrrls have 
kick-started a new punk cycle

robably the worst thing 

about the way the riot gr- 

rrl bands have shaped 

their image — and they 

have shaped it, if only 
through their door-slamming refusal to 
speak to the press — is the way they’ve 
couched their music as being mostly for 
pissed-off girls. Sympathetic boy fans can 
participate, but the music can’t really be 
for them (though you didn’t need to be on 
the dole to feel that “God Save the 
Queen” was for you). And the unenlight- 
ened need not even apply. 

You have to get past the riot grrrls’ 
snotty elitism to get at the meaning of the 
sound. But I’m convinced that the only 
way to hear what’s really going on with 
the riot grrrl bands — among the best of 
them Bikini Kill, Bratmobile, and Heavens 
to Betsy — is to ignore, as much as you 
can, the women’s-studies-gone-badass 
ideology of so many of the lyrics, and to 
remain unimpressed by the idea that 
women as well as men can make a guitar 
sound that’s pissed as hell. When the riot 
grrris broke onto the scene a good two 
years ago, the big news was that sisters 


were finally (or once again, depending on 
how far back you wanted to trace the an- 
tecedents) doing it for themselves. But the 
real news is that riot grrrl music is less 
important to women specifically than it is 
to anyone who cares about how rock and 
roll regenerates itself, to anyone who 
cares not just about what punk means, 
not just about how punk sounds, but 


.about the reasons punk sounds the way it 


does. 
The riot grrris inadvertently remind us 


that songs aren’t just about their lyrics.’ 


Who knows what Johnny Rotten’s 
protesting in “Holidays in the Sun”? The 
way he sings as if he were trying to yell a 
warning in a nightmare and couldn’t find 
the right words, the way the guitars sound 
as if they were trying to slash him out of 
his straitjacket before it’s too late — what 
he’s handing us isn’t a pamphlet on some 
issue that can be resolved by legislation or 
“increased awareness.” The best rock and 
roll is made because it has to be made — 
because there’s something inside someone 
that has to come out. Not because there’s 
a specific audience that just might be in- 
terested in it. 


BIKINI KILL: they've opened a vein, and they clue us in to young 
women’s capacity for feverish exhilaration, as well as rage. 
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HEAVENLY: their “Hearts and Crosses” is one of the most 
devastating and wonderful-sounding songs of last year. 


And whether you like the music or not, 
when you listen to Bikini Kill or Bratmo- 
bile or Heavens to Betsy — or to the 
bands and individuals that now share their 
orbit, consciously or otherwise, like L7, 
Heavenly, and Liz Phair — it’s not hard 
to see what had to come out. When Bikini 
Kill’s Kathleen Hanna screeches (a blood- 
less screech, drained of all color), “It 
doesn’t matter who’s in control now/It 
doesn’t matter cuz this is new radio,” on 
“New Radio” (one of three songs on 
the amazing “Rebel Girl” sin- 
gle, produced by Joan 
Jett and released 
on. Kill 
Rock 
Stars), 
she’s 
claiming 
new terri- 
tory with 
the same 
kind of brag- 
gadocio you 
hear on “Radio 
Clash” or “We 
Want the Air- 
waves.” This is 
what Bikini Kill 
send out on their 
airwaves, and you 
won’t be hearing it on 
real-life cutting-edge 
radio: “Come here, pt 
baby, let me kiss you like ee wo 
a boy does . . ./Let’s wipe gn 
our cum on my parents’ 
bed.” 

It would be easy enough to take the 
stuffy view,*to say that Bikini Kill and 
their peers are like naughty four-year-olds 
just enjoying the freedom, newly stolen, to 
use dirty words. But part of the reason 
rock and roll exists is to make you feel 
wild and free; it’s the 
steam vent that takes the 
edge off your frustra- 
tion. More important, 
it’s a way of telling 
the world about the 
things you feel need 
to change, in the 
hope that by ex- 
posing them you'll 
be able to keep 
them from slip- 
ping back into 
hiding. There 
can be layers 
of meaning to 
a word like 
“fuck”; Liz 
Phair 
proved ; 


that in “ —~ 
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off last year’s 
extraordinary Exile in 
Guyville. But grabbing such a 
word, even throwing it around gratu- 
itously a few times, is a perfectly accept- 
able first step toward figuring out what all 
those bad words really mean — and to- 
ward putting new spins on them. 

If the riot grrris sound too wild and free 
for most people’s blood, it might just be 
that they feel compelled, subconsciously 
or otherwise, to pick up the slack in the 
time line, to do what they can to make up 
for lost years. The riot grrris have some 
noble forerunners, among them Joan Jett, 
Patti Smith, the Slits, the Raincoats, and 


X-Ray Spex. But anyone who says “You 

see, it’s all been done before” should 

straighten the Buzzcocks button on his 

lapel and go home. Old punks can be as 

tiresome as old hippies, hanging onto 

remnants of their ideals the way they hang 

onto favorite concert T-shirts, refusing to 

believe there’s anything new out there that 

can surprise them. It’ll never 

be 1977 again, but there’s al- 

ways a reason to be sur- 

prised, as if Nirvana’s punk 

“breakthrough” Never- 

mind weren’t proof of 

that. As long as people 

keep taking guitars, 

basses, drums, and 

voices and using 

them as if they 

thought they were 

the first people on 

the planet to dis- 

\ cover them, 

\ there’ll be bands 

\ and singers 

\ and songs 

capable of 

making us 

feel as if 

we'd nev- 

er/heard 

this stuff be- 
fore either. 

sie’ Holding ofito the punk 

e? ethos that you can’make a differ- 

ence, or at least a loud noise, with a 

guitar and three chords also means ac- 

knowledging that everyone is free to try it. 

That’s not to say that every punk fart a 

kid makes should be hailed as fresh. But 

the tools —that guitar and those three 

chords — are divining rods: if the gen- 

uine article’s inside there somewhere, 

they'll draw it out. Punk thrives on a seat- 

of-the-pants kind of invention, on the way 

a singer stumbles into new ways to phrase 

words, if only because he or she hasn’t 

thought much about what a “real” singer 

would do with them.

equally essential Odyshape 
and Moving). The songs’ skittering, hop- 
scotching rhythms often resemble sponta- 
neous spoon clacking or patterns tapped 
out on an empty oatmeal container; the 
guitar sounds toylike and yet weirdly 
muscular; the fiddle is dry, metallic, wiry. 
The Raincoats has the feel of a sound that 
almost wasn’t, bred not just out of lucky 
mistakes and sweat but of terrific instincts 
that could easily have lain dormant. It’s a 
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thrill just barely grabbed by the tail. 

Bikini Kill also grab a thrill by the tail 
— but they’re swinging it around their 
heads. The sound of the single version of 
“Rebel Girl” (a less ferocious, less pol- 
ished version of it also appears on the 
band’s recently released full-length CD 
Pussy Whipped, on Kill Rock Stars) is 
nothing short of incredible: simple, un- 
fussy, ungodly loud. I can’t imagine what 
it must sound like to an 18-year-old; it 
makes me (at 33) feel certain that if I 
don’t get a tattoo, tomorrow, I will surely 
die. The guitar revs up, its roar doubling 
back on itself like the restless rush of an 
engine ready to go; it’s a Pontiac convert- 
ible with a tiger — no, two tigers — in its 
tank. 

Bikini Kill’s sugar-and-sulfur guitar 
sound is so liberating, it’s almost painful 
to listen to the band’s lyrics — they’re 
marbled through with the same flabby 
reasoning (“Eat meat/Hate blacks/Beat 
your fuckin’ wife/It’s all the same 
thing”) and robotic denunciation of the 
patriarchy (“Your alphabet is spelled 
with my blood/Your alphabet is spilled 
with our blood”) that have been dogging 
feminism for years. But even if the words 
are supposedly the big clue to the ideals 
near and dear to Bikini Kill’s heart, it’s 
the guitar sound, along with Hanna’s 
torn-wide-open voice, that spills the real 
secrets: they’ve opened a vein, and they 
clue us in not just to young women’s 
rage and frustration but to their capacity 
for feverish exhilaration. 

You get almost as much exhilaration 
and a lot less cookie-cutter ideology from 
Bratmobile on their debut LP, Potty- 
mouth, and the new EP The Real Janelle 
(both on Kill Rock Stars). Funny and 
impishly charming, Bratmobile seem to 
get a kick out of splashing around in the 
pop vernacular: the guitar sound on 
“Bitch Theme” (whose lyrics consist sole- 
ly of “Do you really think so? Yer such a 
bitch yer such a bitch yer such a bitch yer 
such a bitch”) could be the Devil’s surf 
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L7: their scouring-pad-rough metal has seeped closer to the mainstream. 


one that the singer hints is even more 
horrible to live with, spills out in the last 
few lines: “And my/Secret/Is that I want 
you dead!/I want you dead!!/I want you

pop. It’s not that Bratmobile aren’t as 
pissed off as Bikini Kill; it’s just that 
they’re easier to trust. Their sound drops 
hints that their hearts have been busted 
up, and they’re not afraid to betray their 
confusion in their lyrics. In “Fuck Yer 
Fans,” Allison Wolfe orders the person 
she obviously adores (“You dumb bitch I 
luv”) to get out of town. When she sings, 
“Yer breakin’ my fuckin heart/You think 
yer so fuckin smart,” her voice cracks on 
“heart” and “smart,” and her pain seems 
to be leaking out of those two words. 

Bratmobile almost have the knack of 
using lyrics as a real power tool, but 
Heavens to Betsy might be the band who 
ultimately match gorgeously disquieting 
sound with words that leap beyond text- 
book-style ideoiogy. (The band’s first full- 
length album, Calculated, is just out.) In 
“My Secret” (available as a single, on K 
Records), Heavens to Betsy build elusive 
shades of feeling into visceral, simply 
written lyrics that work just because 
they’re so bald. The words are stacked in 
short phrases, wedged in between in- 
flamed, raggedy guitar chords the way a 
child might slip into a narrow space to 
hide. 

The song is, we find out, about a secret 
— the memory of being abused as a child 
— that’s just now finding its way out of 
its box. The bigger secret, though, and 





dead!!!” The words are chilling, and they 
swoop down to prevent anyone from 
misreading “My Secret” as a song about 
self-pity or hand-wringing feelings of 
victimization. Heavens to Betsy get at the 
sickening truth that living with such im- 
mutable hatred is worse even than living 
with painful memories. 

“My Secret” can’t be contained by the 
narrow confines of feminist ideology, 
and it offers a hint of how the riot grrris’ 
sound and sensibility might grow up and 
out as other bands start working with 
similar raw materials. Heavenly haven't 
necessarily been influenced by the riot 
grrrl bands (they’ve really come up right 
alongside them), and stylistically they 
fall well outside the riot grrri enclave 
(they’re strictly pop). If you’re not lis- 
tening closely, Heavenly don’t seem at 
all radical, particularly if you find your- 
self seduced by their almost mystically 
perfect pop hooks and the pearlescent 
vocals of Cathy Rogers and Amelia 
Fletcher. 

But Heavenly’s “Hearts and Crosses” 
(from the band’s off-the-map EP 
P.U.N.K. Girl, on K Records) is one of 
the most devastating and wonderful- 
sounding songs of last year; you could 
pony to it, and it could make you cry. Its 
focus is a recounting of how a young girl 
is raped by her new (and first) boyfriend, 
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but it can almost slip by you if you’re not 
really listening. That verse is not so 
much sung (“It was all so different from 
in her dreams/He never smiled, he never 
whispered/He bit her hard but never 
kissed her”) as recited, numbly, over a 
stripped-down drum beat and bass line. 
The rape isn’t the focus of the song: the 
girl’s pain and confusion is. 

“Hearts and Crosses” doesn’t set up 
the girl’s early romantic dreams (“How 
does it feel to hold someone real?/To 
whisper I love you and lean on his shoul- 
der?”) as ideas that must by necessity be 
crushed. In fact, the sound of the song is 
so light, so fleet, «it’s like an affirmation 
that the kind of love she believes in really 
does exist. Maybe that’s why our hearts 
sink when we realize what’s happening 
to her. 

Heavenly fill a seemingly simple pop 
song with a weight that the form isn’t 
meant to bear, and it’s heartbreaking. 
What’s more, they allow the girl her 
nightmaré, but they also allow her some 
inexplicable, messy human feelings: 
“Why does it feel so horribly real/When 
images of him come back into her 
mind?/Why does her heart hurt worst at 
the part/When he gets 
up and disappears 
with no goodbye?” 
She can’t help miss- 
ing the boy he wasn’t, 
and Heavenly refuse 
to judge her for it. 

The extraordinary 
power of songs like 
“My Secret” and 
“Hearts and Crosses” 
is proof, for me at 
least, that even if the 
buzz is off the riot 
grrris, they’re only 
just beginning to 
make waves. I’m will- 
ing to believe that the 
riot grrris’ influence 
will-only get stronger 
if more average-joe 
listeners Catch onto it. 
Bands that share the 
riot grrris’ piss-off- 
bub temperament, if 
not their actual roots, 
have already seeped 
closer to the main- 
stream, in the scour- 
ing-pad-rough metal 
of L7 (listenable) and 
the tinny screech of 
Babes in Toyland 
(unlistenable). 

The take-no-pris- 
oners sound of Bikini 
Kill, the brash playful- 
ness of Bratmobile,

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bud promise of Heavens to Betsy suggest | 
that the possibilities are endless. Feminist | 
thinkers might say the riot grrrl bands are | 
good news because women need more | 
positive “role models.” In other words, | 
before women will be convinced that it’s | 
okay to pick up a guitar (Gingerly! Don’t | 
break it now! You might want to trim 
those fingernails!), they need to see lots | 
of other women doing it. 

But the riot grrris’ real value isn’t that | 
they’re sending out an engraved (or | 
scrawled) invitation to women urging | 
them to make music. It’s that they re- | 
mind us that there are still a lot of things 
to be said — funny things, painful things, | 
things the Raincoats or Poly Styrene | 
didn’t have the chance to say — and, | 
even more important, that there are lots | 
of new and different ways to say them. 
Punk, far from being dead, is reaching 
into the 90s and beyond. Its agents are 
the same: guitars lying around in base- 
ments, decrepit drum kits rescued from 
dumpsters, older brothers’ discarded 
basses in need of a string or two. The 
thrill, with its tail hanging there in full 
sight, is there for the grabbing, and that’s 
the only invitation anyone needs. QO

COSMONAUTS: 

CHILL OFF, CHILL OUT 

So the latest successors to the Ven- 
tures come from Finland? Why not? 
At the Middle East a week ago 
Wednesday, Helsinki’s Fab Four, 
Laika & the Cosmonauts, chased 
away the Central Square night chill 
with a thrashingly good display of 
how surf instrumentals should be 
played. Hey — no vocals, no lan- 
guage barrier. Damned if it wasn’t as 
authentic as you’d like. And if Dick 
Dale thinks they’re cool, why 
shouldn’t you? 

Bearing vintage Fenders, the band, 
in appropriately cheesy Hawaiian 
shirts, churned away with Scandina- 
vian equanimity before the modest 
but appreciative midweek crowd. 
Down coats mixed with beachwear in 
the pit, but it mattered not: Boston’s 
tenacious surf-music fans were re- 
ceiving vital sustenance after a long 
deep freeze. Surf rock, a classic rock- 
and-roll genre, is simple stuff to hear 
but hard to play. well, let alone sustain 
for a 55-minuge set. This quartet 
have mastered fhe rolling vibrations, 
echo, and compelling melodies of the 
form, and they paced the action nice- 
ly, taking the audience on a Coney 
Island Cyclone of tempo variations. 

Named for a dog the USSR sent 
into orbit a, uh, long time ago, the 
Finnish combo are on their first US 
tour behind the recently released In- 
struments of Terror CD on the tiny 
Upstart label — out of Somerville. 
On album they come off as slightly 
more relaxed than the Raybeats, but 
even the more languid tracks, like 
“Piedras Negras,” have an undergird- 
ing tension that keeps things interest- 
ing. The originals hold their own. 
“Note Crisis” is all needling, strum- 
ming, twanging and rumbling, with, a 
hint of an old folk ballad mixed in 
somewhere. “Six Seconds in Dallas” 
is spy-movie taut with hints of Telstar 
hovering; the Californoid interpreta- 
tions of Finnish folk songs segue 
nicely into the quiescent cover of the 
theme from Endless Summer. They 
have good taste in covers, reviving 
neglected gems like “Baha-Ree- 
Bah!”, a burst of rolling thunder in 
the “Wipeout” vein, and Henry 
Mancini’s “Experiment in Terror.” 
“Psyko” churns the “Psycho” and 
“Vertigo” themes into one psy- 
chotropic pulsation. 

Live, Laika & the Cosmonauts 
(don’t ask which one is Laika) take 
up where their role models the Ven- 
tures left off. The band — lead-gui- 
tarist Mikko. Lankinen, who resem- 
bles a better-looking Bill Murray; 
Matti Pitsinki, the stoic guitarist/key- 
boardist who handles the on-stage 


English patter; Tom Nyman, a big 


blond lug on bass; and Janne Haavis- 
to, drummer with obligatory forelock 
falling in face — went about things 
energetically but matter-of-factly. 
The Nordic surf riders might have 
felt that they wanted to prove some- 
thing on their record label’s home 
turf, or this might have been business 
as usual. Nobody was complaining. 
They blistered through “Fugitive” 
— “a traditional surf tune,” com- 
mented Pitsinki in one of his pithy 
asides — in high speed, to the 
crowd’s beer-bottle-raising glee. 
They slowed to double time for a 
punchy cover of Lalo Schiffrin’s Mis- 
sion: Impossible theme. The band 
shone on a pulsating “Telstar,” 
seems to be their lodestar: a classic 
statement of ’60s escapism, a three- 
minute vacation from reality. As they 
know, it’s a fitting antidote to life in a 
northern town. Forget, for one night 
at least, about obtuse mumbled lyrics, 
the articulation of mental distur- 
bance, political sloganeering, or 
street rage. Or even Finland. These 
guys let the reverb answer.

KIP HANRAHAN AND 
COMPANY: 
POETRY IN MUCH MOTION 


Genre-defying producer/composer 
Kip Hanrahan solidifies his status as 
one of American music’s most origi- 
nal thinkers with his two most recent 
releases. On Darn It!, a two-CD set 
of the poetry of Paul Haines put to 
music, Hanrahan primarily plays 
conceptualizer and compiler. But on 
Exotica, an album-length meditation 
on politics and sex featuring 
bassist/singer Jack Bruce and pianist 
Don Pullen, he’s in control of some 
of his hardest-hitting and steamiest 
material. Both new discs are on Han- 
rahan’s American Clavé label, which 
is once again available domestically, 
thanks to Rounder Distribution. 

Mixing poetry and music is not 
new for either Hanrahan or Haines. 
Hanrahan has already set the poetry 
of Ishmael Reed to music. Haines has 
collaborated with composer-pianist 
Carla Bley on Escalator over the Hill 
(ECM) and with jazz eclectics 
Curlew on A Beautiful Western Sad- 
dle (Cuneiform). 

Haines’s quirky poetry, despite 
startling flashes of sensuality and 
wicked humor, is often impenetrable. 
But even when a poem seems hope- 
lessly obscure, a word or phrase can 
reveal a moment of Zen-like enlight- 
enment. The poems are as far from 
Reed’s earthy directness as you can 
get, but they’re rich soil for Hanra- 
han and musicians. , 

On Darn: It!, Hanrahan, who has 
given his other poetry anthologies a 
more uniform sound, strings 33

songs involving nearly 60 musicians 
in an audio equivalent of the surreal- 
ist parlor game exquisite corpse. In 
the game, each person creates part of 
a drawing, folds the paper so the next 
person can’t see what’s there, and 
passes it on. So it goes with Darn It! 
You can’t be sure where the next 
song will take the album stylistically 
or sonically, yet it forms an intrigu- 
ing, if hybrid, whole. From guitarist 
Derek~Bailey’s brittle, disjointed free 
improv and open disdain for produc- 
tion values to Greg Tate’s (and Han- 
rahan’s) dangerous sexuality and 
meticulous attention to sound and 
balance, each track has a forceful 
voice that stands up to the poetry. 

The songs play sly games in the 
same ways the poems do. On “Curt- 
sy,” Robert Wyatt’s mournful falsetto 
makes an unlikely partner for Evan 
Parker’s twittering soprano sax, yet 
they work perfectly together in the 
sad and uneasy song. In contrast, the 
Hanrahan-produced “Rawalpindi 
Blues” is a fierce romp for Don 
Pullen’s explosive piano and Jack 
Bruce’s impassioned blues shouting. 
And the distilled lyricism of free-jazz 
instrumentals by saxophonist John 
Tchicai and pianist Paul Bley creates 
wordless analogues to Haines’s work. 
There’s enough on this album to keep 
you listening, puzzling over, and pop- 
ping your fingers long into the night. 
Worth waiting the seven years it took 
to finish. 

Whereas Darn It! is a collection of 
discrete parts, Exotica has the unified 
cinematic flow typical of other Han- 
rahan productions. Our poet of the 
“darkness that resembles intoxica- 
tion,” Hanrahan gives us a bitter and 
sensual meditation on political decep- 
tion and sexual passion — or is it 
sexual deception and political pas- 
sion? Bruce, in one of his deepest, 
darkest performances on record, 
gives both subjects the same sensual 
treatment. He whispers seductive 
empty promises of a workers’ par- 
adise on “The Last Song.” Then on 
“G-d Is Great,” he is breathlessly, al- 
most devotionally, sexual. 

Although Hanrahan makes some 
arresting decisions in the mix, the al- 
bum feels less fussed over than others 
— primarily because he lets Pullen 
romp through it at will. It’s almost a 
concerto for Pullen’s mercurial blues- 
to-free-jazz pianistics and sponta- 
neous two-fisted keyboard orchestra- 
tions. 

Hanrahan’s compositions are 
mainly monologues accompanied by 
elements from songs, Latin music, 
rock, funk, jazz. They are closer to 
what a songwriter might think or feel. 
And they bring us close (sometimes 
painfully so) to the passions that in- 
spire music in the first place.

Love’s notoriety as the heroin- 
addled wife of Nirvana’s Kurt Cobain car- 


| ried more weight than the disc. It sure was 


| tempting to slag her off as just another tal- 


entless parasite exploiting her personal 


| connections. 











But maybe all she needed was a bit of 
time to ditch the chemical and aural junk, 
because Live Through This (Geffen), the 
new album, is a massive surprise. The best 
songs on the disc bespeak wistfulness and 
depth, thanks in huge part to Love, who 
pulls off magic in her own hoarse and tilt- 
ed style. Especially on the more subdued 


| numbers, she demolishes any lingering 


suspicion that she’s where she is because 
of who she married. The words on Live 
Through This radiate a distinct wonder- 
ment and sensitivity. When on the starkly 
beautiful “Softer, Softest” Love intones, “I 
got a blister from touching everything I 
see,” she sounds like a kid blazing with 
endless curiosity. There’s something pro- 
foundly touching in that, especially given 


her image and the monochrome venom of 
Hole’s first album. 

Three years have gone by since Pretty on 
the Inside was released. Time, mother- 
hood, and a modified band line-up no 
doubt have something to do the new Hole 
sound. Singer/guitarist Love and guitarist 
Eric Erlandson have been joined 
by new drummer Patty Schemel 
and bassist Kristen Pfaff. It 
couldn’t hurt that Paul Kolderie 
and Sean Slade, from Boston’s 
Fort Apache studios, did the pro- 
ducing and engineering of the 
disc. (One or the other or both 
have helped out Dinosaur Jr., 
Morphine, Lemonheads, Buffalo 
Tom, and many other locally 
based music gods.) 

The album starts with Love 
singing this small piece of poetry 
in “Violet”: “And the sky was 
made of amethyst/And all the 
stars look just like little fish.” On 
paper it may look sappy, but 
something in her words commu- 
nicates bope and a sense of awe. 
A second later, when she’s 
screaming and pleading, “Go on, 
take everything, I want you to!”, 
it feels more like an even mix of 
fervid affection and sarcasm. The 
tug-of-war between vulnerability 
and cynicism is appealing. 

Love’s voice carries farther 
and hits deeper when she’s not 
shouting, which is why the qui- 
eter numbers on Live Through 
This work best. “Asking for It” is 
stunning. Love told Pamela Des 
Barres in Interview that the song

was , inspired by an incident at a Hole show 
in London. After touring with Mudhoney 
and watching Mark Arm stage-dive every 
night, she decided to give it a go herself. 
Her dress got shredded; guys grabbed her 
breasts, stuck their fingers inside her, and 
called her a whore. Was she asking for it? 
Why can’t a woman enjoy the same con- 
tact with her audience that a man can? 
From that stark, nightmarish incident 
comes the sharp poignancy of the gentler 
rhythm and simple lyrics (“Was she asking 
for it?/Was she asking nice?”). By the 
middle of the song, when she’s singing, “If 
you live through this with me/I swear that I 
will die for you,” the forlorn desperation in 
her voice makes your heart want to shatter. 
On an audience-performer level, it’s a hate 
song; on a personal level, it’s a love song. 
Three-quarters female, Hole are hyper- 
aware of gender matters and what men ex- 
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pect ‘from women. Without martyr- posing, 
the band offer up “Doll Parts,” in which 
Love slips a bit of reality in with a litany 
concerning plastic perfection: “I am doll 
arms, big veins, dog beg . . . doll parts, 
bad skin, doll heart . . .” Again, the band 
turn a potentially drab issue into some- 
thing mellifluous and affecting. 

But Live Through This is not about to 
lull the world into sweet sorrow. Sure to 
incite stage diving (at least among boy 
fans) when the band play the Paradise on 
May 4 (with Madder Rose) are such caus- 
tic ditties as “Gutless” and “Rock Star,” in 
which Love lets loose with the perfect 
measure of disgust and volume against ho- 
mogeneity in her hometown of “Olympee- 
ya-ya-yah” (“We even fuck the same!”). 
Take that, all you turds who went to high 
school with Love and figured she’d wind 
up strip-dancing to nowhere. 


THANK TIME AND MOTHERHOOD: the best songs bespeak wistful- 
ness and depth, as Love pulls off magic in her own hoarse, tilted style. 
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Some music aims for your head. Some concentrates-on 
your hips. The music of The Indians, however, will settle 
for nothing less than your soul. On Indianism, elements 
as diverse as psychedelic pop and state -of-the-street 
hip-hop are weaved into a singular sound that’s 
sometimes mysterious, sometimes instantly 

accessible, but always suffused with spirituality. 
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On their first full-length CD, Boston’s own Letters 
To Cleo showcase singer Kay Hanley’s outstanding 
vocals and the group’s catchy, cerebral brand of 
pop that hints heavily at Big Star and Beatles 
influences. Aurora Gory Alice captures the 
melodic twists and dark edges that form Letters 
To Cleo’s addictively tuneful sound. 
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Women are about to take a stance in Dancehall Reggae 
and Patra will be leading the pack. Already well known 
in her native Jamaica, her debut album Queen Of The 
Pack includes collaborations with Lyn Collins, The 
Parliament/Funkadelic Horns, Yo Yo, and Christopher 
Williams. Enough with the hype, you get the point- 
she’s talented and she’s hooked up with a phat album! 
‘Nuff said. 


COURSE OF EMPIRE 





























The devastatingly heavy band Course Of Empire has its 
roots in the SMU film school and the Dallas indie scene, 
but its post-industrial, post apocalyptic tribalism seems 
to emanate from somewhere else entirely. Their fierce 
sociopolitical activism is nowhere more articulate than in 
the relentless crunch of what sounds like a thousand 
drummers on Jnitiation. 
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Tired of the same old same old? If you're in need of something 
different, check out the melodic pop rock and innovative lyrical 
style of Fury in The Slaughterhouse. On their American debut 
album, Mono, these German tunesmiths offer a unique blend of 
consciousness and melody - songs to make you think while you 
tap your feet. 
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The eclecticism of Mint Condition’s musical mix is 
there from the opening notes of their sophomore 
release. From the seductive push and pull of “U Send 
Me Swingin’” to the luscious allure of “Nobody Does 
It Betta”, From The Mint Factory is jazz, funk, soul, 
pop, rock & roll, African flavors and down home grit. 
That’s Mint Condition, kickin’ it on the real!! 
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Loreena McKennitt’s newest album, The Mask And 
Mirror transcends genres with the same ease that it 
transcends time itself. It intertwines Loreena’s exquisite 
voice with violin, electric guitar, exotic percussion and 
other sonic textures, evoking melodic images of other 
times and other places, unified by the integrity of her 
singular vision. 
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The Grays are one of the most listenable bands to create 
“alternative Pop” music since the post punk scene. Their 
unique musical chemistry builds on the traditional sound 
of artists such as Elvis Costello, Squeeze, Traffic, and 
The Clash. Their debut, Ro Sham Bo, is filled with rich 
vocals, choruses you can’t get out of your head and 
guitar-laden hooks that you can grab on to.

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Phish finally make a CD 


you can take seriously 


by Mac Randall 


nly a few days have 

passed since the release 

of Phish’s fifth album, 

Hoist (Elektra), and al- 

ready the howls of exe- 
cration are burning up the Phishnet, the 
special computer network for fans of the 
eclectic Vermont quartet. “I can’t believe 
you guys sold out! This fuckin’ sucks! 
What is this violin crap? Who’s that bitch 
singing on the third song?” Jon Fishman, 
the band’s drummer and namesake, is 
shocked. “This guy called Alison Krauss a 
bitch!” 

Fortunately, what’s bad news for some 
crusty Phishheads is good news for the 
rest of us: Hoist is far and away Phish’s 
most consistent and accessible album. The 
college-boy showoff vibe that occasionally 
marred previous studio outings (but which 
they transcend in their rightfully famous 
live presentations) gets scrapped in favor 
of more concise songwriting and bigger 
production. Longtime cultists may call this 
blasphemy. Yet the band manage to 
streamline without sacrificing their wit or 
virtuosity. They’re less goofy, and they 
sound better for it. 

This move toward a greater seriousness 
was intentional, as Fishman explains. 
“[Guitarist] Trey [Anastasio] had a strong 
attachment to the lyrics that he sang this 
time, as opposed to the past, when a lot of 
the words were pure fantasy or complete 
nonsense strung together only for the sake 
of the sound. On this album, he felt more 
like he was saying something specific, but 
he wanted to make a point without shov- 
ing it down your throat. It’s a tough bal- 
ance, but that’s what we strove for.” He 
pauses, then adds with a chuckle, “We al- 
most called the album Hung like a Horse, 
but then we thought, “We’ve finally made 
an album that isn’t totally silly, maybe we 
shouldn’t sillify it by giving it such a 
name.’ ” 

Hoist breaks from Phish tradition in 
other ways. The entire album was written 
within a two-week period and recorded 
immediately afterward. No old standbys 
from their live repertoire of 100-plus num- 
bers were included; the band wanted to 
work with fresh material only. Songs that 
came in short stayed that way; the band 
didn’t elaborate on them over the course 
of a tour, as they normally do. “Whenever 








we went into the studio before,” says Fish- 
man, “we had to cut the tunes down, un- 
less we wanted a four-hour album. Now 
we can go on the road and stretch them 
out instead of editing them.” 

The new songs’ pop appeal was boosted 
by the presence of producer Paul Fox, 
known for his work with XTC and Robyn 
Hitchcock, plus many special guests: the 
aforementioned Krauss, the Tower of 
Power Horns, Rose Stone (of Sly and the 
Family Stone), and Béla Fleck. But all pale 
before Jonathan Frakes, a/k/a Comman- 
der Riker of Star Trek: The Next Genera- 
tion, who sprays guest trombone all over 
the 25-second “Riker’s Mailbox.” 

“Paul Fox lives next door to Riker,” de- 
vout Trekkie Fishman explains, “and that 
was reason enough to have him as produc- 
er. There we were in the studio discussing 
[Klingon] Worf’s greatest lines. I was so 
excited. He’s Number One.” 

The diverse contributors help Phish 
chart surprising new territory. “Julius” is a 
smoking gospel rave-up; “If I Could” is a 
power ballad with taste. “Lifeboy” demon- 
strates the band’s lyrical growth; its central 
line, “God never listens to what I say,” is 
sung over gorgeous guitar-piano counter- 
point courtesy of Anastasio and key- 
boardist Page McConnell. 

Not all of Hoist is a departure. “Down 
with Disease” and “Axilla (Part II)” offer 
classic Phishtakes on arena rock, all white 
funk and heavy riffs; “Scent of a Mule” 
rides replete with Stetson into a whacked- 
out sci-fi hoedown. “Demand” begins with 
Trey dialing up that luscious Steve-Hack- 
ett-meets-Jerry-Garcia lead tone, continues 
through a devilishly intricate series of mu- 
sical vignettes, then dissolves in sound ef- 
fects a la Pink Floyd before segueing into a 
killer live jam on “Split Open and Melt,” 
from a show last year in Columbus, Ohio. 

What makes these cuts better than pre- 
vious efforts in the same vein is the novel 
way they’re presented. Phish’s earlier al- 
bums were largely attempts to translate the 
live experience; like most translations, they 
missed some original nuances. Hoist is the 
first Phish album conceived of as an al- 
bum. Thanks to tight pacing and greater 
sonic depth, the sense of discovery that the | 
band got from playing all-new material is 
transparent. Now it’s time to take it to the | 
stage. 

“I hear through the grapevine that Riker 
wants to jam with us when we get to LA,” 
says Fishman.

ow that Hiisker Dii’s leg- 
end has reached Velvet 
Underground propor- 
tions, it’s worth remem- 
bering that the last time 
the trio ever played Boston (at the Or- 
pheum in spring 1987), they pissed a lot 
of people off. The band operated at white 
heat for most of their eight-year existence, 
regularly scrapping their entire set to make 
room for new material. Warehouse: Songs 
& Stories, 1987’s album, was a two-record 
set, so the band opted to play almost noth- 
ing but the whole thing in sequence, even 
though it had been out only a few weeks 
and was a lot subtler than previous materi- 
al — a move that made no sense at all to 
casual fans hoping to hear “Makes No 
Sense at All.” 

Hiisker concerts weren’t always happy 
events, but most of the ones I caught (in- 





| cluding that Orpheum show) were still 


among the more emotionally charged rock 
shows I saw in the mid ’80s. They could be 
exhilarating when the spirit hit, but if there 
was darkness in the air, they’d run with it. 
Their second-to-last album, 1986’s Candy 
Apple Grey, was downright scary in its mis- 
ery, and their shows at the time matched 
the feel of the album. But the undertow 
was never more pronounced than at their 
last shows, on an October 1987 mini-tour 
that never reached Boston (it did hit the 
Living Room in Providence). Those shows 
are captured, seven years after the fact, on 
a new live release, The Living End (Warner 


| Bros., due in stores April 12). It’s an often

tour; but it remains true to the Hiiskers’ 
mood swings and to their greatness. 

The brief string of shows marked the 
only time Hiisker Dii ever played a retro- 
spective set that drew from all seven al- 
bums, including hardcore numbers they 
hadn’t touched in years (it’s not a “greatest 
hits” set since their only real hits, “Sorry 
Somehow,” “Makes No Sense at All,” and 
“Don’t Want To Know If You’re Lonely,” 
are all missing). This led fans to assume 
the band knew they were breaking up, but 
that wasn’t the case. They still intended to 
make another album, two of 
whose songs (Bob Mould’s 
“Ain’t No Water in the Well” 
and Grant Hart’s “Now That 
You Know Me”) appear for 
the first time on The Living 
End. Instead they ripped 
apart on tour, for reasons 
that ostensibly came to a 
head when singer/guitarist 
Mould sobered up and 
singer/drummer Hart took 
to showing up too wasted to 
play. The reasons were prob- 
ably more complex (for 
starters, the band were still 
reeling from the suicide of 
their manager, former Bos- 
tonian David Savoy), but the 
eventual split-up proved so 
wrenching that both Mould 
and Hart wrote much of 
their subsequent albums 
about it. 

You can hear that coming 
on The Living End, which 
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the best light. Producer Lou Giordano, who 
traveled as Hiisker’s soundman, assembled 
the CD from undoctored soundboard tapes 
of various shows, presumably following the 
running order of a typical set. The band 
sound especially cranky and disconnected 
doing their poppier material, with vocal 
harmonies being the main casualty. “Ice 
Cold Ice,” the best song on- Warehouse, 
nearly collapses here, with Mould singing 
off key and Hart’s countermelody sounding 
like a Yoko Ono imitation. Happier love 
songs like Hart’s “Girl Who Lives on Heav- 
en Hill” and “Books About UFOs” are sung 
through clenched teeth, with none of the 
sweetness of the studio versions. 

The CD shifts into hardcore mode soon 
after, with a trio of thrashers leading into 
Mould’s acoustic epic from Candy Apple 
Grey, “Hardly Getting Over It.” Not a 
cheerful tune to begin with, the song takes 
on new depths of anguish here, and the 
failure of Mould’s vocal to synch up with 
Hart’s harmonies only makes it more 
plaintive. 

The two “new” songs pick up the pace 
and are likely to leave fans aching for what 
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might have been. Hart’s is a poppish love 
song, Mould’s is infectious and folkish; 
both are superb. “What’s Going On” (the 


sole entry from the pivotal Zen Arcade) | 
takes a last plunge into the murk, leaving | 


the set to end with a celebratory bash 
through the early single “In a Free Land” 
and a faithful, Hart-sung cover of the Ra- 
mones’ “Sheena Is a Punk Rocker.” It may 
not have been enough to save the band, but

it shows the joie de vivre they could still | 


summon at the most unlikely moments. 

At least the story has a happy ending. 
Mould continues to make great records 
and play great shows in the band Sugar. 
Hart has pulled himself together personal- 


ly, if not musically, having been quiet since | 


a couple of false starts with Nova Mob. 
(Bassist Greg Norton, always the quiet 
one, has disappeared altogether.) As for 
the Hiiskers’ legacy, they weren’t the last 
punk-pop band to reach the emotional 
peaks and depths heard here, but only the

Musician/producer Jon Brion 
makes his major-label debut

he world is full of famous 

pop producers who’ve had 

second careers as artists or 

bandmembers. If you’re Bri- 

an Eno, Mitch Easter, or 
Steve Albini, the results can be memorable. 
Other famous producers have done better 
on the quiet side of the studio glass. Does 
anybody remember -Mitchell Froom’s solo 
album? Or the truly wimpy pop records 
that Butch Vig, of all people, made as a 
member of the band Spooner? 

Latest to take the plunge is Jon Brion — 
originally the frontman of the local band 
World’s Fair, but best known around these 
parts as the producer/co-writer/back-up 
bandon Aimee Mann’s Whatever, and as a 
multi-instrumentalist of considerable met- 
tle. (Although primarily a guitarist, he re- 
cently played in town as part of Jennifer 
Trynin’s band and blew the house away 
with his drumming.) Lately based in Los 
Angeles, Brion has just made his major-la- 
bel debut as a member of the Grays, who 
also include Buddy Judge, another ex- 
Bostonian singer/guitarist and former ’Til 
Tuesday member, and singer/guitarist/ 


bassist Jason Falkner, an original member

of the spiffy West Coast pop outfit Jellyfish | 
— who was replaced by Brion on that | 


band’s second album. 


There’s some good stuff on the band’s | 


debut, Ro Sham Bo (Epic), though it’s 
more of a promising start than the pop tour 
de force one might hope for. The sound is 
great. Although produced by a non-band- 
member (Jack Joseph Puig, who worked 
with Jellyfish), it’s warm and immediate, 
with heavy ’60s overtones. One of the gui- 
tarists is always doing something interest- 
ing, and exotic studio touches — back- 
wards vocals, wah-wahs, or that trademark 
art-rock keyboard the mellotron — en- 
hance the ambiance. For a band with three 
singers/guitarists/songwriters (drummer 
Dan McCarroll completes the line-up), they 
sound of one mind. All ‘three singers wind 
up resembling Pete Ham of Badfinger (cur- 
rent pop influence of choice) at one time or 
another, and they’re all aiming to write the 


perfect pop ballad, the kind that leaves the | 


chorus ringing in your ears and your heart 
beating a little faster. 
How well they succeed varies through 





the hour-long album. As a whole it’s too | 
easygoing for my taste (shades of the | 
Rembrandts in that respect). On first listen | 
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I wondered whether it just takes a while to 
grab hold or whether they saved the best 
songs for the tail end of the disc. Further 
listens suggest a little of both. The

MUSIC POLL REPORT. I wound up 
missing the stink bomb on Lansdowne 
Street (wasn’t that the name of an old Jam 
song?) but otherwise hopped around and 
caught the schmoozefest at the Phoenix/ 
WFNX< sixth annual Best Music Poll cele- 
bration. At the Orpheum, it was the Vio- 
lent Femmes and the non-violent femmes. 
The always-humble Indigo Girls must now 
hold the record for most apologies issued 
during a 25-minute set; the duo hadn’t 
performed live since last August and were 
evidently feeling more than a little rusty. 
Their set was delightful, nonetheless, with 
the first live airing of material from the 
forthcoming Swamp Ophelia, their most 
electric and most produced album (due in 
stores from Epic on May 10). 

Although their upcoming tour will also 
feature a band, last week they played in a 
familiar duo setting, but with a couple of 
differences. Both Indigos played electric 
guitars for the first time on the closing 
“Touch Me Fall,” with Amy Ray unleash- 
ing some potent power chords on the mul- 
ti-part song’s finale. And instead of the 
usual “Here’s a song by Amy/Here’s a 
song by Emily” intros, the two singers got 
deeper into each other’s songs and harmo- 
nized more often. Another highlight was 
Emily Saliers’s “Wood Song” (best song 


intro of the night: “This is a song about 
turning 30, and interpersonal relation- 
ships, and all the other shit I always write 
about”). It’s always good to see an estab- 
lished band with the confidence to play al- 
most nothing but new material. 

No such luck with the Violent Femmes, 
a band I much admired in“their mid-’80s 
heyday — heck, I think I was even at that 
Femmes/Del Fuegos all-ages show that Ju- 
liana Hatfield’s non-existent sister wouldn’t 
take her to. But an odd thing’s happened to 
the band since their first album finally went 
gold a few years back: they’ve become a 
nostalgia act, fully accepting the notion 
that they’re expected to connect with the 
teenage angst of their decade-old debut. 

That wasn’t the case in the glory days. 
When they toured behind that first album, 
they shocked listeners with the spooky 
“Country Death Song” and Gordon Gano’s 
odes to Jesus. At the Orpheum they did the 
obligatory build-up to “Add It Up,” inter- 
acted little, and barely acknowledged that 
they have a new drummer (the first person- 
nel change in a band who’ve always had 
three strong personalities). At least material 
from the forthcoming New Times album, 
which disappointed severely on an advance- 
tape listen, came off live as an agreeable re- 
tread of the old sound — which didn’t 
shake my suspicion that this once-mighty 
band are turning into a business. 

Meanwhile, back at Lansdowne Street, 
Flop were finishing off a set that may have 
been the most impassioned of the night, 
with stellar punk pop that made me wish

I'd left the Femmes’ show a little earlier. 
Reactions were mixed on Beck’s set at 
Axis, ranging from utter crap to utter bril- 
liance (granted, his Geffen publicist was 
the source of the latter opinion). But I opt- 
ed to catch Crowded House’s guest shot at 
Avalon, if only for the novel sight of a pit 
full of people moshing to a pop group. My 
complaint about the recent Together Alone 
album — too many damn ballads — still 
applies to the live show, but they hit the 
target more often, with a beautifully 
melodic peak in the album highlight “Pri- 
vate Universe.” At set’s close they switched 
to electric guitars and jacked it up for 
“Locked Out,” only to have their time run 
out after that one energized rocker. Don’t 
you hate when that happens? 

Another blast was at hand, and from an 
unlikely source: Inspiral Carpets, who 
sound like standard computerized Brit pop 
on CD, proved to be a mean mutha of an 
on-stage band, playing everything live — 
which meant lots of big guitars to match 
the catchy pop tunes. Even before they got 
around to their one big hit, “So This Is 
How It Feels” (second best song intro of 
the night: “This is the most sublime pop 
melody ever written”), they had lived up to 
their notorious attitude.

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Blues/soul man Bobby Parker 


puts a premium on power

obby Parker’s like light- 
ning in a thunderstorm; 
his performances have a 
fierce crackle. His singing 
guitar carries a sting 
that'll raise the hairs on your arms like 
static. And his singing — well, if James 
Brown and Little Willie John aren’t the 
right reference points, I’ll eat my Strat. 
But right now Parker’s at home with a 
bottle — of Vicks Formula 44, that is. And 
slugging it down straight to dose a nag- 
ging bronchial hack, his final souvenir of 
the long hard winter that’s stretched even 
to his Baltimore-area home. Still, he’s 
writing songs as he weathers it, and itch- 
ing to begin the tour that'll bring him to 
the Boston area (at the House of Blues) 
for the first time since the late "50s. “I re- 
call playing there in a Bo Diddley show,” 
he says. “I was playing in his band then.” 
Yep, he’s a veteran — and that’s the 
reason his shows and the hard-edge blues 
attack of his national debut, Bent out of 
Shape (Black Top), one of 1993’s best 
CDs, bristle with the barely contained en- 
ergy_of a fireball, 
“I came up through the era when every- 


The sort of things Parker’s likely to do at 
the drop of an instrumental bridge: throw 
the guitar over his back, play with this 
teeth, dive off stage into the audience. 

As a leader, Parker knows the taste of bit- 
ter luck. He cut a take-off on Dizzy Gille- 
spie’s “Manteca,” his 1961 R&B hit single 
“Watch Your Step,” which became a bigger 
hit for Spencer Davis in the UK and was 
eventually cited by John Lennon as the in- 
spiration for the “Day Tripper” guitar riff. 
But hie reaped few benefits from that until 
1969, when he toured Europe and received 
very public recognition from Led Zeppelin’s 
Robert Plant as a vocal inspiration. 

Parker slid quickly back into obscurity, 
making his living for most of two decades 
by playing blues and Top 40 at NCO clubs 
on Air Force bases (well-paying gigs, he al- 
lows) and hitting the dives between DC 
and Philadelphia. “I even quit for five or six 
years in the late "70s. Drove a van, did 
some other things, but then I picked up a 
guitar again and just couldn’t put it down.” 

Hence Bent out of Shape, which puts 
Parker’s rocking soul-blues manifesto into 
practice. “For me, a good song has got to 
have a rhythm that’s danceable. That’s 
where I start my writing. Once I get a 
good beat and good bass line, I start writ- 
ing lyrics. The guitars and horns and other

But it’s 
gotta have that groove, and there’s gotta 
be a good story to tell.” 

People are finally listening to his stories 
of love and luck. He’s become a staple of 
the European festival circuit since Bent out 
of Shape’s release, and he’ll be a guest on 
the next CD of new fan Carlos Santana. 
Parker’s also been nominated for three 
Handys — the blues’ equivalent of the | 
Grammys — this year: Best Instrumental- 
ist, Best Soul/Blues Male Vocalist, and 
Soul/Blues Vocalist of the Year. It’s a 
tough competition, since Buddy Guy’s lat- 
est album has already won the Best Con- | 
temporary Blues Album Grammy. But | 
Parker’s charged up for the ceremonies — 
and his upcoming tour. 

In fact, he’s perpetually charged up. 
And his April 15 appearance at the House 
of Blues promises tobe part of what’s 
more an eruption from obscurity than an 
emergence. QO |

(Verve). Quartet West may not be 
Haden’s most unusual enterprise, 
but this second installment of the 
bassist’s sentimental stroll through 
"40s Hollywood is his most sub- 
lime. As a child Charlie bugged his 
art teacher by constantly drawing 
nocturnal skyscrapers. Here the 
ensemble create a similar image, 
except that their shadowy cCity- 
scape includes ominous alleyways 
and romantic parks. Although 
evocative of the Raymond Chand- 
ler era, saxist Ernie Watts, pianist 
Alan Broadbent, and drummer 
Larance Marable dodge the critical 
cry of “mood music” by offering 
sophisticated interplay. 

Refined, too. Haden and com- 
pany are ultra-discriminating in 
their choice of lines — which is the 
key reason their nostalgia trip tran- 
scends the smoky romanticism it 
obviously adores. From Bird’s agi- 
tation in the nuthouse to wistful 
sighs of starlets (tapes of Django 
Reinhardt and Coleman Hawkins 
help enhance the aura), cadences, 
tones, and references shift quickly.

*x*x* Chris Von Sneidern, 
SIGHT & SOUND (Heyday). If 
you have to listen to lots of 
records by unknown artists; one of 
the promo pitches you're probably 
sickest of hearing is “It’s a really 
good pop record, it sounds a lot 
like Tommy Keene or Matthew 
Sweet.” Well, surprise: this one 
really is and really does. San 
Francisco (by way of Syracuse) 
singer/guitarist Von Sneidern 
doesn't even try to sound original;

| singing’s a lot like Badfinger’s

*x*x* HOLY ROLLERS (Dis- 
chord). By now we all know what 
to expect from any product 
stamped with the Dischord logo. 
That doesn’t lessen the impact of 
the 10 rhythmically intense guitar- 
driven barrages on this DC quar- 
tet’s third album. But it does mean 
we can forgo the usual sermon on 
the virtues of austere, DIY produc- 
tion and inspired, socio-political 
lyrics. 

Holy Rollers share those 
admirable qualities with every 
band who've been on Dischord. 
But whereas Fugazi home in on 
the groove and Jawbox experi- 
ment with tuneful dissonance, 
Holy Rollers work tight, power-pop 
hooks and vocal harmonies into 
the adrenalizéd punk fray of 
“Killing Alley” (a cut-and-paste 
reflection on inner-city violence) 
and “Set Up” (a tuneful vignette 
about junkie/dealer relationships 
that crests on the sing-along cho- 
rus “Sweet son of a bitch”). 
Elsewhere, in “Worlds Apart” and 
“Pure,” there are unexpected 
bursts of textured psychedelia — 
just more proof that there’s still 
plenty of creative life left in the 
resilient formula.

* *1/2 Pantera, FAR BEYOND 
DRIVEN (EastWest). What sepa- 
rated Pantera from their peers four 
years ago is what distinguishes 
them now: a concussion ensembie 
of razor-sharp, spine-wrenching 
distortion; crisp, amphetamine- 
induced drumming; and Phil 
Anselmo’s disembodied, pulp- 
throated roar. They might have 
become a hardcore band if not for 
their fondness for those screechy 
metal harmonic leads that make 
hardcore guitarists wince and 
blush but make hair farmers jab 
their little skull-ringed fingers in the 
air. Plus, Pantera stuck a syrupy 
power ballad on each of their last 
two albums. 

The first half of Far Beyond 
Driven is split between their stan- 
dard quadruple-time marches 
and mid-tempo, Marshall-driven 


SLOWDIVE: in small doses they're soo 
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stomps. But the album’s second 
half reveals an inquisitive transfor- 
mation-in-progress. “Dimebag” 
Darrell experiments with guitar as 
industrial noisemaker. On “Good 
Friends and a Bottle of Pills,” he 
grinds out twisted shrieks of steel 
being torn. On “Use My Third 
Arm,” he modifies his piledriving, 
monotone guitar chug into brain- 
numbing percussion while drum- 
mer Vinnie Paul impersonates a 
Ministry shuffle — then the whole 
band buzz into a hyper death- 
metal scramble. And they give a 
delicate touch to the old Sabbath 
tune “Planet Caravan,” which here 
stands in for the ballad.

(Chrysalis/ERG). Years ago Brian 
Eno set out to create instrumental 
music that was as “interesting as it 
is ignorable,” so it comes as no 
surprise that he fits so well as pro- 
ducer of Slowdive’s second album. 
They're one of the last hangers-on 
from the multitude of ambient 
British bands who drifted onto 
American shores two years ago, 
then quietly drifted away. 

Here the wheat has separated 
from the chaff. Mostly. “Allison” 
and the title track are compelling 
enough as mood pieces: wispy, 
dreamy melodies; massive effect- 
pedaling; and singer Rachel 
Goswell’s vocals buried in a cot- 
tony guitar line. Too much of this 
will make you somnolent, but in 
small doses Slowdive are remark- 
ably soothing, even winsome.

**1/2 The Oysterband, HOLY 
BANDITS (Rykodisc). Apparently 
eager to leave the worldbeat ghet- 
to, the Oysterband are calling their 
current sound “revolutionary roots 
rock.” Here, the roots are clearly 
Anglo-Celtic traditional. Hardly 
uncharted territory, and this 
release, the quintet’s seventh, isn’t 
exactly what you'd call a revolu- 
tion. Yet the disc features a num- 
ber of solid, well-played tunes. 

The most successful tracks are 
those that stay close to folk 
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idioms. The more rocking num- | 
bers, like “Cry, Cry,” tend to be a 
tad overwrought. A happy excep- 
tion is “I Look for You,” which mar- 
ries Jethro Tull and R.E.M. The 
rousing “A Fire Is Burning” evokes 
early Steeleye Span. “Moving On” | 
moves to a nice, Police-like beat, 
but it’s the words that make the 
difference. Lines like “We asked 
the man for justice, well he hand- 
ed us a stone” put superpower 
hypocrisy into global perspective. | 
And perspective is what world | 
music is all about.

* *1/2 Various, BIG BLUNTS 
(Tommy Boy). This is what's 
known as a “high-concept” compi- 
lation: a good selection of hip-hop | 
tracks detailing the joys of ganja | 
smoking. You don’t have to be a 
big reggae fan to know the “hits” | 
included here. Wayne Smith's early 
dancehall classic “Under Me Sleng | 
Teng,” more famous for its comput- 
er beats than its pot lyrics, is the 
CD's focal point, appearing both in 
its original form and in Cypress Hill 
producer Muggs’s overhyped remix 
featuring a cameo rap from B-Real 
and the now-familiar vocal riff/drum 
sample from BDP’s brilliant “9mm 
Goes Bang.” 

Also included are Rita Mariey’s | 
early-’80s dance-floor smash “One 
Draw,” Frankie Paul’s sweet “Pass 
the Kushempeng,” the Mighty 
Diamonds’ recently revived “Pass 
the Kutchie,” and Barrington 
Levy’s wicked “Under Me Sensi,” 
still a dancehall boom 10 years 
later. Some lesser-known tunes — 
“The Herb,” “Jamaican Weed,” and 
“Chalice in the Palace,” from Tony 
Rebel, Lone Ranger, and U-Roy, 
respectively — round out the set. 
There's enough material available 
to assemble a box of ganja tracks, 
but it’s still disappointing that criti- 
cal must-haves like Peter Tosh’s 
“Legalize It” and Black Uhuru’s 
“Sensimilla” are absent.

**1/2 Vincent Nguini, SYM- 
PHONY-BANTU (Mesa). A gui- 
tarist versed in the lilting idiosyn- 
crasies of African traditional styles 
ventures into the jazz idiom. It’s a 
promising notion, but this veteran 
Cameroon guitarist settles for a | 
light, poppy approach. 

Nguini recruits musicians he 
worked with on Paul Simon's 
Rhythm of the Saints CD and tour | 
— notably Michael Brecker on sax | 
and the three Waters sisters on | 
vocals. Produced for a big, lush | 
sound, these tracks favor breezy, 
uptempo rhythms and melodies. 
The jazz side of Nguini’s guitar | 
sensibility evokes George Benson | 
and Earl Klugh; the roots side 
shines on the pointy, percussive 
lines of Cameroon bikutsi music, 
which provides an ear-tickling sub- 
text on “Mavro” and “Obala.” 

Nguini excels on guitar, but his 
affection for keyboard-driven pop 
arrangements selis him short. The 
tracks are constructed in juxtapo- 
sitions, and too many of them | 
never really cut loose. The darker | 
tunes at the back end of the disc 
provide its best moments. “Juju” 
delivers real punch, despite its PC 
rap section. And “Obala (Message 
to Esther)” echoes the spacious | 
malaise of Simon's masterful | 
“Cool, Cool River” but gives it 
snappy percussive fire. More | 
organic arrangements and free 
blowing and fewer theatrics would 
serve Nguini better.

— a parody of the train-station 
scene in The Untouchables, 
which itself was a parody of the 
“Odessa Steps” sequence in 
Potemkin. \It doesn’t get much 
less funny either.

Academy Award nominee (for 
Best Foreign Language Film) fol- 
lows the fairy-tale fate of a 10- 
year-old Mui as she grows to a 20- 
year-old while working as a ser- 
vant at a middle-class home, and 
it introduces an astonishingly 
mature new director, Vietnamese 
expatriate Tran Anh Hung. The 
narrative is conventional, but Tran 
diverges from it in many ways. For 
one, there is the delicious cine- 
matography of Benoit Delhomme 
depicting the lush atmosphere of 
the home through which Mui, an 
ever-curious template for experi- 
ence who seemingly wants noth- 
ing for herself, leads us like a 
household sprite; it is a place of 
ripe fruit and green leaves filled 
with the sounds of the father’s gui- 
tar playing but also with strange 
silences. The family’s quiet calm 
turns tragic when the father runs 
off with the household savings, but 
the revelations this precipitates 
and the fate that awaits Mui are 
not what makes this film fascinat- 
ing.

The screenplay, an adaptation by, 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas Keneal- 
ly’s book, is the true story of Oskar 
Schindler (Liam Neeson), the 
Opportunistic capitalist and Nazi 
Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
I: his “list” is a compilation. of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. Winner of seven 
Oscars, including Best Picture and 
Best Director, it’s one of the great- 
est films made on the subject.
